On  the  day  peace  is  notified  the  ancient  endowments  of  the  Church 
in  Wales  will  be  alienated  to  secular  purposes  unless  in  the  meantime 
the  Welsh  Church  Act  is  reconsidered. 

The  Committee  took  active  steps  in  the  course  of  the  General  Election' 
to  secure  from  Parliamentary  Candidates  a promise  of  a generous 
reconsideration  of  the  Act  to  which,  in  its  present  form,  they  are  strongly 
opposed. 

Although  the  war  has  necessitated  large  reductions  in  various 
departments  of  the  Committee’s  w^ork,  the  Central  and  Local  Organisa- 
tions need  to  be  maintained  in  a condition  rapidly  to  resume  their  full 
activity  for  the  work  of  Defence  and  Instruction.

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CHAPTER  IV. 


Ibistori?  of  tbe  Diocese* 


The  History  of  the  Foundation  of  the  Bishopric  of  London 
has  passed  away  into  the  twilight  of  traditional  obscurity. 

The  picturesque  story  related  by  the  Venerable  Bede 
that  in  the  reign  of  Marcus  Antoninus  Verus,  and  Aurelius 
Commodus,  Emperors  of  Rome,  Lucius,  King  of  Britain, 
sent  letters  to  Eleutherus,  Bishop  of  Rome,  praying  that  he 
might  be  baptized,  and  subsequently  founded  the  Bishopric 
of  London,  may  be  viewed  as  legendary,  as  no  British  king 
could  have  reigned  over  Britain  during  the  Roman  occupa- 
tion, and  no  Emperors  bearing  the  names  mentioned  by 
Bede  reigned  together  at  that  time  over  the  Roman  Empire. 

Dr.  Godwyn,  Bishop  of  LlandaflF  in  1615,  compiled  the 
following  list,  which  has  been  rejected  as  unhistorical,  of 
sixteen  Archbishops  of  London  :

But  there  is  historical  evidence  that  in  314,  Restitutus, 
Bishop  of  London,  with  two  other  British  Bishops,  attended 
the  Council  of  Arles.  The  Diocese  of  London,  therefore,  ex- 
isted in  the  early  part  of  the  fourth  century,  and  it  is  probable 
that  it  was  founded  at  a much  earlier  period. 

There  is  no  authentic  record  of  Bishops  of  London  from 
Restitutus  in  314  until  the  consecration  of  Mellitus  in  604. 
Before  the  sixth  century  London  was  invaded  and  ravaged. 
Churches  were  destroyed  and  Christians  were  dispersed  or 
martyred.  But,  however  long  the  interregnum  in  the  Diocese 
may  have  been,  there  were  British  bishops  in  Britain  when 
S.  Augustine  landed.  S.  Gregory,  in  reply  to  S.  Augustine^s 
question  with  respect  to  them,  wrote  : ‘ As  for  all  the  Bishops 
of  Britain,  we  commit  them  to  your  care.’  Forthwith, 
S.  Augustine  summoned  them  to  meet  him,  but  at  the  outset 
they  resisted  his  claims  to  supremacy  and  uniformity. 
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In  621  the  pagans  drove  out  Bishop  Mellitus  from 
London,  and  the  Diocese  was  without  a Bishop  till  654, 
since  when  the  bishopric  has  continued,  with  few  exceptions, 
for  more  than  twelve  hundred  years. 

The  following  list  of  Bishops  of  London  was  compiled 
by  Bishop  Browne,  D.D.,  the  late  Bishop  Stubbs,  D.D., 
and  other  ecclesiastical  historians,  and  is  inscribed  on  marble 
tablets  near  the  South  Transept  in  S.  Paul’s  Cathedral  : —

Gregory  the  Great  proposed  to  S.  Augustine,  during  his 
mission,  that  England  should  be  divided  into  the  provinces  of 
London  and  York,  to  be  separated  by  the  river  Humber. 
Each,  he  suggested,  should  be  the  seat  of  an  archbishopric 
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with  twelve  bishops.  The  proposal  with  respect  to  York  was 
carried  into  effect,  but  S.  i\ugustine  considered  it  expedient 
that  Canterbury,  and  not  London,  should  be  the  seat  of  the 
Primacy.  The  proposal,  therefore,  relating  to  an  Arch- 
bishopric of  London  was  abandoned. 

After  the  dissolution  of  Westminster  Abbey  in  the  reign 
of  Henry  VIIL,  the  Bishopric  of  Westminster,  with  a Dean 
and  twelve  Prebendaries,  was  founded.  The  Bishopric  was 
suppressed  by  Edward  VL,  the  Dean  and  Prebendaries  con- 
tinuing till  the  reign  of  Queen  Mary,  when  the  Cathedral  was 
re-designated  and  re-constituted  an  Abbey.  But  under  Queen 
Elizabeth  it  became  a Royal  Peculiar  and  Collegiate  Church, 
with  Dean  and  Chapter,  since  when  it  has  practically  con- 
tinued unchanged.  The  Dean  and  Chapter  annually  elect 
the  Archdeacon  of  Westminster,  but  his  jurisdiction  does  not 
extend  beyond  the  precincts  of  the  Abbey. 

Bishops  Suffragan  for  this  Diocese  were  appointed  by  the 
Bishop  until  the  statute  26  Henry  VIIL  by  which  he  is  required 
to  nominate  to  the  Crown  two  clergy.  The  one  selected  is 
to  be  consecrated  and  to  receive  a territorial  title  recited 
in  the  statute.  No  Bishop  of  London  availed  himself  of  the 
Act  of  Henry  VIIL  until  Bishop  Jackson  consecrated  Pre- 
bendary Walsham  How,  D.D.,  as  Bishop  Suffragan  of 
Bedford  on  July  18,  1879.  His  predecessor — Prebendary 
John  Hodgkeyn— was  consecrated  by  Bishop  Stokesley  as 
Bishop  Suffragan  of  Bedford  on  December  9,  1537.  The  Act, 
therefore,  was  in  abeyance  for  342  years.  The  Act  recites 
that  the  Suffragan  holds  his  commission  at  the  will  of  the 
Diocesan,  at  whose  translation  or  decease  it  lapses  ; but  it 
may  be  renewed  by  his  successor.  If  it  is  not,  the  Suffragan 
retains  his  ‘style,  title,  and  dignity.’  Under  the  Act  51  & 
52  Victoria  the  Diocesan  can  assign  any  suitable  territorial 
title  not  named  in  the  Act  of  Henry  the  VHIth.

Formerly  the  Church  in  Canada  and  America  was 
administered  by  the  Bishop,  who  also  had  jurisdiction 
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over  the  whole  of  Europe  with  regard  to  congregations  of 
British  subjects.  In  1842  the  Bishopric  of  Gibraltar  was 
founded  for  the  South  of  Europe.  But  Northern  and  Central 
Europe  continue  under  the  Bishop  of  London’s  jurisdiction 
so  far  as  British  Chaplaincies  are  concerned. 

In  1832  the  Diocese  of  London  consisted  of  the  City  of 
London,  the  County  of  Middlesex,  portions  of  the  County 
of  Essex,  and  also  fifty  parishes  in  Herts  and  four  in  Bucks. 

During  the  latter  half  of  the  last  century  many  changes 
were  made,  and  at  present  the  Diocese  consists  of  the  cities 
of  London  and  Westminster,  the  County  of  Middlesex,  and 
parts  of  the  County  of  London,  with  an  estimated  population 
in  1911  of  3,811,327. 

The  estimated  increase  in  the  population  from  1801  to  1911 
has  been  phenomenal.  Fulham  has  increased  from  4,428  to 
153,284,  Hammersmith  from  5,600  to  121,521,  Kensington 
from  8,556  to  172,317,  Paddington  from  1,881  to  142,555, 
and  Islington  from  10,212  to  327,403. 

The  Bishop  has  assigned  Episcopal  Districts  to  three 
Suffragan  Bishops,  and  there  are  three  Archdeaconries  with 
twenty-seven  Rural  Deaneries. 

In  the  Episcopate  of  Bishop  Blomfield,  from  1828  to 
1856,  more  than  200  churches  were  consecrated,  and  the 
Bishops  who  have  succeeded  him  have  in  the  aggregate 
consecrated  a still  larger  number. 

There  are  four  Colleges  for  Theological  students,  one 
for  training  lay-helpers,  and  four  for  training  teachers  for 
Elementary  schools,  and  several  University  Settlements. 

In  very  many  parishes  Mission  Halls  and  Elementary- 
schools  have  been  erected,  and  Day  and  Sunday  Schools  are 
supported. 

During  1891-1914  nearly  half  a million  candidates  were 
confirmed  in  the  Diocese. 

The  money  raised  annually  for  Diocesan,  Ruridecanal, 
Parochial,  and  extra-Parochial  objects  amounts,  on  the  aver- 
age, to  nearly  three-quarters  of  a million.

CHAPTER 

Ubc  JSisbop’s  IRules  with  regarb  to  Cleras  wbo 
besire  to  Officiate  in  tbe  Diocese. 

I.  The  Bishop  requires  it  to  be  clearly  understood  \h2Xn0t  even  for  one  Sunday 
has  the  Incumbent  of  a Parish  a right  to  employ  the  services  of  anyone  without 
the  sanction  of  the  Suffragan  Bishop  of  the  District.  The  popular  idea  that 
for  one  Sunday  no  leave  is  required  is  only  due  to  the  fact  that,  if  a clergyman 
were  actually  taken  ill  on  Saturday  night  or  Sunday  morning,  and  there  was 
no  time  to  send  to  those  who  have  means  of  knowing  the  antecedents  of  every 
ordained  Clergyman,  then  necessity  has  no  law,  and  the  irregularity  would  be 
passed  over,  but  that  does  not  in  any  way  alter  the  strict  and  necessary’  rule 
of  this  Diocese. 
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2.  Clergy  who  wish  to  be  licensed  to  Assistant  Curacies  are  required  in  the 
first  instance  to  apply  to  the  Suffragan  Bishop  of  the  District  in  which  the 
Parish  is  situate  for  a written  permission  to  officiate  for  three  months.  If 
the  Parish  is  in  the  City  of  London,  application  should  be  made  to  the 
Bishop  of  London.  Further  information  concerning  Curacies  is  contained  in 
Chapter  XIX. 

3.  Clergy  who  desire  general  permission  to  officiate  in  the  Diocese  must  write 
to  the  Bishop  of  London.  The  sanctions  in  all  cases  expire  at  Advent,  and 
applications  for  renewal  must  be  made  each  year. 

4.  Clergy  who  have  been  ordained  by  Bishops  of  the  Episcopal  Church 
in  Scotland  on  coming  to  the  Diocese  to  undertake  duty,  must  first  obtain  an 
interview  with  the  Bishop. 

Section  5 of  the  Act  27  & 28  Viet.  c.  94  enacts 

That  no  person  admitted  into  Holy  Orders  by  any  Bishop  of  the  Protestant 
Episcopal  Church  in  Scotland  shall  be  entitled  to  be  admitted  or  instituted  to 
any  benefice  or  other  ecclesiastical  preferment  in  England  or  !rela?id,  without 
the  consent  and  approbation  of  the  Bishop  of  the  diocese  in  which  such 
benefice  or  other  ecclesiastical  preferment  may  be  situated  : and  any  such 
Bishop  shall  be  entitled  to  refuse  such  consent  and  approbation  without 
assigning  reason  for  such  refusal,  any  law  or  practice  to  the  contrary  not- 
withstanding ; and  every  such  person  seeking  to  be  admitted  or  instituted  to 
such  benefice  or  other  ecclesiastical  preferment,  or  to  be  licensed  to  any 
curacy,  shall,  before  being  admitted,  instituted,  or  licensed,  make  and  sub- 
scribe before  such  Bishop  every  such  declaration  and  subscription  as  he  would 
by  law  have  been  required  to  make  and  subscribe  at  his  ordinatio7i  if  he  had 
been  ordamed  by  a Bishop  of  the  Church  of  Engla?id  or  Irela^id : Provided 
always  that  the  provisions  of  this  section  shall  not  apply  to  any  such  person 
who  shall  hold  or  shall  have  held  any  benefice  or  ecclesiastical  preferment  in 
England  or  Ireland. 

That  is  to  say,  he  must  take  and  subscribe  the  Oath  of  Allegiance  to  the 
King,  and  assent  and  subscribe  to  the  Thirty-nine  Articles,  the  Book  of 
Common  Prayer,  and  of  the  ordering  of  Bishops,  Priests,  and  Deacons. 

5.  Colonial  and  other  clergy,  other  than  those  of  the  Scottish  Episcopal 
Church,  who  have  not  been  ordained  by  Bishops  of  the  Church  of  England  or 
the  Church  of  Ireland,  are  required  under  the  Act  37  & 3^  ^ict.  c.  77,  if  they 
desire  to  officiate  in  any  diocese  within  the  provinces  of  Canterbury  or  York, 
to  apply  to  the  Archbishop. 

So  far  as  regards  the  province  of  Canterbury,  the  Archbishop  requires  a 
clergyman  to  whom  the  provisions  of  the  Act  apply,  desiring  to  officiate 
within  the  province  of  Canterbury,  to  apply  to  his  Grace  for  permission.  As 
a preliminary,  the  applicant  must  fill  up  a paper  of  particulars  as  to  his  ante- 
cedents and  education,  &c.  (a  copy  of  which  can  be  obtained  from  the  Arch- 
bishop’s secretary).  He  must  satisfy  the  Archbishop  as  to  his  fitness  by  the 
production  of  testimonials,  which  must,  in  all  cases,  include  a private  letter  of 
recommendation  from  the  Bishop  of  the  diocese  last  served.  He  must  also 
produce  from  the  Bishop  of  the  diocese  in  which  he  seeks  to  officiate,  an 
assurance  that  he  will  be  prepared  to  accept  and  license  him. 

As  a rule,  the  Archbishop  of  Canterbury  will  not  grant  a general  permission 
to  officiate  within  the  province,  but  only  a permission  to  enable  the  applicant 
to  be  licensed  to  a definite  cure,  or  to  be  admitted  to  a benefice.  Applicants 
who  are  on  a visit  to  England  are  granted,  after  they  have  complied  with  the 
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regulations,  an  informal  permission,  without  the  payment  of  any  fee,  to  officiate 
for  not  more  than  six  months.  His  Grace  will  not  grant  a permission  for  more 
than  two  years. 

If  the  application  to  the  Archbishop  is  acceded  to  by  His  Grace,  the 
declaration  required  by  the  Act  is  to  be  made.  As  to  this,  the  applicant  will 
receive  proper  instructions  from  the  Archbishop’s  secretary. 

A clergyman  having  held  preferment  or  acted  as  curate  for  two  years  under 
the  foregoing  provisions  may,  with  the  written  consent  of  the  Bishop  of  the 
diocese  in  which  he  holds  preferment  or  license,  apply  to  the  Archbishop  for 
a licence  under  Section  5 of  the  Act,  that  ‘ he  shall  thenceforth  possess  all 
such  rights  and  advantages,  and  be  subject  to  all  such  duties  and  liabilities,  as 
he  would  have  possessed,  or  been  subject  to,  if  he  had  been  ordained  by  the 
Bishop  of  a diocese  in  England. 

CHAPTER  VI. 

S.  Paul’s  CatbeDral. 

As  Restitutus  was  Bishop  of  London  early  in  the  fourth  century,  it  is 
probable  that  the  See  was  not  without  its  cathedral  church.  But  the  first 
historical  reference  to  a cathedral  for  London  relates  to  the  one  erected  by 
Ethelbert,  King  of  Kent,  in  a.d.  607-10,  who  endowed  it  with  an  estate  at 
Tillingham  in  Essex,  for  the  maintenance  of  the  fabric.  The  Dean  and 
Chapter  still  retain  the  property,  and  administer  it  according  to  the  wishes  of 
its, royal  founder. 

The  Cathedral  was  destroyed  by  fire  in  1087.  The  erection  of  another 
was  at  once  commenced,  but  its  spire  was  not  completed  till  1315. 

In  1666  the  Cathedral  was  burnt  down  in  the  Great  Fire  of  London.  Sir 
Christopher  Wren  was  commissioned  to  build  another.  The  foundation-stone 
was  laid  in  1675,  and  in  1697  the  eastern  portion  of  the  Church  was  opened 
for  Divine  Service. 

The  exterior  length  of  S.  Paul’s,  exclusive  of  the  projection  of  the  steps, 
is  515  feet  ; the  interior,  479  feet ; the  width  across  the  transepts  from  door 
to  door  is  250  feet ; across  the  nave  and  aisles,  102  feet,  and  between  the  stone 
piers  41  feet ; the  height  of  the  central  aisle  is  89  feet ; the  total  height  to  the 
top  of  the  cross  365  feet ; tjhat  of  the  western  towers  221  feet. 

The  cost  of  building  has  been  estimated  at  about  one  million.  Since 
its  consecration  it  has  been  adorned  at  an  expenditure  of  nearly  another  million. 
Its  chapel  of  the  Order  of  SS.  Michael  and  George,  magnificent  enrichments 
in  mosaic,  stained-glass,  splendid  carving  by  Gibbons,  beautiful  reredos, 
bronze  gates,  and  many  memorials  have  added  greatly  to  its  imposing 
grandeur. 

In  1909-10  Paul’s  Cross  was  erected  in  S.  Paul’s  Churchyard  on  the  North- 
East  from  a bequest  of  nearly  ;^5, 000  by  the  late  II.  C.  Richards,  Esq.,  M.P. 

A list  of  famous  people  buried  in  Old  S.  Paul’s  is  recorded  upon  two 
tablets. 

Among  them  were  Sebba,  King  of  the  East  Saxons,  a.d.  677  ; Ethelred, 
King  of  the  Angles,  1017  ; John  of  Gaunt,  Duke  of  Lancaster,  1399,  and 
his  second  wife,  Constantia,  daughter  of  the  King  of  Castile  ; Sir  Payne 
Roet,  father-in-law  of  John  of  Gaunt ; Anne,  wife  of  John  Plantagenet, 
third  son  of  Henry  IV.,  1433  * William  Lilly,  first  Master  of  S.  Paul’s 
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School,  1522  ; Thomas  Linacre,  founder  of  the  College  of  Physicians,  1524  ; 
Sir  Philip  Sidney,  Ambassador  of  Queen  Elizabeth,  1586;  Sir  Christopher 
Hatton,  Lord  Chancellor,  1591;  Sir  Nicholas  Bacon,  Loid  Keeper  of  the 
Great  Seal,  1598;  Sir  Anthony  Van  Dyck,  the  celebrated  painter,  1641  ; 
and  many  others. 

Of  the  Bishops  of  London,  28  were  buried  here  ; from  S.  Erkenwald,  son 
of  Ofifa,  King  of  the  Saxons,  third  Bishop  of  London,  who  died  about  685, 
to  Dr.  John  King,  who  died  1621.  There  are  Memorials  in  the  present 
Cathedral  to  the  Duke  of  Wellington  and  Earl  Nelson,  and  to  others 
distinguished  in  the  Navy  and  the  Army  and  as  Ecclesiastics,  Statesmen, 
Authors,  Artists,  Poets,  Musicians,  Physicians,  and  Explorers. 

The  Dean  and  Chapter* 


In  ancient  times  the  Chapter  consisted  of  the  Dean  and  30  Canons  or 
Prebendaries,  whose  stalls  were  endowed  for  the  most  part  before  the  Conquest. 
The  Prebend  of  Reculversland  was  founded  by  King  Ethelbert. 

The  Prebendal  stalls  were  disendowed  in  the  last  century  and  four  Canons 
Residentiary  were  created,  each  with  an  income  of  ;^i,ooo  per  annum.  The 


Dean  receives  £2,000. 

There  are  30  Prebendaries.  To  each  has  been  assigned  a thirtieth  portion 
ot  the  Psalter  for  daily  recitation,  in  order  that  the  whole  may  be  repeated 
day  by  day  in  corporate  devotion.  The  following  is  the  allocation  : —

The  Librai:*y* 

The  Library  is  in  the  upper  part  of  the  western  transept,  and  decorated 
with  richly  carved  woodwork  by  J.  Mayne. 

The  Fire  of  London  destroyed  a large  part  of  the  old  collection  of  books  ; 
among  the  archives,  however,  remain  over  2,000  documents  in  MSS.  relating 
to  S.  Paul’s,  dating  back  to  the  eleventh  century. 

Bishop  Compton  left  half  his  library  to  S.  Paul’s. 

During  the  past  twenty-live  years  many  additions  of  special  value  and 
interest  have  been  made. 

The  Bells. 

The  south  tower  contains  the  clock,  which  strikes  on  three  old  bells ; the 
biggest,  on  which  the  hours  are  struck,  weighs  5 tons  4 cwt.  This  bell  is 
always  tolled  on  the  death  of  one  of  the  Royal  Family,  the  Archbishop  of 
Canterbury,  the  Bishop  of  London,  the  Dean,  or  the  Lord  Mayor. 

Beneath  this  is  the  new  ‘Great  Paul,’ weighing  nearly  17  tons,  which 
is  rung  for  five  minutes  daily  at  one  o’clock,  and  is  used  as  the  five-minute 
service  bell  on  Sundays  and  Holy  Days. 

The  north  tower  contains  the  old  five-minute  service  bell,  which  is  still  in 
ordinary  use,  and  a peal  of  twelve  bells  ; the  tenor  bell  weighs  62  cwt.;  the 
peal  is  the  heaviest  in  England.  These  bells  are  rung  every  Sunday,  at 
10  A.M.  and  2.45  P.M.,  and  on  other  special  days.  Every  fourth  Tuesday, 
excepting  in  Lent,  there  is  a practice  at  8.30  p.m.

This  School  is  for  the  education  of  the  Choristers  of  S.  Paul’s,  who,  in 
consideration  of  singing  in  the  Cathedral  Choir,  receive  board  and  education 
free  of  all  charges,  parents  having  only  to  provide  clothes,  travelling  and 
pocket  money. 

Only  boys  with  good  voices  and  showing  evident  signs  of  talent  for  music 
are  eligible  for  admission. 

Candidates  must  be  between  the  ages  of  8 and  10,  and  will  be  required  to 
pass  an  easy  preliminary  examination,  for  which  names  of  candidates  are 
entered  upon  the  receipt  of  the  candidate’s  Baptismal  Certificate  and  the 
form  of  application,  which  can  be  obtained  from  the  Head  Master.  Notice  is 
sent  to  candidates  as  vacancies  occur. 


Scholarships* 

The  Dean  Gregory  Scholarship  of  ;^55  per  annum  was  ounded  as  a 
^lemorial  to  the  late  Dean  Gregory. 

Through  the  liberality  of  certain  of  the  City  Companies,  the  following 
Scholarships  are  placed  at  the  disposal  of  the  Dean  and  Chapter  to  enable 
deserving  Choristers  to  continue  their  education  elsewhere  after  leaving  S.  Paul’s. 

The  Goldsmiths’,  Salters’,  Mercers’  and  Grocers’  Company  each  provide  a 
Scholarship  of  ;^40  per  annum,  without  restriction  to  any  particular  school. 

Either  of  these  Scholarships  will  be  tenable  for  a period  of  four  years,  and 
wiW  be  awarded  to  the  most  deserving  boy  of  the  year  upon  leaving  the  school. 

The  Merchant  Taylors’  Company  also  provide  a Scholarship  of  the  value 
per  annum  to  enable  a deserving  and  promising  boy  to  continue  his 
musical  education.  This  Scholarship  is  tenable  for  one  cr  more  years,  accord- 
ing to  circumstances. 

In  addition  to  the  above,  the  Dean  and  Chapter  have  a fund  in  hand  which 
will  be  available  for  assisting  former  Choristers,  later  on,  to  the  Universities 
or  in  other  ways  assist  tjiem.  The  fund  has  been  supplemented  by  a legacy 
from  the  late  Canon  Scott  Holland,  D.D. 
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Patronage  of  the  Dean  and  Chapter.

The  Bishop’s  Special  Service  Staff  consists  of  Clergy  holding  his  licence  who  are  ready 
to  take  Sunday  or  Week-day  duty  in  the  Diocese,  and  who  are  available  for  taking 
charge  of  vacant  parishes  or  for  giving  assistance  in  those  which  are  temporarily  understaffed 
through  illness  of  the  Incumbent  or  other  cause.  Ihere  are  (i.)  those  who  will  receive  the 
usual  honorarium  for  their  services,  which  will  be  paid  through  the  Hon.  Secretaries,  and 
(ii.)  those  who  are  willing  to  render  voluntary  service.  The  Registry  furnishes  in- 
formation about  vacant  curacies  and  assists  Candidates  for  Holy  Orders  in  obtaining 
suitable  titles. 

The  Fees  are  charged  to  cover  working  expenses,  and  must  be  sent  to  the  Honorary 
Secretaries  with  the  application.  For  an  Incumbent  requiring  permanent  help,  2s.  (dd ; 
for  a Clergyman  or  Candidate  for  Holy  Orders,  requiring  a Curacy,  is. ; for  a Clergyman 
taking  temporary  duty  for  each  Sunday,  is. ; for  an  Incumbent  or  Churchwardens  requiring 
temporary  help,  is.  The  terms  in  addition  to  hospitality  and  third  class  fare,  are : — One 
Service,  £i  is. ; Two  Services,  £2  2s. ; Three  or  more  Services,  £3  3s. 

When  making  application  to  the  Registry  it  is  essential  that  the  fullest  details  of  services 
required  should  be  given  to  the  Hon.  Secretaries.

Boyle  Lectureship*

The  Court  of  Faculties  was  constituted  under  the  Act  25  Henry  VIH. 
cap.  21.  By  this  Act  any  authority  of  the  Pope  of  Rome  in  regard  to 
Dispensations  and  Faculties  was  abolished,  and  the  authority  vested  in  the 
Archbishop  of  Canterbury  and  his  successors  in  his  Office  of  Faculties. 

The  Jurisdiction  of  the  Archbishop  in  such  matters  is  not  limited  to  the 
Province  of  Canterbury,  but  extends  throughout  the  Province  of  York. 

The  matters  now  chiefly  dealt  with  in  the  Office  of  Faculties  are  the 
granting  of  Marriage  Licences  ; of  Dispensations  to  hold  more  than  one 
Benefice ; of  Faculties  to  practise  as  Notary  Public  in  England  and  in  the 
Colonies ; and  of  Degrees  in  Arts,  Divinity,  Law  and  Music. 

Special  Marriage  Licences  are  granted  by  the  Faculty  Office.  Before 
the  marriage  of  a member  of  the  Royal  Family  can  be  celebrated  a special 
Licence  from  this  Office  is  necessary. 

Ordinary  Licences  for  Marriage  in  any  Church  in  England  or  Wales  (the 
necessary  residence  having  been  had)  are  granted  upon  the  application  of  one 
of  the  parties  at  the  Faculty  Office,  23  Knightrider  Street,  and  the  fees  payable 
are  £2.

The  London  Diocesan  Fund,  which  was  incorporated  on  29th  June  1918,  has 
been  brought  into  being  by  the  amalgamation  of  the  various  organisations  which 
formerly  existed  independently  in  the  Diocese.  The  inclusion  of  the  Bishop 
of  London’s  Fund  and  the  East  London  Church  Fund  in  the  new  Body  has  com- 
pleted the  work  of  unification  which  was  begun  in  1913  by  the  London  Board 
of  Fina,nce,  and  the  Diocesan  Fund  now  represents  in  the  London  Diocese  the 
culmination  of  the  scheme  outlined  and  recommended  by  the  Report  of  the 
Archbishops’  Committee  of  1911.  The  Council  of  the  Fund  will  as  from 
1st  January  1919  control  and  direct  the  finances  of  the  Diocese,  its  income  wilt 
be  distributed  at  the  discretion  of  the  Council  among  all  the  objects  covered 
by  the  seven  heads  of  the  Archbishops’  scheme. 

The  various  organisations  referred  to  will  be  preserved  as  legal  entities  for 
the  purpose  of  obtaining  payment  of  legacies  that  may  have  been  left  to  them, 
and  for  the  administration  of  certain  existing  Trusts  that  are  not  made  over  to 
the  Diocesan  Fund. 


The  London  Diocesan  Fund  is  managed  by  a Council  of  94  members,  of 
which  8 are  ex-officio  members,  54  Ruridecanal  representatives  (2  elected  by 
each  of  the  27  rural  deaneries),  12  elected  directly  by  the  Diocesan  Conference 
and  20  nominated  by  the  Bishop  of  London.  The  majority  must  be  laymen 
The  present  membership  is  as  follows  :

The  Bishop  of  London’s  Fund,  for  making  further  provision  for  the 
spiritual  wants  of  the  Diocese,  was  founded  by  the  late  Archbishop  Tait  in 
1863,  during  his  London  Episcopate,  since  when  it  has  received  ^1,604,276 
to  December  1917. 

The  Fund  has  existed  for  fifty-four  years.  Besides  supplying  a large  number 
of  Missionary  Clergy,  Curates,  and  Lay  Agents,  and  assisting  in  the  erection  of 
many  Mission  Buildings,  Parsonages  and  Schools— it  has  promoted  the  erection 
of  251  permanent  Churches,  of  which  227  were  intended  to  be  parochial  Churches 
with  separate  districts  and  endowments,  16  were  built  as  Chapels-of-Ease,  and 
8 were  erected  to  replace  old  parochial  Churches  which  required  rebuilding. 

On  Church  sites  and  Church  building,  the  Fund  has  spent  ;^435,787  from 
general  revenue.  In  supplying  the  Clergy  who  have  been  engaged  in  work  in  the 
districts  to  be  formed  into  these  nev/  parishes,  the  Fund  has  spent  175, 885. 

On  the  erection  of  Mission  Buildings  and  on  rents  of  temporary  premises, 
the  Fund  has  expended  ;^3o  1,660  ; on  the  erection  of  Church  Day  Schools  in 
the  past,  the  sum  of  ^70,645  ; tow’ards  the  provision  of  Parsonages  and  the 
increase  of  Endowments,  ;,^58, 885  ; on  additional  Clerical  Staff  and  on  paid 
Lay  Agents,  ^'233,400.  In  addition  to  the  above,  the  sum  of  ;^I22,823  froi^ 
contributions  allocated  to  particular  parishes,  has  been  expended  upon  various 
branches  of  the  work. 

The  Fund  has  assisted  poor  Parishes  in  the  older  parts  of  London  in 
supplying  Lay  Workers  and  in  the  building  or  hiring  of  Mission  Rooms. 
Thus  is  formed  a new  centre  of  Church  life  and  Church  work.  It  has  also 
aided  densely  populated  Parishes  in  the  western,  central,  and  northern  districts 
of  the  Diocese  by  grants  for  Mission  Curates,  in  order  to  supplement  and  make 
more  effective  the  existing  Parochial  organisations.  To  keep  pace  with  an 
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annual  increase  of  population  of  36, 500  in  the  suburbs,  it  is  necessary  that  at 
least  five  new  Churches  should  be  provided  every  year.  There  is  urgent  need 
for  more  Mission  Rooms,  more  Clergy,  and  more  Lay  Agents. 

The  Charity  Commissioners,  by  the  Charitable  Trustees’  Incorporation 
Act,  granted  a certificate  which  constitutes  the  trustees  of  the  Bishop  of 
London’s  Fund  a body  corporate.

The  East  London  Church  Fund*

The  East  London  Church  Fund  was  founded  by  the  late  Bishop  VValsham 
How,  in  1880,  to  relieve  the  spiritual  destitution  of  East  London,  but  it  has 
since  been  extended  to  three  Rural  Deaneries  in  North  London. 

The  E.L.C.  Fund  meets  the  permanent  need  of  the  200  Parishes  in  those 
Deaneries  by  helping  to  supply  living  Agents,  Clerical  and  Lay,  including 
Readers,  Sisters,  Deaconesses,  and  Mission  Women,  and  of  these  there  are 
more  than  440  at  present  at  work,  who  are  wholly  or  partly  dependent  upon 
the  grants  made  by  the  Fund. 

Every  year  makes  the  work  of  this  Fund  more  and  more  necessary,  for  East 
London  is  rapidly  becoming  poorer  owing  to  the  continual  exodus  of  the 
middle  classes  to  the  suburbs. 

The  Fund  possesses  no  property  and  depends  entirely  upon  collections, 
subscriptions,  and  legacies.  The  grants  now  in  operation  make  it  imperative 
that  the  annual  income  should  not  be  less  than  ^^22,500.  Further  support  is 
urgently  needed.

The  Board  was  incorporated  in  June  1914  as  a Body  to  supervise  and  organise 
all  the  financial  business  of  the  Church.  It  is  also  empowered  to  receive,  hold,  and  distribute 
gifts  and  benefactions  of  money  and  property,  which  Churchmen  may  entrust  to  its  adminis- 
tration for  the  good  of  the  Church  o fEngland  as  a whole.  The  Board  consists  of : (i.)  the 
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two  Archbishops  ; (ii.)  representatives,  not  less  than  two  in  number,  from  each  diocese  of 
the  two  Provinces,  with  additional  members  for  dioceses  exceeding  i million  in  population ;

The  London  Diocesan  Home  Mission  was  founded  by  the  late  Archbishop 
Tait  in  1857,  to  supplement  existing  parochial  machinery  in  carrying  out  the 
Home  Mission  Work  of  the  Church.  The  general  principle  of  the  Society’s 
work  has  been  to  find  openings  for  Church  extension  in  parishes  where  sub- 
division is  desirable.  A new  district  is  conventionally  formed  and  j^laced 
under  the  charge  of  a Mission  clergyman  appointed  by  the  Bishop,  until  a 
permanent  Church  is  erected  and  a new  Parish  constituted.  The  stipend  paid 
to  each  Missioner  is;^200  a year.  The  total  number  of  consecrated  Churches, 
the  erection  of  which  has  been  promoted  by  the  work  of  the  Home  Mission  in 
the  Diocese  of  London,  is  92.  The  average  annual  expenditure  is  nearly 
^5,000,  and  the  income  stands  in  need  of  augmentation  to  enable  it  to  add 
to  the  number  of  the  Missioners.

Evangelistic  Committee  — To  promote  the  evangelistic  work  of  the  Church  in  the  Diocese 
and  the  deepening  of  its  spiritual  Ji^e,  and  to  co-operate  with  all  agencies  which  are  working 
for  the  same  ends.  The  work  of  the  Committee  shall  include  the  organising  of  open-air  and 
other  Mission  Services,  Missions,  Conventions,  United  Intercessions,  Quiet  Days  and  Re- 
treats. Chairman:  Mr.  G.  A.  King. 

Comm.  ttee  on  Industrial  Questions. — To  report  to  the  Council  on  all  industrial  and  social 
problems  that  affect  the  die  of  the  working-classes  in  the  Diocese  of  London,  and  to  take 
such  action  as  the  Council  may  approve,  independently  or  in  conjunction  with  the  Christian 
Social  Union  and  other  Societies  and  Organisations.  Chairman  : The  Bishop  of  Kensington. 

Literature  Committee. — To  issue  pamphlets,  leaflets  and  other  papers  on  apologetic  and 
other  departments  of  religious  thought,  to  make  such  communications  to  the  Press  as  the 
Council  may  desire,  and  to  co-operate  with  other  organisations  in  fostering  the  study  of 
theology  in  the  Diocese.  Chairman : The  Rev,  Preb.  Bovd. 

Committee  for  Work  in  Munition  Centres. — Chairman,  The  Rev.  B.  S.  Batty. 

General  Purposes  and  Finance  Committee. — The  Officers,  with  the  Chairmen  of  the  various 
Committees. 


CHAPTER  X. 

IBortbetn  anb  Central  Burope. 

The  congregations  of  the  Church  of  England  in  foreign  countries  were  placed 
under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Bishop  of  London,  ‘as  their  Diocesan,’  during 
the  reign  of  Charles  I,  by  order  of  the  King  in  Council  on  October  i,  1633. 

In  1825  Bishop  Luscombe  was  appointed  to  superintend  British  congre- 
gations on  the  Continent. 

In  1842  the  Bishopric  of  Gibraltar  was  founded,  the  income  of  which 
(/i,200)  is  derived  from  the  Colonial  Bishopric  Fund.  The  Bishop  is  the 
Rt.  Rev.  H.  G.  C.  Knight,  D.D.  The  jurisdiction  includes  Gibraltar  and 
Malta,  the  congregations  of  the  English  Church  in  Spain,  Portugal,  and 
Roumania,  and  in  countries  bordering  on  the  Mediterranean,  the  Adriatic 
and  the  Black  Seas  ; with  about  80  Chaplains. 

The  Anglican  Congregations  in  North  and  Central  Europe  are  under  the 
sole  jurisdiction  of  the  Bishop  of  London,  who  commissions  the  Right  Rev. 
Herbert  Bury,  D.  D. , as  his  Assistant  Bishop.  His  Chaplain  and  Commissary  for 
the  Continent  is  the  Rev.  E.  S.  Woods,  M.A.,  Military  College,  Sandhurst. 

The  Bishop  of  London  has  constituted,  for  the  British  Chaplaincies,  three 
Rural  Deaneries — Rural  Deaneries  A,  B,  and  C,  of  which  B (Germany)  is  in 
abeyance. 

The  Rural  Dean  of  A is  the  Rev.  R.  Acland-Troyte,  M.A.,  Chaplain 
at  Pau  ; C,  Rev.  G,  Cotesworth,  M.A.,  Chaplain  at  Territet. 


NORTHERN  AND  CENTRAL  EUROPE, 


The  Island  of  Cyprus  has  been  placed  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Right 
Rev.  R.  Mac  Innes,  D.D.,  Bishop  in  Jerusalem  and  the  East. 

The  Chaplains  are  divided  into  three  classes  : — 

The  first  two  are  appointed  to  Embassies  and  Legations,  under  the  Act 
6 George  IV.  cap.  87,  to  places  where  there  are  British  Consular  Chapels 
partly  supported  by  his  Majesty’s  Government. 

The  other  Chaplains  are  neither  appointed  to  Embassies  and  Legations  nor 
under  the  Act  6 Geo.  IV.  cap.  87,  but  permanently  officiate  to  British  residents 
abroad,  and  have  been  licensed  or  authorised  by  the  Bishop  of  London. 

The  Chaplains  are  for  the  most  part  appointed  by  the  Continental 
Chaplaincies  Committee  of  the  Colonial  and  Continental  Church  Society, 
9 Serjeants’  Inn,  E.C. ; or  of  the  S.P.G.,  15  Tufton  Street,  S.W.;  but  some 
are  appointed  by  congregations  or  trustees.  All  Chaplains  in  Northern  and 
Central  Europe  are  licensed  by  the  Bishop  of  London,  after  being  approved 
by  Bishop  Bury. 

Before  the  appointments  to  ‘ Embassy  and  Legation  ’ and  ‘ Consular  ’ 
Chaplaincies  are  completed  by  the  Foreign  Office  the  Bishop  of  London  is 
(through  the  Secretary  of  State  for  Foreign  Affairs)  usually  consulted  as  to  the 
sufficienc  of  the  candidates’  testimonials. 

The  grants  formerly  made  by  the  Government  in  British  Church  Establish- 
ments in  Foreign  Countries,  under  the  Consular  Act  of  1825  (6  Geo,  IV. 
cap.  87)  are,  with  a few  exceptions,  wholly  withdrawn. 

The  income  of  the  Chaplains  is  chiefly  derived  from  collections  and 
grants  ; few  Chaplaincies  are  endowed.  Several  Chaplains  receive  grants  from 
the  Foreign  Office  and  the  Belgian  Government. 

In  1890  the  Bishop  of  London  ordered  that  elected  representatives,  both 
clerical  and  lay,  should  serve  on  the  London  Diocesan  Conference. 

There  is  an  Annual  Conference  of  Chaplains  in  Northern  and  Central 
Europe  during  peace  time,  but  not  now. 

The  names  and  addresses  of  the  Permanent  Chaplains  are  in  the  Clerical 
Directory  on  pages  301-349. 

Marriages.* 

In  1892  an  Act  was  passed  to  consolidate  enactments  relating  to  the 
Marriage  of  British  Subjects  outside  the  United  Kingdom,  intituled  the 
Foreign  Marriage  Act  (55  & 56  Viet.  c.  23). 

All  marriages  between  parties,  of  whom  one  at  least  is  a British  subject, 
solemnised  in  the  manner  in  this  Act  provided  in  any  foreign  country  or 
place,  by  or  before  a Marriage  Officer  within  the  meaning  of  this  Act,  shall 
be  as  valid  in  law  as  if  the  same  had  been  solemnised  in  the  United  Kingdom, 
with  due  observance  of  all  forms  required  by  law. 

Registers  or  Certificates  of  Marriages  of  British  subjects  or  other  persons 
solemnised  abroad,  in  the  chapel  or  house  of  any  British  Ambassador,  by  a 
minister  of  the  Church  of  England  licensed  by  the  Bishop  of  London  or 
acting  under  sanction  of  such  Ambassador  ; of  baptisms  of  children  of  British 
subjects  or  other  persons  performed  in  like  manner  ; and  of  persons  buried  in 
British  burial-grounds  abroad,  are,  on  transmission,  deposited  in  the  Registry 
of  the  Diocese  of  London,  where  they  can  be  inspected,  and  official  copies  or 
extracts  obtained,  by  applying  to  the  Registrar,  F.  Hugh  Lee,  Esq., 
I Dean’s  Court,  Doctors’  Commons,  between  the  hours  of  10  and  4.

The  interest  accruing  on  the  sum  at  present  invested  ;^25o  is  paid  annually 
to  Bishop  Bury,  to  cover  expenses  incurred  in  travelling. 

Contributions  received  are  invested  towards  the  further  endowment  of 
the  Bishopric.  When  the  capital  sum  of  ^^30,000  is  complete  it  will  be 
disposed  of  as  the  Bishop  of  London  and  the  Committee  may  decide,  and 
the  interest  paid  to  the  Assistant  Bishop.

This  Fund  was  established  in  1898  to  assist  cases  of  exceptional  distress 
arising  from  illness  or  other  causes  among  the  permanent  chaplains  of  Northern 
and  Central  Europe  and  to  place  the  smaller  chaplaincies  in  a better  financial 
position.

CHAPTER  XI. 

Mestminster  Sbbe^. 

Tfce  Collegiate  Church  of  S.  Peter  at  Westminster. 

(A  ROYAL  PECULIAR.) 

Up  to  the  year  1540,  in  the  reign  of  Henry  VIII.,  the  Abbey  was  the 
church  of  a Benedictine  monastery,  of  which  the  present  Deanery,  the 
Jerusalem  Chamber,  the  Cloisters,  and  Chapter  House,  formed  parts. 
The  legal  title  was  Ecclesia  Abbatice  Westmofiasteriensis.  From  1540  to  1550 
the  Abbey  was  the  cathedral  of  the  diocese  of  Westminster,  and  was  declared 
by  Act  of  Parliament  to  be  ‘a  Cathedral  in  the  Diocese  of  London.’  But 
with  these  exceptions  its  entire  independence  of  any  episcopal  control  has 
continued  to  the  present  date. 
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Its  legal  title  is  ‘ the  Collegiate  Church  of  S.  Peter  in  Westminster,’  and 
this  designation  it  has  borne  in  all  legal  documents  since  1560,  when  Queen 
Elizabeth  (the  re-foundress  of  Westminster  School)  replaced  the  Abbot  and 
Monastery,  which  Queen  Mary  had  restored  for  a time,  by  a Dean  and 
Chapter. 

The  fabric  is  the  growth  of  centuries.  But  its  main  portion  is  the  work 
of  King  Henry  III.,  who  in  order  to  do  honour  to  Edward  the  Confessor 
demolished  the  eastern  portion  of  the  Norman  church,  and,  leaving  the 
greater  part  of  the  Nave  still  standing,  placed  the  body  of  the  Saint  in  the 
beautiful  shrine  where  it  now  lies.  His  work  was  carried  on  by  his  successors, 
especially  by  Edward  I.,  Richard  II.,  and  Henry  V.,  and  by  various  Abbots. 
The  western  end  was  not  entirely  completed  until  the  reign  of  Henry  VIE, 
and  the  western  towers  were  not  finished  till  about  1740. 

An  earlier  church  stood  a few  yards  to  the  west  of  the  Abbey,  endowed 
with  large  estates  by  King  Edgar

The  Chapel  Royal^  Savoy* 

The  Chapel  is  a Royal  Peculiar  and  beyond  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Dean 
of  the  Chapels  Royal.  The  site  was  granted  by  Henry  III.  in  1245  the 
Count  of  Savoy,  and  in  1267  became  the  property  of  the  Earl  of  Lancaster. 
The  Hospital  of  the  Savoy,  with  its  Chapel,  was  erected  under  the  will  of 
Henry  YIII.  The  Chapel  was  used  as  the  Parish  Church  of  S.  Maryde-Strand 
from  1564  to  1717.  In  1775  George  III.  made  it  a Chapel  Royal.  It  is 
vested  in  the  Crown  as  part  of  the  Duchy  of  Lancaster,  and  its  expenses  are 
met  out  of  the  revenues  of  the  Duchy.  The  King,  as  Duke  of  Lancaster,  is 
Patron.  The  Chaplain  receives  ^^300  a year. 

The  Chapel  is  free.  The  offertory  has  been  substituted  for  pew  rents. 
The  Sunday  Services  are  at  ii.  15  A.M.  and  7 P.M.  The  Chapel  is  open  daily 
from  1 1 to  I and  2 to  3 or  4.

Histojy.  — ‘ The  Royal  Plospital,  or  Free  Chapel  of  S.  Katharine  by  the 
Tower,’  was  founded  by  Queen  Matilda,  A.D.  1148,  and  enriched  and 
refounded  by  Queen  Eleanor,  Widow  of  King  Henry  III.  in  1273. 

Charter  the  Foundation  v»’as  for  a Master  and  three  Brothers  in  Holy  Orders, 
three  Sisters,  and  six  poor  Scholars  to  assist  the  Clergy  in  Divine  Service. 
In  1829  the  fine  Church  and  Precinct  were  destroyed,  and  tlic  site  sold  for  the 
making  of  S.  Katharine's  Docks.  The  Chapel  and  other  buildings  now  exist- 
ing in  the  Regent’s  Park  were  then  built.  The  Chapel  is  a Royal  Peculiar, 
under  the  Patronage  of  the  (^uecn  Consort,  or  Queen  Dowager.  The  Royal 
College  originated  in  1914.

S.  John  the  Baptist,  Clerkcnwell,  was  originally  the  Priory  of  the  Knights 
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of  S.  John  of  Jerusalem,  and  was  consecrated  by  the  Patriarch  of  Jerusalem 
in  1185.  The  foundation  was  dissolved  by  Henry  VIII.,  but  revived  by 
Queen  Mary  by  Royal  Charter  1557,  and  another  Charter  was  granted  by 
Queen  Victoria  in  1888. 

The  Choir  of  the  Priory  Church  and  the  Crypt  beneath  became  a Parish 
Church  in  1723. 

Services  on  Sundays,  Holy  Communion  8 and  10  A.M.,  Mattins  il  A.M., 
Evensong  7 P.M. 

The  Royal  Chapel  in  the  Tower* 

The  Royal  Chapel  of  S.  John  in  the  White  Tower  is  the  largest  and  most 
complete  example  of  a castle  chapel  of  the  Norman  period  now  remaining  in 
' England. 

The  Chapel  is  55  feet  6 inches  in  full  length,  31  feet  in  width,  and  32  feet 
in  height  to  the  crown  of  the  vault.  Above  the  vault  of  the  roof  there  is  a low 
chamber,  which  was  furnished  with  loopholes  to  assist  in  the  defence  of  the  Keep. 

In  the  first  year  of  the  reign  of  Richard,  1189,  the  Chapel  is  described  as 
‘ the  Royal  Chapel  in  the  Tow'er.’ 

S*  Peter-ad- Vincula 

is  a Cure  of  Souls  and  the  King’s  Donative.  The  Church  was  built  in  the 
reign  of  Henry  L,  and  was  originally  a Rectory  extra-parochial.  It  was 
destroyed  by  fire  in  1512,  rebuilt  in  1532,  and  restored  in  1877. 

Stow  wrote  of  it  that  ‘ here  lieth,  before  the  high  altar  in  S.  Peter’s 
Church,  two  Dukes  between  two  Queens,  to  wdt,  the  Duke  of  Somerset  and  the 
Duke  of  Northumberland,  between  Queen  Anne  and  Queen  Katharine,  all 
four  beheaded.’

There  is  a Celebration  in  S.  John’s  Chapel  monthly. 

There  are  IMilitary  Chapels  for  the  followdng  Barracks  : Albany,  Chelsea, 
and  Wellington,  and  Royal  Military  Hospitals  at  Chelsea,  Rochester  Row, 
and  Millbank. 

Jnu6  of  Court  Cbapels* 

The  Temple  Church* 

The  Church  \vas  built  by  the  Knights- Templars,  and  was  consecrated  in 
1185  by  Heraclius,  Patriarch  of  Jerusalem,  in  the  presence  of  King  Henry  II. 
The  Choir  was  added  subsequently,  and  was  consecrated  on  Ascension  Day, 
1240,  when  King  Henry  III.  attended.  The  Templars  were  exempted  from 
episcopal  jurisdiction.  The  Master  therefore  takes  his  place,  without  institution 
or  induction,  on  the  strength  of  his  letters-patent  alone.  King  James  I.  con- 
veyed the  Temple  Church  to  the  Societies  of  the  Inner  and  Middle  Temple, 
and  reserved  to  the  Crowm  the  appointment  to  the  Mastership.  The  Reader- 
ship  is  in  the  gift  of  the  Benchers.

Services. — Sundays,  11.30  a.m.  Christmas  Day,  Ascension  Day,  and 
Good  Friday,  11.30  A.M.  Holy  Communion  first  Sunday  in  the  month  and 
on  great  Festivals. 

The  Preachership  and  Readership  are  in  the  gift  of  the  Benchers. 


CHAPTER  XIII. 

Zbc  Corporation  of  tbe  Cit^  of  Xonbon. 


Alfred  the  Great  appointed  in  886  Ethelred  as  the  first  Municipal  Governor 
of  the  City  of  London,  with  the  title  of  Eorlderman.  William  the  Conqueror 
granted  a charter  confirming  the  ancient  rights  of  the  City  and  addressed  it  to 
the  Bishop  of  London  and  the  Portreeve.  Henry  I.  gave  a charter  creating 
independent  municipal  government.  A charter  of  John  established  a 
Commune,  and  subsequently  the  Chief  Governor  was  styled  Mayor.  In  1354 
Edward  III.  gave  a charter  for  adding  the  prefix  of  Lord;  No  citizen  can 
be  Lord  Mayor  who  has  not  been  elected  on  four  different  occasions  by  four 
different  bodies  of  electors. 

S.  Paul’s  Cathedral  is  vested  in  three  trustees,  outside  the  Dean  and 
Chapter,  viz.  the  Archbishop  of  Canterbury,  the  Bishop  of  London,  and  the 
Lord  Mayor.  The  latter  has  peculiar  privileges  in  the  Cathedral,  having  his 
own  stall  in  the  choir  and  the  right  to  all  Religious  Offices. 

Preachers* 

For  several  centuries  the  Corporation  have  made  certain  payments  to 
preachers  at  S.  Paul’s  Cathedral  out  of  the  income  of  funds  bequeathed  for  that 
purpose,  such  funds  being  augmented  by  an  annual  payment  of  ;^io  made  by 
the  Drapers’  Company,  under  the  will  of  one  Thomas  Russell  in  1593,  who 
bequeathed  by  a Deed  Poll  a sum  of  money,  with  part  of  the  income  of 
which  a sum  of  los.  was  to  be  paid  to  twenty  preachers  yearly  preaching  at 
Paul’s  Cross,  not  being  beneficed.  A list  is  now  prepared  of  non-beneficed 
Clergy  preaching  in  S.  Paul’s,  and  the  Drapers’  Company  refund  to  the 
Corporation  the  sum  of  loi".  for  each  sermon.

All  Aldermen  by  virtue  of  their  office  are  Governors  of  the  Royal  Hospitals. 

The  Court  of  Common  Council  appoint  12  governors  to  each  of  the 
following  Royal  Hospitals  : — 

In  1247  Bethlem  Hospital  was  founded  for  the  insane.  In  1553. 
Corporation  acquired  Bridewell  Hospital,  which  had  been  founded  as  a priory 
by  Edward  III.  They  are  now  united. 

Henry  VIII.  refounded  S.  Bartholomew’s  Hospital  for  the  relief  of  the 
sick  and  needy.  In  1551  the  Corporation  bought  S.  Thomas’s  Hospital. 

Christ’s  Hospital,  now  removed  to  Horsham,  was  founded  by  Edward  VI. 

Gresham  College  was  founded  by  Sir  Thomas  Gresham  in  the  reign  of 
Queen  Elizabeth.  There  are  six  Professors  on  the  Foundation. 

Library^  Gallery,  and  Museum* 

The  Guildhall  Library,  with  170,000  volumes,  the  Reading-room,  the  Guild- 
hall Art  Gallery,  and  the  Guildhall  Museum,  are  open  daily  from  10  a.m. 

Schools* 

City  of  London  School,  with  26  masters.  There  are  valuable  scholar- 
ships. Since  1839  the  Corporation  has  expended  on  its  school  ;^35o,ooo. 

P'reeman’s  Orphan  Schools  at  Brixton  for  Boys  and  Girls  is  maintained  at 
a cost  of  about  £j^ooo  annually. 

The  Guildhall  School  of  Music  was  founded  in  1879.  It  now  has  100 
teachers  and  nearly  4,000  students. 

The  City  of  London  School  for  Girls  was  founded  in  1881  by  G.  W.  Ward, 
who  bequeathed  ;^20,ooo. 

The  City  Ward  Schools  are  in  the  respective  wards. 

Charities* 

Morden  College  was  founded  in  1700  for  decayed  merchants  who  are 
members  of  the  Church  of  England.  There  are  41  inmates.  Each  receives 
£10^  per  annum,  with  sundry  perquisites. 

Emanuel  Hospital,  founded  in  1600  by  Lady  Ann  Dacre  for  20  poor 
folks  and  20  poor  children,  was  placed  under  the  control  of  the  Corpora- 
tion in  1623.  A scheme  has  been  recently  passed  for  pensions  of  £2^  a year 
for  pensioners  from  Westminster,  Chelsea,  and  Playes.  There  are  now  80 
pensioners. 

Mr.  S.  Wilson  in  1766  bequeathed  ^20,000  for  loans  to  young  tradesmen 
for  three  years  within  or  near  the  city,  ranging  from  ;^ioo  to  ^300,  at  a nomi- 
nal rate  of  interest,  to  be  repaid  in  five  years. 

Mr.  T.  A.  Mitchell,  M.P.,  left  in  1876  £So^ooo  for  charitable  purposes 
within  the  City  of  London  under  a scheme  of  the  Charity  Commissioners. 
One  third  is  devoted  to  deserving  and  necessitous  persons,  dispensaries,  w’ork- 
men’s  clubs,  and  pensions  to  deserving  and  necessitous  persons  ; and  two- 
thirds  for  the  advancement,  education,  and  benefit  of  the  children  of  poor 
parents  connected  with  the  City  of  London,  by  apprenticeship  premiums,  the 
granting  of  scholarship  exhibitions,  rewards  and  prizes,  the  maintenance  and 
education  at  proper  schools  or  asylums  of  orphans  and  children,  physically  and 
mentally  disabled,  subscriptions  in  aid  of  technical  schools,  &c. 
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Almshouses* 

The  London  Almshouses,  Brixton,  were  founded  in  1832,  for  20  married 
and  20  single  persons  in  distressed  circumstances,  who  receive  respectively  i6j. 
and  I2S.  a week  with  coal  allowances  and  medical  attendance. 

Roger’s  Almshouses,  Brixton,  for  6 aged  couples  being  Freemen  and 
Freewomen  of  the  City,  who  receive  allowances  as  above. 

Gresham  Almshouses,  at  Brixton,  are  for  8 poor  persons,  who  receive 
;4^32  lOj.  annually  with  clothing  allowances.

The  incomes,  with  some  exceptions,  have  been  allocated  by  Orders  in 
Council  for  the  Endowment  of  New  Parishes  and  for  the  augmentation  of 
poor  benefices  within  the  Diocese.

The  City  Parochial  Foundation,  3 Temple  Gardens,  E.C.  4,  was  created 
under  the  City  Parochial  Charities  Act  for  the  alienation  in  part  of  the 
charities  of  City  parishes.  The  funds  are  divided  into  the  Central  Fund  and 
City  Church  Fund,  the  latter  being  applicable  to  ecclesiastical  purposes. 
The  income  of  the  City  Church  Fund  is  applied  to  annual  grants  to  the  City 
clergy  having  vested  interests,  and,  to  a small  extent,  at  the  discretion  of  the 
governing  body,  to  certain  other  City  clergy,  and  to  the  maintenance  of 
certain  churches.  The  residue  of  income  is  handed  over  to  the  Ecclesiastical 
Commissioners.  The  management  is  by  a central  governing  body  of  twenty- 
one  members.  The  income  for  1917  was  ;^io8,99i.  The  accounts  relating 
to  the  City  Church  Fund  show  receipts  to  the  amount  of  ;(f54,9io.  At  the 
close  of  the  year  there  was  a balance  due  to  the  Ecclesiastical  Com- 
missioners of  ;^^25,6i3.

During  the  past  hundred  years  400  churches  have  been  built  in  the 
Diocese,  at  a cost,  it  is  computed,  of  nearly  ;^43000,ooo,  with  a popula- 
tion in  the  aggregate  of  nearly  2,000,000.  The  Bishop  of  London’s  Fund, 
which  was  founded  in  1868,  has  largely  promoted  the  erection  of  more  than 
243  churches  with  a population  of  1,712,700  and  endowments  amounting  to 
;if77,852  per  annum.  Churches  have  been  built  and  endowed  by  the  Cloth- 
workers’,  Drapers’,  Grocers’,  Merchant  Taylors’,  and  other  City  Companies, 
and  with  the  proceeds  of  the  sale  of  the  sites  of  City  Churches  that  have 
been  pulled  down.

CHAPTER  XVI. 

Bnt»owment  an&  Huamentation  of  iBenefices. 

Ecclesiastical  Commission. 

Secretary — Stanford  Edwin  Downing,  Esq.,  B.A.,  LL.B.,  Millbank,  S.W.  i. 
Grants  to  Meet  Benefactions  for  Endowment  or  Augmentation 
OF  Benefices  and  for  Parsonage  Houses. 

The  Commissioners  were  prepared  when  their  1918  Report  was  issued  to 
receive  applications  for  Grants  to  meet  Benefactions,  of  not  less  capital  value 
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than  ,^100  in  each  case,  offered  for  the  endowment  or  augmentation  of  the 
incomes  of  Benefices  with  Cure  of  Souls  or  for  the  provision  or  improvement 
of  Parsonage  Houses  for  such  Benefices. 

Grants  to  meet  Benefactions  for  Assistant  Curates. 

•The  Commissioners  were  also  prepared  to  receive  applications  for  Grants 
towards  the  maintenance  of  Assistant  Curates  to  meet  Benefactions  of  not  less 
value  than  ;^500  in  each  case  offered  for  the  same  purpose[in  favour  of  Parishes 
or  Cures  containing  populations  of  5,000  and  upwards  or  being  of  large  area 
or  scattered  population. 

Augmentation  on  Ground  of  Population. 

The  Commissioners  are  prepared  to  receive  applications  for  Grants  for  the 
augmentation  of  the  incomes  of  Incumbents  of  Benefices  with  Cure  of  Souls 
in  Public  Patronage  which  had,  by  the  Returns  of  the  Census  of  1911, 
populations  of  not  less  than  4,000,  which  have  not  been  already  endowed  or 
augmented  by  the  Commissioners  on  the  ground  of  population  by  Grants  out 
of  the  Common  Fund  amounting  in  the  aggregate  to  ;^200  a year,  and  the 
incomes  whereof  from  all  sources  fall  short  of  ;^300  a year,  and  similarly  for 
the  augmentation  of  Benefices  in  Public  Patronage  with  populations  at  the 
Census  of  1911  of  not  less  than  2,000,  and  the  incomes  of  which  from  all 
sources  fall  short  of  per  annum. 

New  Districts — Endowment  on  ground  of  Population. 

The  Commissioners  have  appropriated  for  the  current  year,  and  hope  to  be 
able  to  continue  to  appropriate  yearly,  a limited  amount  for  the  endowment  of 
newly  formed  Cures  or  Districts  satisfying  in  each  case  the  following  con- 
ditions, viz.  : 

(1)  That  the  population  of  the  District  at  the  date  of  its  formation 
into  a separate  Cure  was  not  less  than  4,000. 

(2)  That  the  formation  of  the  new  Cure  has  not  reduced  below  4,000 
the  population  of  any  other  Parish  or  Cure  endowed  by  the  Com- 
missioners. 

(3)  That  the  new  Cure  has  church  accommodation  for  not  less  than 
500  persons,  at  least  one-half  of  the  sittings  being  free. 

(4)  That  the  new  Cure  has  been  placed  in  such  public  patronage  as 
has  been  approved  by  the  Commissioners. 

The  Commissioners  are  prepared  to  augment  to  ;^200  per  annum  the 
incomes  from  all  sources  of  Benefices,  whether  in  Public  or  Private  Patron- 
age, having  populations  at  the  Census  of  19  ii  of  not  less  than  300.  The 
Commissioners  reserve  to  themselves  the  right  to  refuse  a grant  where  the 
circumstances  in  their  opinion  make  augmentation  unnecessary  or  inexpedient. 

Pensions. 

The  maximum  pension  grant  of  the  Commissioners  is  per  annum, 
which  will  be  wholly  for  the  benefit  of  the  retired  incumbent  where  no 
pension  is  taken  from  the  benefice.  If  the  retiring  incumbent  receives 
a pension  under  the  Resignation  Acts  and  the  income  of  the  benefice 
is  thereby  reduced  below  ;^250  per  annum,  a portion  of  the  grant  (not  exceed- 
ing  ^25  per  annum)  will  be  payable  to  the  new  incumbent  in  relief  of  the 
burden  so  placed  upon  him  ; the  remainder  (not  less  than;^50  per  annum  of 
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the  maximum  grant)  will  be  paid  by  way  of  pension  to  the  retired  incumbent. 
It  will  be  (as  it  has  always  been)  a condition  of  any  grant  from  the  Com- 
missioners that  an  additional  provision  for  the  retired  incumbent  shall  also  be 
made  by  way  of  grant  from  a diocesan  Society,  the  Clergy  Pensions  Institu- 
tion, or  other  source  of  another  ;^50  per  annum,  or  such  less  sum  as  may  be 
equal  to  the  portion  of  the  grant  received  by  the  retired  incumbent. 

Over  and  above  their  grant  of  per  annum  in  cases  of  livings  reduced 
by  pension  charges  below  50  per  annum  the  Commissioners  will,  as  before, 
give  grants  to  maintain  the  incomes  at  not  more  than  during  the  con- 

tinuance of  the  pension  charges,  and  further  they  will  make  good  up  to 
£200  per  annum  the  incomes  of  livings  reduced  by  the  incidence  of  pensions 
where  the  populations  are  not  less  than  500. 

Queen  Anne^s  Bounty* 

Secretary — W.  R.  Le  Fanu,  Esq.,  3 Dean’s  Yard.,  S.W.  i. 

In  the  year  1704  the  Governors  of  ‘Queen  Anne’s  Bounty’  were  incor- 
porated with  a view  to  the  augmentation  of  benefices  insufficiently  endowed. 

The  annual  proceeds  derived  from  the  collection  from  Sees,  Dignitaries, 
and  Benefices  of  the  ‘First  Fruits’  and  ‘Tenths,’  anciently  levied  on  all 
clerical  incomes,  and  made  part  of  the  Crown  Revenue  by  Henry  VIII., 
were  transferred  to  the  Governors.  The  benefices  liable  are  charged  with  the 
original  amounts  levied  from  them  by  Henry  VHI. , the  First  Fruits  being  a 
sum  payable  on  institution,  and  representing  one  year’s  income  of  the  benefice 
in  the  time  of  Henry  VIII.  ; the  Tenths  being  an  annual  sum  representing  a 
tenth  of  that  income. 

The  Governors  collect  about  15,000  a year,  and  distribute  it  annually  in 
grants  to  selected  benefices  not  exceeding  ^200  per  annum. 

The  Governors  also  act  as  trustees  for  endowments  and  many  descriptions 
of  Church  funds.  They  lend  money  upon  mortgage  of  benefices,  for  the 
erection  or  improvement  of  parsonage  houses  and  farm -buildings,  or  for 
rebuilding  or  repairing  chancels  where  the  rector  is  liable  for  dilapidations  ; 
and  for  the  purchase  of  movable  fixtures.  A solicitor’s  department  largely  re- 
duces legal  costs  for  the  benefit  of  the  clergy  who  have  dealings  with  them  in 
relation  to  mortgages,  purchases,  sales,  gifts  of  land,  etc. 

The  Governors  are  prepared  to  receive  any  moneys  which  an  Incumbent 
sets  aside  towards  future  dilapidations  of  his  benefice,  and  to  allow  interest  at 
4 per  cent,  thereon. 

Queen  Victoria  Clergy  Fund* 

London  Diocesan  Branch.  — Chairman'.  Chancellor  P.  V.  Smith, 
LL.D.  Treasurer'.  F.  A.  Bevan,  Esq.  Sec7'etary  \ Rev.  E.  A.  Marriott, 
M.A.,  Maxwell  House,  Arundel  Street,  Strand,  W.C.  2 (in  union  with  the 
London  Diocesan  Board  of  Finance). 

The  objects  of  the  Queen  Victoria  Clergy  Fund  Diocesan  Branch  are  : 
(i)  To  impress  upon  all  members  of  the  Church  of  England  the  clearly  defined 
Christian  duty  of  contributing  towards  the  support  of  the  Clergy  ; (2)  To  sup- 
plement and  extend  the  diocesan  organisations  for  the  support  of  the  Clergy, 
to  elicit  contributions  in  this  respect  from  the  richer  towards  the  poorer 
dioceses,  and  generally  to  promote  the  further  sustentation  of  the  Clergy. 

The  Diocesan  Committee  of  the  Q.V.C.F.  is  also  the  Diocesan  Com- 
mittee of  the  Clergy  Pensions  Institution, 
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The  necessary  funds  are  raised  by  the  joint  action  of  Clergy  and  laity.  The 
Clergy  pay  small  premiums,  varying  according  to  age  at  entry,  in  purchase  of 
an  annuity  of  ;^’i5  15s.  to  commence  at  65.  All  payments  are  returnable, 
at  any  time  before  a pension  is  taken,  with  compound  interest  at  2\  per 
cent.  In  the  event  of  death  before  65  they  are  repaid  to  the  executors.  An 
annuity  is  supplemented  by  grants  from  the  Augmentation  Fund,  and  the 
present  rate  of  full  augmentation  is  5s.  making,  with  the  annuity  of 

;^I5  15s.  a pension  of  £^2. 

All  the  funds  collected  in  the  Diocese  are  divided  between  the  Central 
Augmentation  Fund,  which  bears  the  burden  of  the  pensions,  and  the 
Diocesan  Committee.  The  funds  at  the  disposal  of  the  latter  can  be  used  to 
help  a clergyman  in  time  of  stress  to  pay  his  premium,  or  to  pay  an  annuity  on 
the  life  of  an  Incumbent  whose  retirement  is  necessary,  or  further  to  augment  a 
pension,  when  granted,  to  enable  an  Incumbent  to  resign.  No  augmentation  is 
given  to  an  Incumbent  except  on  resignation.  Any  unbeneficed  clergyman, how- 
ever, may  draw  his  pension  at  the  age  of  sixty- five  without  relinquishing  work. 

Incorporated  Church  Building  Secretary : Rev.  T.  T.  Norgate, 

7 Dean’s  Yard,  S.W.  i.  For  promoting  the  erection  and  enlargement  of 
churches  and  chapels.  There  is  a Mission  Building  Fund. 

Marshall’s  Charity  is  for  the  augmentation  of  poor  livings  or  assisting  the 
erection  or  endowment  of  new  churches  in  England  and  Wales,  the  patronage 
of  which  must  be  vested  in  bishop  of  diocese.

University  Expenses. 

Students  at  Oxford  and  Cambridge  can,  if  they  are  economical,  limit  their 
terminal  charges  in  some  Colleges  to  The  annual  expenses,  including 

subscriptions  to  College  Clubs,  need  not  exceed  ;^ioo.  The  three-year 
course,  consisting  of  nine  terms,  w'ould  cost  therefore  about  ;£^300. 

The  expenses  of  a Non-Collegiate  Student  in  the  Universities  who  is 
willing  to  live  frugally,  and  who  keeps  only  the  minimum  residence  in  each 
term,  can  be  kept  under  £^^  per  annum  on  an  average  of  the  three  years. 
The  total  for  the  course  would  therefore  be  about  £165.  This  sum  includes 
University  and  Non-collegiate  charges.  The  Course  for  Arts,  in  the  B.A. 
degree,  at  the  University  of  Durham,  consists  of  two  years  of  three  terms  each. 
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At  University  College  the  average  terminal  charges  are  5^'.,  and 
at  Bishop  Hatfield’s  Hall  £2^.  The  total,  therefore,  at  the  former  for  the 
two  years  (six  terms)  is  £1^^  lOj-.,  and  at  the  latter,  ^144.  At  S.  John’s 
Hall  the  cost  for  the  first  year  is  ^72,  and  the  second  ;^78.

I.  The  Associateship.

Students  who  seek  the  Associateship  have  two  alternative  Courses.  ( i ) The 
normal  Course  is  three  years,  consisting  of  a preparatory  course  of  one  year, 
followed  by  a two  years’  Course  in  Theology ; Students  will  be  admitted  to 
this  Course  who  satisfy  the  Theological  Board  that  they  are  qualified  to  enter 
on  a course  of  training  for  Holy  Orders.

Each  Student  who  has  merited  such  a distinction  by  his  attainments 
and  by  his  good  character  during  the  period  of  his  studies  in  King’s  College, 
and  has  subscribed  to  the  Thirty-nine  Articles,  receives  a Testamur  from  the 
Dean  as  to  attainments  and  conduct,  to  be  exhibited  for  the  satisfaction 
of  any  Bishop  to  whom  he  may  apply  to  be  admitted  as  a Candidate  for 
Holy  Orders.

{a)  Graduates  of  the  English  Universities  ; 

{b)  Members  of  Theological  Colleges  in  connection  with  the  Church 
of  England,  who  have  at  least  entered  on  the  last  term  of  the 
complete  course  and  are  recommended  by  the  Principal ; 

(c)  Any  other  person  who  may  be  nominated  by  a Bishop  with  a view 
to  Ordination  in  his  own  diocese. 

The  Examinations  are  held  in  April  and  October. 

Candidates  are  requested  to  send  their  names,  &c.,  to  Rev.  Canon  Evans, 
Milton  Rectory,  Cambridge,  before  March  i for  the  Easter  Examination,  and 
before  September  i for  the  October.

Instructions  to  be  observed  in  the  Diocese  of  London  by 
Candidates  for  Holy  Orders* 

Special  attention  is  directed  to  the  first  two  paragraphs. 

Persons  desirous  of  being  admitted  as  Candidates  for  Deacons’  Orders  are 
to  make  a written  application  to  the  Bishop  Three  Months  before  the  time  of 
Ordination.  A Paper  of  Questions  will  be  forwarded  to  any  person  so  applying, 
which  he  will  be  required  to  answer.  After  due  investigation  the  Bishop  will 
fix  a time  for  seeing  him.  It  is  not  necessary  that  a person  so  applying  should 
at  the  time  of  his  application  be  provided  with  a title,  which  may  be  sought 
for  afterwards,  upon  the  Bishop’s  permitting  him  to  become  a Candidate. 

Candidates  for  Ordination  in  the  Diocese  of  London  must  be  Under  30  years 
of  age,  and 

{a)  have  taken  the  degree  of  B.A.  at  the  University  of  Oxford, 
Cambridge,  Dublin,  or  (after  two  years’  residence)  Durham,  and 
be  further  qualified  as  appears  in  Schedule  A,  Paragraph  2 ; or 
{/>)  be  Theological  Associates  of  King’s  College,  London  ; or 
(c)  have  .studied  for  two  years  in  residence  at  S.  John’s  Hall, 
Highbury,  and  have  passed  the  Universities’  Preliminary 
Examination.  * 

Candidates  from  King’s  College,  London,  and  from  S.  John’s  Hall, 
Highbury,  must  produce  a certificate  of  their  having  passed,  before  com- 
mencing their  College  Course,  either  the  General  Entrance  Examination,  or 
some  other  Examination  accepted  as  its  equivalent. 

The  usual  times  of  Ordination  in  the  Diocese  of  London,  for  both  Priests 
and  Deacons,  are  the  Second  Sunday  in  Lent,  Trinity  Sunday,  the  First 
Sunday  in  October,  and  the  Sunday  next  before  Christmas  Day. 

No  Candidate  can  be  ordained  Deacon  who  has  not  completed  his 
23rd  year. 
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Six  weeks  before  the  day  of  Ordination  the  Candidates  must  transmit  to 
F.  Hugh  Lee,  Esq.,  i The  Sanctuary,  Westminster,  the  Papers  and  Testimonials 
specified  in  Schedule  A together  with  their  Addresses  ; and  they  must  send 
the  Si  Quis  specified  in  Schedule  C to  Mr.  Lee,  at  least  ten  days  prior  to  the 
day  of  ordination. 

Persons  who  have  been  ordained  Deacons  by  the  Bishop  of  London  are 
expected  to  present  themselves  as  Candidates  for  Priests’  Orders  on  the  same 
titles,  but  not  before  the  expiration  of  a year.  They  are  to  send  the  papers 
specified  in  Schedule  B to  Mr.  Lee,  six  weeks  before  the  day  of  ordination  ; 
and  are  to  send  the  Si  Quis  specified  in  Schedule  C to  Mr.  Lee,  at  least  ten 
days  prior  to  the  day  of  ordination. 

They  are  expected  to  remain  in  their  Curacies  at  least  one  year  from  their 
admission  to  Priests’  Orders. 

Candidates  are  examined  in  Reading,  and  Prizes  founded  by  the  Rev. 
J.  G.  Pilkington,  M.A.,  are  awarded. 


Deacons  from  other  Dioceses* 

Persons  who  have  been  ordained  Deacons  in  other  Dioceses  will  not  be 
admitted  to  serve  as  Stipendiary  Curates  in  the  Diocese  of  London  without 
the  written  permission  of  the  Bishop  who  ordained  them  ; nor  will  they  be 
received  as  Candidates  for  Priests’  Orders  until  after  a full  year’s  service,  with 
the  Bishop’s  Licence,  in  the  Diocese  of  London.

CHAPTER  XIX. 

Curacies. 

1.  It  is  the  rule  of  the  Bishops  that  all  Curates  ordained  in  the  Diocese  shall 
continue  in  their  curacies  for  at  least  one  year  from  the  time  of  taking  priest’s 
orders. 

2.  A change  from  one  curacy  to  another  in  the  Diocese  during  the  first 
two  years  of  admission  to  Holy  Orders  is  only  sanctioned  by  the  Bishop  under 
very  special  circumstances. 

3.  With  regard  to  clergymen  entering  the  Diocese  for  the  first  time, 
with  a view  to  any  permanent  duty,  or  being  licensed  to  a curacy,  or  other- 
wise, and  on  every  change  of  curacy,  the  Bishop  requires  them  to  produce 
their  Letters  or  Orders  (both  Deacon  and  Priest),  and  to  furnish  a nomination 
by  the  Incumbent,  and  a ‘ Letter  Testimonial  ’ for  three  years  last  past  (or 
two  or  more  Letters  Testimonial,  which,  read  together,  will  cover  the  full 
period  of  three  years  last  past,  unless  the  clergyman  has  been  more  recently 
ordained),  signed  by  three  beneficed  clergymen,  and  countersigned  by  the 
Bishop  of  the  Diocese  in  which  their  benefices  are  respectively  situated,  if 
they  are  not  beneficed  in  the  Diocese  of  London.  A clergyman  in  Deacons* 
Orders,  who  has  been  ordained  in  another  Diocese,  will  only  be  licensed 
under  exceptional  circumstances. 

4.  The  Bishop  requires  that  clergy  desiring  to  be  licensed  to  curacies  in  the 
Diocese  shall  in  the  first  instance  apply  to  the  Suffragan  Bishop  of  the  District  in 
which  the  Parish  is  situate,  for  permission  to  officiate  for  three  months.  If  the 
parish  is  within  the  City  of  London, the  application  should  be  made  to  the  Bishop.

The  Bishop^s  Sanction  for  Incumbent^s  Notice  to  Curate* 

Unless  by  mutual  agreement,  sanctioned  by  the  Bishop,  the  only  mode  by 
which  an  Incumbent  (except  on  coming  into  the  benefice)  can  dispossess  a 
Curate  of  his  curacy  is  by  first  applying  for,  and  obtaining,  the  Bishop’s 
formal  sanction  in  writing,  and  then  giving  the  Curate  six  months’  notice  in 
pursuance  thereof;  such  a mode,  however,  has  happily  not  often  to  be 
resorted  to. 

These  ‘ sanctions  ’ or  ‘ permissions  ’ are  never  prepared  by  the  Bishop’s 
officers,  but  must  be  drawn  up  by  the  Incumbent,  and  sent  by  him  to  the 
Bishop,  requesting  his  signature.  Before  signing  such  a document,  it  is  a 
Bishop’s  invariable  rule  to  communicate,  personally  or  by  letter,  with  the

The  British  Museum,  with  its  matchless  library  of  countless  volumes  on 
every  subject,  issues  tickets  of  admission  to  the  Reading  Room  for  purposes 
of  reading,  research,  reference,  or  study  to  persons  not  under  twenty-one  on 
written  application  to  the  Director.  The  applicant  must  state  abode,  business 

or  profession,  and  purpose,  and  must  send  a recommendation  from  a house- 
holder, who  must  be  a person  of  recognised  position. 

Lambeth  Palace  Library  is  universally  known  for  its  great  historic  value, 
on  account  of  its  most  valuable  MSS.  It  has  a large  Theological  Library, 
not  only  of  ancient  but  also  of  modern  works.  The  loan  of  books  is  granted 
to  the  Clergy  and  Laity  residing  within  the  City  of  Westminster.  The  Library 
is  open  to  the  public  on  certain  days.  Librarian  : Rev.  C.  Jenkins,  M.A. 

Sion  College,  Victoria  Embankment. — The  Library  contains  nearly  130,000 
volumes,  the  Theological  and  Historical  collection  being  very  extensive.  The 
Library  is  opened  daily,  and  may  be  used  by  all  Fellows  of  the  College,  and 
Incumbents  of  the  City  of  London  and  its  suburbs  may  also  borrow  books 
by  payment  of  an  annual  subscription  of  One  Guinea,  but  Licensed  Curates 
and  Lecturers  pay  half  a guinea.  Students  of  Theological  Colleges  are 
allowed  to  read  in  the  Library  on  production  of  an  order  from  their 
Principal. 

S.  Paul’s  Cathedral  Library  was  formed  by  the  gift  of  half  of  the  library 
of  Bishop  Compton  in  1675,  consisting  chiefly  of  theological  works,  which 
fill  the  lower  portion  of  the  walls.  Additions  are  being  continually  made. 
The  collections  of  tracts  and  sermons,  prints,  and  plays  having  immediate 
association  with  the  history  of  S.  Paul’s  are  of  special  value.  The  Library 
is  open  daily. 

The  Guildhall  Library,  founded  in  the  fifteenth  century,  is  open  daily  to 
readers  who  wTite  their  names,  professions,  and  addresses  in  the  Visitors’ 
Book.  The  Library  is  one  of  the  richest  in  the  Metropolis.  The  present 
buildings  were  erected  in  1869  by  the  Corporation  at  a cost  of  ;^icx),ooo. 
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Dr.  Bray’s  Libraries. — Dr.  Bray  began  in  1697  bequests  for  the  establish- 
ment of  Theological  Libraries  for  Clergymen  and  Candidates  for  Holy  Orders 
at  home  and  in  the  colonies.  The  rules  provide  for  groups  of  clergymen, 
numbering  not  fewer  than  twenty-five,  and  each  subscribing  four  shillings 
a year,  to  have  every  year  new  books  to  the  value  of  ^10,  and  at  the  end 
of  the  year  to  have  the  opportunity  of  buying  them  for  half  the  net  {i.e.  in 
most  cases  one-third  of  the  nominal)  price.  Further  particulars  may  be 
obtained  on  application  to  the  Rev.  E.  P.  Sketchley,  S.P.G.  House,  S.W.  i. 

Hussey’s  Book  Charity,  Norfolk  House,  Embankment,  W.C.,  gives 
grants  of  Books  to  Parish  Libraries  and  other  Institutions. 

The  Church  House  Library,  in  Dean’s  Yard,  is  invaluable  for  references. 
Constant  additions  by  gift  and  purchase  are  being  made. 

Bethnal  Green  Free  Library,  18  London  Street,  Bethnal  Green,  was 
founded  in  1876  for  the  benefit  of  the  surrounding  neighbourhood,  the  residents 
of  which  are  supplied  with  a library,  books  for  home  reading,  lectures,  and 
classes.  Receipts,  ; expenditure,  ; number  of  attendances  about 

100,000.  Treasurer,  F.  A.  Bevan,  Esq. 

Dr.  Williams’  Free  Library,  founded  in  1716,  contains  a large  number  of 
books  on  Theology,  Philosophy,  and  History.  The  Library  is  in  Gordon 
Square,  and  is  open  from  10  to  5.  Three  books  may  be  borrowed  con- 
ditionally without  charge. 

Zbc  Corporation  ot  Sion  College. 

Sion  College  was  founded  by  letters-patent,  first  granted  by  Charles  I.  in 
1630,  and  subsequently  by  Charles  H.  in  1664,  in  conformity  with  the  will 
of  the  Rev.  Thomas  White,  D.D.,  who  died  in  1623. 

The  Governors  of  the  College  are  a President,  two  Deans,  and  four 
Assistants,  who  are  elected  annually  by  the  Fellows  from  their  own  body. 
The  Fellows  are  the  incumbents  of  parishes  in  the  City  of  London  and  its 
technical  suburbs — the  parishes,  that  is,  which  came  up  to  the  City  walls  — 
and,  by  decision  of  the  Visitor,  the  incumbents  of  all  the  parishes  which  have 
been  formed  within  the  area  of  those  old  parishes. 

By  the  will  of  the  Founder  an  almshouse  was  part  of  the  original  founda- 
tion, and  lodging  and  a small  pension  were  provided  for  ten  men  and  ten 
women.  Sion  College,  which  was  formerly  in  London  Wall,  was  removed  to 
the  Victoria  Embankment  in  1886,  and  consists  of  Reading,  Writing,  and 
other  Rooms,  a Central  Hall,  and  a Library  founded  by  the  Rev.  John 
Simpson,  Rector  of  S.  Olave,  Hart  Street,  a kinsman  and  one  of  the  executors 
of  Dr.  White.

Presentation  to  a Benefice. 

The  deed  of  presentation,  or  nomination,  to  a vacant  benefice  should  be 
engrossed  in  the  customary  form,  signed  and  sealed  by  the  patron,  and  attested 
by  a witness. 

Institution  to  a benefice  must  not  be  until  after  a month’s  notice  to  the 
churchwardens  of  the  parish,  and  may  be  refused  by  the  Bishop  if  a year  has 
not  elapsed  since  the  last  transfer  of  patronage,  or  three  years  since  the  pre- 
sentee was  ordained  Deacon,  or  if  he  is  unfit  for  the  discharge  of  the  duties 
of  the  benefice  (6i  & 62  Viet.  c.  48). 

For.m  of  Declaration. 

/,  C.  D.,  hereby  solemnly  and  sincerely  declare  in  reference  to  the  presentation 
made  of  me  to  the  rectory  {or  vicarage^  6r'c.)  of  as  follows :

or  not ; aiid  whether  his  Curate  proposes  to  reside  or  7tot  reside  in  the  parish  ; 
and  if  7iot  in  the  parish ^ then  at  what  place aiid  at  what  distaiice  from  the 
chii7‘ch  or  chapel  of  petitione7'  s benefice  ; and  whether  such  Curate  serves  a7iy\ 
and  what,  parish,  as  hicumbent  or  Curate  ; or  has  any,  and  what,  cathedral 
preferment ; or  any,  and  what,  beiufice  ; or  officiates  in  any  other,  and  what, 
church  or  chapel.] 

That  the  net  annual  value  of  the  said  benefice,  estimated  according  to  the 
Act  I & 2 Viet.  c.  106,  sects.  8 and  10,  is  , and  the  population  thereof, 

according  to  the  last  returns  of  population  made  under  the  authority  of  Par- 
liament, is  ; that  there  is  one  church  and  one  chapel  {state  the  real feut] 
upon  the  said  benefice  ; that  the  house  of  residence  of  the  said  benefice,  and 
the  buildings  and  fences  thereto  belonging  {if  any],  are  in  good  repair  and 
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condition  ; and  that  your  petitioner  was  admitted  to  the  said  benefice  on 
the  day  of  , in  the  year  of  our  Lord  19  . 

Witness  his  hand  the  day  of 

{Signature  and  Address.] 

Sect.  46  of  the  Act  i & 2 Viet.  c.  106,  enacts  that  no  licence  for  non- 
residence granted  under  the  said  Act  shall  continue  in  forceafter  the  31st  day  of 
December  in  the  year  next  after  the  year  in  which  such  licence  shall  have 
been  granted. 

A licence  for  non-residence,  on  the  ground  of  ‘ the  dangerous  illness  of  his 
(an  Incumbent’s)  wife  ; or  child  ; making  part  of  his  family  and  residing  with 
him  as  such  ’ — can  only  be  granted  by  a Bishop  for  six  months  ; but  may  be 
renewed  with  the  allowance  in  writing  of  the  Archbishop  of  the  province. 

Non-Resident  Incumbent. 

Where  the  Incumbent  is  non-resident  and  the  population  exceeds  2,000, 
or  there  are  two  or  more  churches  not  less  than  one  mile  apart,  the  Bishop  may 
require  the  employment  of  two  or  more  curates  at  stipends  allowed  by  the 
present  Act,  but  the  aggregate  amount  of  stipend  is  not  to  exceed  two-thirds 
of  the  income  of  the  benefice. 

An  Incumbent  non-resident  under  licence  shall  not,  without  the  Bishop’s 
permission,  resume  the  duties  of  his  benefice  before  the  expiration  of  the 
licence,  nor  shall  he  interfere  with  the  duties  of  the  benefice  if  non-resident  for 
more  than  twelve  months. 

Assistant  Curates. 

When  the  annual  value  of  a benefice  exceeds  with  a population  of 

3,000,  or  where  there  is  a second  church  with  a district  containing  a popula- 
tion of  400,  the  Bishop  may,  although  the  Incumbent  is  resident,  require  an 
assistant-curate  at  a stipend  not  exceeding  ;*i’i5o. 


CHAPTER  XXII. 

(Rotes  for  tbe  Clera^. 

Absence  from  Benefice. 

Except  in  the  case  of  a statutory  exemption,  no  Incumbent  can  legally  be 
absent  from  his  Benefice  more  than  three  months  in  any  year,  except  under 
a formal  authority  from  the  Bishop,  signified  by  licence  proceeding  upon 
petition  under  the  Act  i & 2 Viet.  c.  106. 

Non-Resident  Incumbent* 

When  the  population  exceeds  2,000,  or  there  are  two  or  more  churches  not 
less  than  a mile  apart,  the  Bishop  may  require  two  or  more  curates,  and  may 
assign  such  stipends  as  he  may  think  fit,  so  as  not  to  exceed  two-thirds  of  the 
net  annual  income.  (48  & 49  Viet.  c.  54,  s.  9. ) 

Residence  of  Incumbent* 

He  must  reside  in  the  house  of  residence  (if  any),  belonging  to  his  benefice. 
[i  8z  2 Viet.  c.  106,  s.  32.)  If  he  is  non-resident  for  more  than  three 
months  in  any  year,  the  Bishop  may  issue  a monition  to  reside,  and  in  the 
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event  of  disobedience  sequester  the  benefice  (s.  84).  Under  certain  circum- 
stances he  may  grant  a licence  for  non-residence  (s.  43),  and  the  Incumbent 
must  transmit  to  the  churchwardens  of  his  parish  a copy  of  the  licence. 

Easter  Offerings# 

It  has  been  decided  by  the  House  of  Lords,  after  an  appeal  from  the  Court 
of  Appeal,  that  Easter  Offerings  are  subject  to  income-tax. 

Faculties# 

By  desire  of  the  Bishop,  the  Chancellor  of  the  Diocese  directs  the  attention 
of  the  Clergy,  Churchwardens  and  others  to  the  legal  necessity  for  obtaining  a 
Faculty  for  any  works  (other  than  repairs)  involving  any  alteration  of,  or 
addition  to,  the  structure,  furniture,  fittings,  decorations,  or  ornaments  of 
any  Church,  or  affecting  a Churchyard. 

Forms  of  applications  for  Faculties  will  be  supplied  by  the  Diocesan  Registry. 

By  the  Table  of  Fees  established  by  Order  in  Council,  published  in  the 
London  Gazette  on  June  2,  1908,  the  cost  of  an  uncontested  Faculty  is 

5-^*  apparitor’s  mileage  (if  any)  for  serving  the  citation. 

The  Chancellor  of  the  Diocese,  is,  however,  authorized  to  enumerate 
certain  minor  alterations,  for  which  a Faculty  will  be  issued  at  the  fee  of  £2  2s. 

The  Chancellor  has,  accordingly,  enumerated  the  following  as  minor 
alterations  for  which  a Faculty  wdll  be  issued  at  the  lower  fee  : 

( 1 ) Inserting  a stained  glass  window. 

(2)  Placing  a Cross  over  the  Holy  Table. 

(3)  Erecting  an  organ  and  disposing  of  the  old  one. 

(4)  Erecting  a new  pulpit,  reading-desk,  or  font,  or  altering  the  position  ot 

them. 

(5)  Installing  a heating  apparatus  or  electric  light. 

(6)  Fixing  simple  memorial  tablets  or  brasses. 

(7)  Erecting  a Church  porch  or  lych-gate. 

' This  enumeration  is  not  however  exhaustive,  and  if  in  any  other  case  the 
Chancellor  considers  that  the  proposed  works  should  be  treated  as  a minor 
alteration,  he  will  direct  that  they  be  so  treated,  or,  that  though  the  proposed 
works  cannot  be  treated  as  within  the  definition  of  minor  alterations,  the 
authorized  cost  of  the  Faculty  should  be  reduced,  he  will  direct  that  such 
reduction  be  made. 

In  certain  exceptional  cases  where,  although  there  may  be  no  opposition, 
there  are  special  circumstances  which  render  it  necessary  that  the  matter 
should  be  brought  before  the  Chancellor  in  chambers,  or  in  Court,  there  may 
be  additional  fees  in  accordance  with  the  Table  settled  by  the  Archbishop  of 
Canterbury  under  the  authority  of  Canon  135. 

Any  person  making  any  alteration  to,  or  placing  any  fitting  or  decoration, 
furniture,  or  ornament  in  a Church  without  the  authority  of  a P'aculty,  may 
be  subsequently  compelled  to  apply  for  a Confirmatory  Faculty  or  may  have 
to  remove  the  articles  introduced  and  to  reinstate  the  Church  in  its  original 
condition  at  his  own  expense,  and  may  moreover  be  condemned  in  the  costs 
of  the  party  making  the  application  to  the  Court  in  the  matter. 

Church  Repairs. 

When  any  church  needs  repairs,  the  Incumbent  should  send  a trust- 
worthy estimate  of  the  expense  of  repairs  to  his  Archdeacon,  in  order  that 
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he  may  make  a recommendation  to  the  Bishop,  who  considers  it  and  hands 
in  either  an  endorsement  of  this  or  a recommendation  of  his  own  at  the  next 
meeting  of  the  Ecclesiastical  Commissioners.  The  Commissioners  have  large 
funds  for  disposal  from  the  old  ecclesiastical  charities  of  the  City  of  London, 
and  these  they  devote  to  the  repair  of  churches.  They  often  make  a grant  of 
half  the  amount  to  be  expended. 

Deductions  from  Income-Tax* 

Section  52  of  the  1843  Income  Tax  Act  enacts  that  in  assessing  the  duty 
chargeable  on  a clergyman  he  should  be  entitled  to  deduct  from  his  profits 
‘ any  expenses  incurred  by  him  wholly,  exclusively,  and  necessarily  in  the 
performance  of  his  duty  or  function  as  such  clergyman  or  minister.’  Should 
such  sums  not  have  been  previously  deducted,  then  a claim  can  be  made  for  the 
repayment  of  them.  Further,  Section  28  of  the  Finance  Act,  1907,  enacts 
that  if  a clergyman  pays  rent  for  a dwelling-house  and  uses  any  part  thereof 
mainly  for  the  purpose  of  his  duty,  then  he  can  claim  a deduction  or  repay- 
ment of  one-eighth  of  the  rent  paid.  In  Charlton  v.  the  Commissioners  of 
Inland  Revenue  (1890,  27  L.R.  647)  it  was  held  that  expenses  incurred 
by  visiting  his  congregation,  by  attending  Church  meetings  enjoined  by  him 
as  part  of  his  duty,  outlay  of  stationery,  and  Communion  expenses  could  be 
claimed  as  a deduction  from  gross  receipts. 

Exchange  of  Benefices* 

The  Convocation  of  Canterbury  passed  in  19  ii  Resolutions  in  favour  of 
the  appointment  of  an  Official  for  Exchanges  in  the  Provinces,  and  Arthur  C. 
Day,  Esq.,  2 Millbank  House,  S.W.,  has  been  appointed  and  will  give  full 
particulars. 

Resignation  of  a Benefice* 

When  an  Incumbent  wishes  to  resign  his  living  he  should  apply  to  the 
Bishop  for  his  permission  to  do  so,  and  explain  the  circumstances  which 
induce  him  to  resign ; having  obtained  the  Bishop’s  sanction,  he  will  then 
have  to  execute  a formal  resignation  upon  a Ten  Shilling  Stamp  in  the  presence 
of  two  witnesses,  and  before  a Notary  Public.  The  Notary  will  endorse  the 
usual  Certificate  upon  the  back  of  the  Resignation,  which  must  be  afterwards 
laid  before  the  Bishop  for  his  acceptance. 

No  resignation  is  complete  until  it  has  been  accepted  by  the  Bishop.  An 
Incumbent,  having  been  such  for  seven  years,  and  finding  himself  incapacitated 
by  permanent  mental  or  bodily  infirmity,  may  request  the  Bishop  to  issue 
a commission.  The  Commissioners,  if  appointed,  will  report  whether  the 
resignation  is  expedient,  and  will  assign  a pension,  which  shall  not  exceed 
one-third  part  of  the  annual  value  of  his  benefice,  and  which  shall  leave  a 
sufficient  income  to  secure  the  due  performance  of  Services  of  the  Church 
accurding  to  the  scale  given  in  i & 2 Viet.  c.  106,  s.  85. 

Transfer  of  Patronage 

is  not  valid  unless  registered  within  one  month,  or  unless  a year  has  elapsed 
since  the  last  institution  to  the  benefice.  It  must  not  be  offered  for  sale  by 
public  auction,  except  in  conjunction  with  any  Manor  or  an  Estate  of  at  least 
100  acres  in  the  parish,  or  one  adjoining.  (61  & 62  Viet.  c.  48.) 

During  Vacancy  of  a Benefice 

the  Churchwardens  are  appointed  sequestrators.  They  must  take  charge 
of  the  income,  and  make  provision  for  Divine  Service  and  occasional  duty 
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The  Bishop  determines  the  payment  to  be  made  to  the  Curate  in  Charge.  The 
newly  appointed  Incumbent  has  no  authority  before  his  institution,  and  before 
his  induction  can  make  no  claim  to  any  income.  He  is  liable  for  the  stipend 
of  the  Curate  during  the  vacancy,  out  of  the  profits  of  the  benefice,  (i  & 2 
Viet.  c.  io6,  ss.  lOO,  loi.) 

The  widow  of  a deceased  Incumbent  may  occupy  the  glebe-house,  with  its 
curtilage  and  garden,  for  two  months  after  his  death.  ( i & 2 Viet.  c.  io6,  § 36. ) 

Ecclesiastical  Dilapidations* 

On  complaint  by  the  Archdeacon,  Rural  Dean,  or  Patron  of  a benefice, 
that  the  buildings  are  in  a state  of  dilapidation,  the  Bishop  may  direct  the 
Ecclesiastical  Surveyor  to  inspect  such  buildings  and  report  to  him.  The 
Bishop  msLy  then  require  the  Incumbent  to  execute  the  necessary  repairs,  and 
on  his  refusal  or  neglect,  the  Bishop  may  raise  the  sum  required  by  sequestra- 
tion of  the  benefice.  (34  & 35  Viet.  c.  43,  ss.  22,  25.) 

An  Incumbent  may  obtain  from  the  Surveyor  a certificate  exempting  him 
from  liability  for  dilapidations  during  the  next  five  years,  after  inspection  and 
execution  of  the  necessary  repairs.  (Same  Act,  ss.  46,  47.) 

In  the  case  of  vacant  benefices,  the  Bishop  is,  within  three  months  of  the 
avoidance,  to  direct  an  inspection  by  the  surveyor,  who  is  to  survey  and  report 
in  detail  the  dilapidations  and  the  sum  required  to  make  them  good. 

The  new  incumbent  and  the  late  incumbent,  or  his  executors,  are  to  be 
furnished  with  copies  of  this  report,  and  each  party  has  the  power,  within  one 
month,  of  stating  their  objections  to  the  Bishop,  who  may  direct  a second 
report  at  the  expense  of  the  party  objecting ; the  Bishop  is  ultimately  to  make 
a written  order  stating  the  repairs  and  their  cost,  for  which  the  late  incumbent 
or  his  estate  is  liable.  The  sum  stated  in  the  order  is  made  a debt  from  the 
late  incumbent  or  his  estate,  and  is  recoverable  as  such,  and  when  received  it 
is  to  be  paid  to  the  Governors  of  Queen  Anne’s  Bounty. 

The  new  incumbent  is  empowered,  with  the  consent  of  the  governors,  and 
of  the  Bishop  and  patron,  to  borrow  upon  the  security  of  his  benefice,  and 
upon  the  terms  of  the  Gilbert’s  Acts,  the  whole  or  part  of  the  difference  between 
the  sum  recovered  by  him  and  the  stated  cost  of  the  works,  and  to  this  may 
be  added  a sum  for  costs  and  expenses. 

If  the  Surveyor  should  make  an  order  to  which  the  Incumbent  objected  in 
law  or  fact,  it  was  intended  to  safeguard  the  Incumbent’s  interest  by  giving 
him  an  appeal  to  the  Bishop,  and  the  Bishop  may  order  a second  report, 
from  another  surveyor,  or  take  counsel’s  opinion,  and  finally,  after  due  con- 
sideration of  the  whole  matter,  give  his  own  personal  decision  in  writing. 
An  appeal  should  be  made  within  a month  of  receiving  the  Surveyor’s 
directions. 

Grants  for  Fixtures* 

The  Governors  of  Queen  Anne’s  Bounty  are  empowered,  where  the  net 
annual  value  of  a benefice  does  not  exceed  £200,  to  make  a grant  for  the 
purpose  of  acquiring  for  the  benefice  such  movable  fixtures  in  the  parsonage 
house  and  premises  as  should,  in  their  opinion,  belong  to  it,  when  such 
fixtures  are  the  personal  property  of  an  Incumbent  or  his  representatives. 

Fixtures  Loans* 

The  Governors  of  Queen  Anne’s  Bounty  advance  money,  repayable  by 
yearly  instalments  with  interest,  for  the  purpose  of  acquiring  for  the  Benefice 
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such  movable  fixtures  in  the  parsonage  house  and  premises  as  should,  in  their 
opinion,  belong  to  it,  when  such  fixtures  are  the  personal  property  of  an 
Incumbent  or  his  representatives.  * 

If  an  Incumbent,  intending  soon  to  vacate  the  benefice,  desires  to  sell  his 
fixtures,  he  should  leave  the  application  for  a loan  for  their  acquisition  to  be 
made  by  his  successor. 

The  interest  will  be  4 per  cent.  The  length  of  the  term  will  not  as  a 
rule  exceed  seven  years. 

Removal  of  Fixtures* 

If  an  Incumbent,  for  his  own  use  or  enjoyment,  provides  a better  article  in 
substitution  for  one  already  belonging  to  a benefice,  he  must,  on  his  vacating  the 
benefice,  leave  the  substituted  fixture,  unless  without  damage  to  the  structure 
of  the  premises  he  replaces  the  original  article  if  in  serviceable  condition,  or 
provides  one  of  equal  value. 

Insurance  of  Glebe  House  and  Buildings. 

The  Incumbent  must  insure  against  loss  or  damage  by  fire  to  an  amount 
of  at  least  three-fifths  of  the  value.  After  a fire,  if  the  insurance  be 
insufficient  to  make  good  the  loss  or  damage,  the  Ecclesiastical  Surveyor  shall 
give  to  the  Bishop  a certificate  of  the  sum  required  to  supplement  the  insurance 
money,  and  the  Incumbent  shall  pay  the  amount  so  specified  to  the  Governors 
of  Queen  Anne’s  Bounty,  within  three  months  after  the  date  of  such  certificate 
(34  & 35  Viet.  c.  43,  ss.  54,  57). 

Churchyards. 

The  freehold  is  with  the  Incumbent.  He  can  cut  down  trees  when 
decayed,  or  for  repair  of  chancel  (35  Ed.  I.,  s.  2)  ; and  probably  of  parsonage. 
Churchyards  which  have  been  closed  by  Order  in  Council  may  be  kept  in 
proper  order  by  the  Churchwardens,  and  the  cost  repaid  out  of  the  poor  rate, 
if  no  other  fund  is  legally  chargeable  with  such  cost.  (18  & 19  Viet, 
c.  128,  s.  18.)  Under  the  Consecration  of  Churchyards  Act,  1867,  land  may 
be  conveyed  for  the  enlargement  of  a Churchyard  in  a short  form,  prescribed 
by  the  Act,  which  requires  no  stamp. 

The  Vestry. 

The  parishioners  having  been  accustomed  to  meet  in  the  Vestry  of  the 
Church  for  parochial  business,  are  now  only  concerned  with  affairs  con- 
nected with  the  Church.  The  Local  Government  Act  of  1894  has  not  in  any  way 
altered  its  constitution.  It  may  be  convened  by  the  Incumbent  and  Church- 
wardens, or  anyone  of  them,  by  a notice  affixed  to  the  Church  door  before 
Divine  Service  on  a Sunday,  and  allowing  three  full  days  to  elapse  before  the 
meeting.  The  Acts  regulating  Vestries  do  not  apply  to  new  Ecclesiastical 
Parishes. 

The  following  is  a selection  of  the  principal  clauses  in  the 
Benefices  Act,  1898  (61  & 62  Viet.  ch.  48). 

I. — (i)  A transfer  of  a right  of  patronage  of  a benefice  shall  not  be  valid 
unless  it  is  registered  in  the  prescribed  manner  in  the  registry! of  the  diocese 
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within  one  month  from  the  date  of  the  transfer,  or  within  such  extended  time 
as  under  special  circumstances  the  Bishop  may  think  fit  to  allow ; and  it 
transfers  the  whole  interest  of  the  transferor  in  the  right,  except  as  hereinafter 
provided  ; and  when  more  than  twelve  months  have  elapsed  since  the  last 
institution  or  admission  to  the  benefice. 

II.  — (i)  A Bishop  may  refuse  to  institute  or  admit  a presentee  to  a bene- 
fice— if,  at  the  date  of  the  vacancy,  not  more  than  one  year  has  elapsed  since 
a transfer,  as  defined  by  the  first  section  of  this  Act,  of  the  right  of  patronage 
of  the  benefice,  unless  it  be  proved  that  the  transfer  was  not  effected  in  view 
of  the  probability  of  a vacancy  within  such  year  ; or  on  the  ground  that  at  the 
date  of  presentation  not  more  than  three  years  have  elapsed  since  the  presentee 
was  ordained  deacon,  or  that  the  presentee  is  unfit  for  the  discharge  of  the 
duties  of  the  benefice. 

(2)  A Bishop  shall  not  collate,  institute,  or  admit  any  person  to  a benefice 
until  the  expiration  of  one  month  after  notice^  in  the  prescribed  manner,  that 
he  proposes  to  collate,  institute,  or  admit  such  person,  has  been  served  on  the 
churchwardens  of  the  parish,  who  shall  publish  the  notice  in  the  prescribed 
manner. 

III.  — Where  a Bishop,  on  any  ground  included  in  section  two  of  this 
Act  or  of  unfitness  or  disqualification  of  the  presentee  otherwise  sufficient  in 
law,  except  a ground  of  doctrine  or  ritual,  refuses  to  institute  or  admit  a 
presentee  to  a benefice,  he  shall  signify  the  refusal  in  writing  together  with 
the  grounds  thereof  to  the  person  presenting  to  the  benefice  and  to  the 
presentee  in  the  prescribed  manner,  and  within  one  month  after  the  significa- 
tion either  of  those  persons  may,  in  the  prescribed  manner,  require  that  the 
matter  be  heard  by  a court  consisting  of  the  Archbishop  of  the  province  and  of 
a judge  of  the  Supreme  Court,  who  shall  be  nominated  by  the  Lord  Chan- 
cellor from  time  to  time  for  the  purposes  of  this  Act,  and  the  Bishop  shall  be 
made  a party  to  the  proceedings. 

IV.  — The  Bishop  may,  on  the  hearing  of  any  case  under  section  three  of 
this  Act,  rely  on— (i)  any  ground  included  in  his  signification  of  refusal ; and 
(ii)  by  the  leave  of  the  judge  (as  the  judge  thinks  fit),  any  other  ground 
sufficient  in  law  (not  being  of  doctrine  or  ritual). 

Burial  Act^  1900* 

The  following  is  an  abstract  of  some  Clauses  of  the  Act  to  amend  the  Law 
relating  to  Burial  Grounds  : — 

Consecration. — I. — (i)  The  burial  authority  for  any  burial  ground  may,  if 
they  think  fit,  apply  to  the  Bishop  to  consecrate  any  portion  of  the  burial 
ground  approved  in  that  behalf  by  the  Secretary  of  State. 

Fees. — (i)  Every  burial  authority  shall  submit  to  the  Secretary  of  State 
a table  of  fees  to  be  received  by  them  in  respect  of  services  rendered  by 
any  minister  of  religion  or  sexton,  and  the  Secretary  of  State  may  approve  the 
table  with  or  without  modifications.  Provided  that  such  fees  shall  be  of  the 
same  amount  in  respect  of  burial  service  in  consecrated  and  the  unco?isecrated 
parts  of  a burial  ground. 

(2)  If  the  burial  authority  fail  to  submit  such  a table  on  being  requested 
to  do  so  by  the  Secretary  of  State,  he  may  make  a table  of  fees. 

The  fees  fixed  by  the  table  shall  be  payable  to  and  collected  by  the 
burial  authority,  together  with  the  other  fees  payable  to  them,  and  shall  be 
paid  by  the  burial  authority  to  the  minister  or  sexton  in  such  manner  as  may 
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be  agreed  on,  or  as  in  default  of  agreement  may  be  directed  by  the  Secretary 
of  State. 

Obligation  of  Incu7ube7tt  as  to  Burial, — The  Incumbent  of  any  eccle- 
siastical parish  situate  wholly  or  partly  within  the  area  for  which  a burial 
ground  is  provided  under  the  Public  Health  (Interments)  Act,  1879,  shall, 
with  respect  to  his  own  parishioners,  and  persons  dying  in  his  parish,  be  under 
the  same  obligation  to  perform  funeral  services  in  that  burial  ground  as  he  is 
to  perform  funeral  services  in  a burial  ground  provided  under  the  Burial  Act, 
and  the  power  of  the  burial  authority  to  appoint  a chaplain  for  a burial  ground 
provided  under  the  Public  Plealth  (Interments)  Act,  1879,  shall  cease,  and 
where  there  is  no  chaplain  for  a burial  ground  so  provided,  burials  in  the 
consecrated  part  of  the  ground  shall  be  registered  in  like  manner,  and  subject 
to  the  like  provisions  as  burials  in  the  unconsecrated  part. 


Fees  for  Searches  in  Register-Books* 

By  the  Act  6 & 7 Will.  IV.,  with  regard  to  searches  in  Register- 
books,  under  section  35  every  rector,  vicar,  or  curate,  and  every  registrar, 
registering  officer  and  secretary  who  shall  have  the  keeping  for  the  time  being 
of  any  Register-book  of  births,  deaths,  or  marriages,  shall  at  all  reasonable 
times  allow  searches  to  be  made  of  any  Register-book  in  his  keeping,  and 
shall  give  a copy  certified  under  his  hand  of  any  entry  or  entries  in  the  same 
on  payment  of  the  fee  hereinafter  mentioned  ; that  is  to  say,  for  every  search 
extending  over  a period  of  not  more  than  one  year  the  sum  of  is.,  and  6d. 
additional  for  every  additional  year,  and  the  sum  of  2s.  6d.  for  every 
single  certificate. 

Registration  of  Births  at  Sea* 

Under  the  Merchant  Shipping  Act  (57  &.  58  Viet.  c.  60),  captains  of 
merchant  ships  are  to  enter  any  birth  in  their  logs  and  transmit  a return 
to  the  Registrar-General  of  Shipping,  who  is  to  send  a certified  copy  to  the 
Registrar-General,  Somerset  House. 


CHAPTER  XXIII. 

motes  for  CbnrcbwarOens. 

Election  and  Duties. 

Churchwardens  are  to  be  chosen  in  vestry  every  year  according  to  the 
usage  of  the  parish.  Notice  of  a meeting  for  that  purpose  is  to  be  given  in 
writing,  fixed  on  or  near  the  church  door.  (58  Geo.  III.  c.  69,  ss.  i,  8 ; 
and  I Viet.  c.  45.)  A poll  may  be  demanded.  Vacancies,  by  death  or 
otherwise,  may  be  filled  up  in  any  part  of  the  year. 

The  churchwardens  are,  at  the  visitation  of  the  ordinary  (generally  that  of 
the  archdeacon),  to  appear  and  make  and  subscribe  a declaration  to  the  effect 
that  they  will  faithfully  and  diligently  execute  the  duties  of  their  office. 
Until  they  have  made  such  declaration,  they  are  not  in  full  power.  The  old 
churchwardens  continue  to  act  until  their  successors  are  appointed. 
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If  the  same  churchwardens  are  elected  for  several  successive  years,  ne 
declaration  is  to  be  made  and  subscribed  before  the  ordinary  after  each 
election,  as  the  office  is  only  annual. 

Among  the  duties  of  churchwardens  are  the  following  : To  take  care 
that  order  be  preserved  in  the  church  and  churchyard  during  Divine  service  ; 
to  watch  over  the  due  observance  of  the  Lord’s  Day  in  their  respective 
parishes  ; to  present,  at  visitation,  such  persons  and  things  as  are  by  law 
presentable  ; to  see  that  the  church,  the  churchyard,  and  fences  be  kept  in 
proper  order  and  repair  ; to  provide  the  sacramental  bread  and  wine  ; to  take 
the  custody  of  the  church  goods  ; and  to  provide,  repair,  and  renew,  as  often 
as  there  may  be  occasion,  all  things  which  are  requisite  for  the  decent 
performance  of  Divine  service.  They  are  also  to  call  vestry  meetings  when 
necessary  ; and,  at  the  expiration  of  their  year  of  office,  to  render  an  account 
of  the  sums  by  them  received  and  expended  ; to  get  the  same  passed  by  the 
vestry  ; and  to  transfer  the  books  and  balance  of  moneys  to  their  successors. 


Articles  of  Inquiry* 

‘ The  Articles  of  Inquiry  ’ transmitted  to  the  churchwardens,  when 
summoned  to  a visitation,  will  further  serve  them  as  a guide  in  the  duties  of 
their  office ; but  it  may  be  observed  that  they  have  no  power  to  interfere  with 
the  performance  of  Divine  service,  nor  with  the  hours  thereof,  nor  with  the 
proper  use  of  the  goods  and  ornaments  of  the  church  : on  all  these  matters 
they  should  refer  to  the  ordinary. 

Churchwardens  are  not  justified,  even  with  the  consent  of  the  vestry,  in 
making  any  alterations  or  additions  in  or  about  the  church,  or  in  the  church- 
yard, without  the  licence  of  the  ordinary  or  a faculty. 

The  removal  of  a body  after  interment,  either  in  the  burial  ground  or 
under  the  church,  cannot  be  allowed,  unless  a faculty  from  the  Bishop  has 
been  obtained  for  that  purpose. 

The  minister  has  control  over  the  church  music  ; as  also  over  the  bells,  which 
cannot  be  rung  without  the  joint  consent  of  the  minister  and  churchwardens. 

The  incumbent  has  the  right  to  the  possession  of  the  key  of  the  church. 

As  to  their  Duties  on  Vacancy  of  Benefice* 

When  a benefice  becomes  vacant  the  churchwardens  should  inform  the 
Bishop  of  the  fact  with  a view,  if  necessary,  to  sequestration  being  issued. 
They  should  also  inform  the  patron  of  the  vacancy.  During  the  vacancy  it  is 
the  duty  of  the  churchwardens  to  receive  the  income  of  the  benefice  and  pay 
for  the  performance  of  the  duty. 

In  the  event  of  there  being  no  licensed  curate  the  churchwardens  should 
also  submit  to  the  Bishop  the  name  of  the  clergyman  whom  they  propose  to 
engage  during  the  vacancy. 

The  Bishop  may  assign  to  the  curate  or  to  each  curate  appointed  during 
the  vacancy  of  a benefice  a stipend  at  the  rate  of  ;^200  per  annum,  provided 
the  income  of  the  benefice  will  admit  of  it.  This  provision  applies  also  to  the 
case  of  a licensed  curate  who  may  have  been  licensed  at  a smaller  stipend. 

When  a new  incumbent  has  been  instituted  the  churchwardens  must  render 
to  him  an  account  of  all  receipts  and  payments. 
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Alms  and  Bequests. 

The  rule  with  reference  to  the  money  collected  at  the  ‘offertory’  is  that 
it  shall  be  disposed  of  ‘ to  such  pious  and  charitable  uses  as  the  minister  and 
churchwardens  shall  think  fit ; wherein,  if  they  disagree,  it  shall  be  disposed 
of  as  the  ordinary  shall  appoint.’  This  rule  evidently  implies  that  the 
ministers  and  churchwardens  are  to  consult  together  as  to  the  disposal  of  the 
collection.  The  law  does  not  intend  that  the  disposal  of  it  should  be  left  to 
the  discretion  of  individuals^  but  obviously  requires  it  to  be  the  subject  of  con- 
ference and  joint  deliberation.  The  ‘ pious  and  charitable  uses  ’ are  to  be 
specifically  determined,  not  as  each  of  the  consulting  parties  may  individually 
see  fit  with  reference  to  any  particular  portion  assigned  him,  but  as  all  of 
them  may  resolve  with  reference  to  the  whole.* 

Pews* 

No  person  has  a legal  right  to  occupy  in  the  parish  church  any  pew  or  seat 
exclusively  without  the  permission  of  the  churchwardens,  except  by  prescrip- 
tion or  by  faculty. 

This  Act  (35  & 36  Viet.  c.  49)  empowers  the  Ecclesiastical  Commissioners 
to  accept  a church  site  under  a conveyance  in  which  it  is  declared  that  the 
pews  or  seats,  or  a specified  portion  of  them  in  the  church  to  be  erected  on 
such  site,  shall  not  be  let  for  a money  payment,  and  declares  that  in  such  case 
any  such  letting  shall  be  unlawful.  But  no  such  stipulation  is  allowed  unless 
a minimum  endowment  is  secured  to  the  incumbent  of  ;^ioo  per  annum  if  a 
letting  of  all  the  seats  is  prohibited  ; or  if  a portion  only  of  the  seats  may 
not  be  let,  then  such  smaller  endowment  as  the  Commissioners  may 
determine. 

The  Local  Government  Act,  1894* 

This  Act  (56  & 57  Viet.  c.  73),  commonly  known  as  the  Parish  Councils 
Act,  provides  that  there  shall  be  established  in  every  rural  parish  : — 

A Parish  Meeting,  consisting  of  the  Parochial  Electors,  namely : Persons 
on  such  portion  of  the  Parliamentary  or  Local  Government  Register  as  relates 
to  the  parish.  The  object  of  the  Meeting  will  be  to  discuss  parochial  affairs 
and  pass  resolutions  thereon. 

Secondly,  a Parish  Council  in  every  rural  parish  which  had,  in  1891,  a 
population  over  300.  The  Council  to  consist  of  a Chairman  and  Councillors 
(from  5 to  15  in  number)  elected  annually  by  the  Parochial  Electors. 

There  are  special  provisions  dealing  with  parishes  with  a population 
under  300. 

Besides  exercising  various  other  powers,  the  Parish  Meeting  and  Council 
are  to  take  over,  between  them,  the  lay  powers  formerly  exercised  by  the 
Vestry. 

Except  in  the  case  of  a borough.  Urban  and  Rural  Sanitary  Districts  are 
to  be  called  Urban  and  Rural  Districts  respectively ; and  are  to  be  governed 
by  a Local  Authority  called  the  District  Council  elected  by  the  Parochial 
Electors  of  the  District. 

In  Rural  Districts  the  District  Councillors  are  to  act  as  the  Guardians  for 
their  respective  parishes ; but  in  Urban  Districts,  Guard  ans  are  still  to  be 
elected — not,  however,  by  the  ratepayers  and  owners,  but  by  the  Parochial 

* If  the  minister  and  churchwardens  were  to  agree  that  they  should  respectively  distribute 
the  money  collected  in  given  proportions,  there  is  no  objection  to  their  doing  so. 
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Electors.  The  qualification  and  term  of  office  of  Guardians  are  also 
changed — likewise  the  method  of  their  election.  Moreover,  there  are  to  be 
no  ex-officio  or  nominated  members  on  the  Board. 

Vestries  and  District  Boards  in  London  are  also  dealt  with.  Vestrymen 
in  London  are  now  to  be  elected  by  the  Parochial  Electors  instead  of  by  the 
ratepayers,  and  the  Rector  or  Vicar  of  the  parish  is  no  longer  to  be,  ex  officio^ 
chairman  of  the  meeting. 

The  provisions  of  the  Act  relating  to  the  trusteeship  and  management  of 
charities  in  Rural  Districts  will  also  be  of  interest  to  the  clergy.

CHAPTER  XXV. 

Confirmations  in  1919. 

Directions  about  Confirmations. 

(A)  General. 

1.  Care  should  be  taken  to  ensure  that  all  Candidates  have  been  Baptized. 
It  is  advisable  to  ask  every  Candidate  the  place  of  his  (or  her)  Baptism,  when 
the  name  of  the  Candidate  is  given  in  for  Confirmation.  When  any  doubt  is 
felt  the  information  given  should  be  verified,  and  the  Clergy  are  asked  to  give 
every  facility  to  other  Clergymen  desiring  to  make  such  inquiry. 

2.  Permission  should  always  be  obtained  from  the  Bishop  when  it  is 
desired  to  present  a Candidate  who  is  less  than  twelve  years  old. 

3.  The  parishes  in  each  district  are  arranged  in  groups  for  the  purpose  of 
Confirmations  ; and  except  in  special  circumstances,  and  with  the  consent  of 
the  confirming  Bishop,  Candidates  should  not  be  taken  to  a Church  in 
another  group.  The  Rural  Dean  will  always  be  ready  to  inform  the  In- 
cumbent to  which  group  his  Church  belongs. 

4.  It  is  a general  rule  of  the  Diocese,  except  in  the  country  districts,  that 
not  less  than  50  or  more  than  200  Candidates  should  be  presented  at  any 
Confirmation. 


(b)  As  TO  THE  Service  in  Church. 

1.  Candidates  will  be  Confirmed  singly  whenever  the  number  does  not  ex- 
ceed 50.  Above  that  number  two  will  be  Confirmed  together. 

2.  Arrangements  should  be  made  that  no  Candidate  in  returning  to  his 
place  should  push  past  another  who  has  come  back  and  knelt  down.  Where 
the  seats  are  open  at  both  ends.  Candidates  can  come  out  at  one  end  and 
return  by  the  other.  When  the  seats  are  not  open  at  both  ends,  each  seat 
should  be  emptied  at  once,  and  those  seated  at  the  further  end  should  come  up 
first. 
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3.  Candidates  should  be  carefully  instructed  how  to  employ  themselves 
during  the  periods  of  waiting  and  of  silence,  and  they  should  be  provided  if 
possible  with  some  prayers  and  helps  to  meditation.  Candidates  on  returning 
to  their  seats  after  being  Confirmed  should  kneel  down. 

4.  The  Clergy  should  recommend  great  simplicity  of  dress  and  the  avoid- 
ance of  ornaments  to  the  female  candidates.  They  should  wear  a simple  veil 
or  cap,  which  should  lie  flat  on  the  head,  and  the  face  should  not  be  covered. 

Note, — (a)  The  attention  of  the  Clergy  is  called  to  two  Hymn  Sheets  con- 
taining new  Hymns  for  Confirmations,  which  have  been  published  by  the 

S.P.C.K.,  Northumberland  Avenue,  at  the  request  of  the  Bishops. 

{b)  It  is  particularly  requested  that  all  names  of  Candidates  may  be 
written  on  one  of  the  Diocesan  Forms  (which  can  be  obtained  from  the  Rural 
Dean)  and  that  the  Summary  on  the  outside  may  be  carefully  filled  up.

CHAPTER  XXVI. 

/iDarriages. 

Marriages  in  Ancient  and  District  Parishes. 

When  a district  has  been  legally  assigned  to  a consecrated  church  or  chapel, 
and  it  becomes  a Consolidated  Chapelry,  or  a separate  parish  for  all  Ecclesias- 
tical purposes,  banns  should  be  published  and  marriages  solemnised  therein 
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Procedure  when  Parish  Church  is  Closed# 

When  a church  is  under  repair  the  publication  of  banns  and  solemnisation 
of  marriage  may  take  place  in  the  church  of  an  adjoining  parish,  or  in  any 
place  within  the  limits  of  the  parish  which  shall  be  licensed  by  the  Bishop  for 
performance  of  divine  service  and  the  solemnisation  of  marriages  during  the 
repair  or  rebuilding  of  the  church.  (4  Geo.  IV.  c.  76,  s.  13.) 

When  the  church  is  pulled  down,  rebuilding,  or  under  repair,  it  shall  be 
lawful  for  the  Bishop  to  order  that  banns  may  be  published  and  marriages 
solemnised  in  any  consecrated  chapel  of  such  parish  or  place  which  he  shall 
by  order  in  writing  direct,  until  the  church  shall  again  be  opened  for  the 
performance  of  divine  service,  (ii  Geo.  IV.  c.  18,  s.  2.) 

Regulations# 

The  time  for  celebration  of  marriage,  except  by  special  licence,  is  between 
8 A.M.  and  3 r.M.  (49  & 50  Viet.  c.  14.)  The  hour  within  those  limits 
is  to  be  fixed  by  the  minister. 

Two  credible  witnesses  must  be  present,  besides  the  officiating  minister. 
(4  Geo.  IV.  c.  76,  s.  28.) 

A ward  in  Chancery  before  marriage  must  have  the  written  consent  of  a 
Judge  of  the  Chancery  Division  of  the  High  Court. 

Marriage  after  Banns# 

Under  the  Marriage  Act,  4 Geo.  IV.  c.  76,  seven  clear  days*  written 
notice  of  the  desire  to  have  the  banns  published  should  be  given  to  the 
minister  of  the  parish  in  which  the  parties  reside,  or,  if  they  reside  in  different 
parishes,  then  to  the  clergyman  in  each  parish.  The  officiating  minister  of 
the  one  must  require  a certificate  of  the  banns  being  thrice  asked  from  the 
minister  of  the  other  before  solemnising  marriage.  This  certificate  does  not 
require  a stamp.  The  banns  need  not  be  published  on  the  same  three 
Sundays  in  both  parishes.  If  omitted  by  mistake  on  any  Sunday,  they  may 
be  published  on  the  next  Sunday,  three  consecutive  Sundays  not  being 
essential.  After  the  publication  of  the  banns  the  marriage  may  take  place  at 
any  time  within  three  months  in  one  of  the  churches  in  which  they  have  been 
published ; after  this  the  banns  lapse,  and  a fresh  publication  becomes  necessary. 

A clergyman  may  accept  the  certificate  of  a Superintendent  Registrar  in 
lieu  of  banns,  under  the  provisions  of  6 & 7 Will.  IV.  c.  85,  s.  i,  as 
amended  by  i Viet  c.  22,  s.  i,  whereby  it  is  enacted  that  ‘Where  by  any 
law  or  canon  theretofore  in  force  it  is  provided  that  any  marriage  may  be 
solemnised  after  publication  of  banns,  such  marriage  may  be  solemnised  to 
like  manner  on  production  of  the  Superintendent  Registrar’s  certificate.’  It 
is  doubtful  whether  a clergyman  can  be  compelled  to  accept  a Superintendent 
Registrar’s  certificate  in  lieu  of  banns.  A Superintendent  Registrar  cannot 
grant  a licence  for  marriage  in  any  church  or  chapel  of  the  Church  of  England. 

Marriage  by  Licence# 

Marriage  Licences  for  marriages  within  the  Diocese  of  London  are  issued 
from  the  Bishop  of  London’s  Registry,  i Dean’s  Court,  Doctors’  Commons, 
S.  Paul’s  Churchyard,  from  10  to  4,  except  on  Saturday,  when  the  hours  are 
10  to  I,  on  application  being  made  personally  by  one  of  the  parties  to  the 
marriage  at  the  Registry  or  to  one  of  the  Local  Surrogates, 
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Marriage  Licences  are  also  granted  by  the  Master  of  the  Faculties  and  the 
Vicar-General  of  the  Province  of  Canterbury.  The  fees  are  the  same  as 
above.  These  Licences  may  be  obtained  from  any  of  their  Surrogates,  of 
whom  a list  appears  in  this  Chapter. 

No  agent  will  be  allowed  to  interfere  in  any  manner  whatsoever  in 
obtaining  or  procuring  a marriage  licence  or  paying  for  the  same. 

Affidavits  for  marriage  licences  are  prepared  from  the  instructions  of  one 
of  the  parties  to  be  married  personally  appearing  in  the  Registry,  or  before  a 
Local  Surrogate. 

Fees  and  charges  for  the  affidavit  and  licence,  lOi-. ; stamps,  lo^.  ; 
total,  £2.  On  application  to  Surrogate,  £2  5i‘.,  which  maybe  reduced  by 
the  Surrogate  to  £2  is. 

Licence  for  Marriage  of  Foreign  Subject  in  England  with  the  Chancellor’s 
Certificate  as  to  validity  is  £"^  os,  6d. 

The  licence  is  valid  for  three  months  from  the  date  of  its  issue. 

By  the  4th  George  IV.  c.  76,  it  is  enacted  that,  in  order  to  avoid  fraud 
and  collusion  in  obtaining  licences  for  marriage,  before  any  such  licence  be 
granted,  one  of  the  parties  shall  make  an  affidavit,  on  oath,  that  there  is  no 
legal  impediment  to  the  intended  marriage  ; and  also  that  one  of  such  parties 
hath  had  a usual  place  of  abode  for  the  space  of  i^  days  inimediately  preceding 
the  issuing  of  the  licence,  in  the  parish  of  the  church  in  which  the  marriage  is 
to  be  solemnised. 

Marriage  of  Divorced  Persons  and  Certain  Others. 

By  order  of  the  Bishop  every  application  for  a licence  in  the  case  of  a 
divorced  person  whose  former  husband  or  wife  is  still  living,  or  of  a proposed 
marriage  with  a deceased  wife’s  sister,  or  with  a non-Christian,  is  reserved  at 
the  Registry  for  personal  consideration  by  himself. 

Surrogates. 

The  applicant  to  a Surrogate  is  required  to  make  an  affidavit  before  him 
that  one  of  the  parties  to  be  married  has  had  his  or  her  usual  place  of  abode, 
for  the  space  of  fifteen  days  immediately  preceding,  within  the  parish  in  wffiich 
the  marriage  is  to  be  solemnised  ; and  a licence  is  valid  for  three  months.

Office,  23  Knightrider  Street,  E.C.,  under  special  circumstances,  where  there 
is  difficulty  in  complying  with  the  necessary  legal  requirements  ; but  the 
reasons  assigned  must  be  such  as  to  meet  with  the  approval  of  the  Archbishop 
of  Canterbury.  The  fees  and  stamp  duty  amount  to  £2^. 


Mamages  in  England  where  one  party  resides  in  Scotland* 

Where  one  of  the  parties  resides  in  Scotland  the  marriage  may  be  either 
by  licence  or  by  banns,  if  the  banns  of  the  party  residing  in  Scotland  have  been 
published  in  the  Established  Church  of  the  parish  in  Scotland  in  which  the 
party  resides  (49  & 50  Viet.  c.  3). 

Marriages  in  England  where  one  party  resides  in  Ireland* 
By  62  & 63  Viet.  c.  27,  where  one  of  the  parties  resides  in  Ireland  and  the 
other  in  England  the  marriage  may  be  celebrated  in  England  by  licence,  or 
after  the  publication  of  banns  in  Ireland  of  the  party  resident  in  Ireland  and  in 
F.ngland  of  the  party  resident  in  England  in  the  Church  of  the  Parish  or 
Parishes  in  which  the  parties  respectively  live. 


Naval  Marriages  Act,  1915» 

I.  Where,  during  the  continuance  of  the  present  war,  one  of  the  parties 
to  an  intended  marriage  is  an  officer,  seaman,  or  marine  borne  on  the  books 
of  one  of  Flis  Majesty’s  ships,  and  the  parties  to  the  intended  marriage  have 
duly  fullilled  all  the  conditions  required  by  law  for  enabling  them  to  be 
married  in  any  particular  place  of  worship  or  in  any  particular  district  in  the 
United  Kingdom,  then,  if  the  officer,  seaman,  or  marine  obtains  from  the 
officer  commanding  the  ship  on  whose  books  he  is  borne  a certificate  that 
owing  to  the  exigencies  of  the  public  service  the  officer,  seaman,  or  marine 
cannot  be  allowed  to  proceed  to  that  place  of  worship  or  to  that  district,  the 
marriage  may  be  lawfully  solemnized  or  contracted  in  any  other  building  in 
the  United  Kingdom  in  which  marriages  may  lawfully  be  solemnized  or  con- 
tracted, as  though  the  parties  thereto  had  duly  fulfilled  all  the  conditions  re- 
quired by  law  for  enabling  them  to  be  married  at  that  building  : Provided 
that  where  apart  from  the  above  provision  the  marriage  could  not  have  been 
solemnized  elsewhere  than  in  a place  of  worship  of  a particular  denomination. 
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nothing  in  the  said  provision  shall  be  construed  as  authorising  the  solemniza- 
tion of  the  marriage  elsewhere  than  in  such  place  of  worship. 

2.  Where,  during  the  continuance  of  the  present  war,  one  of  the  parties  to 
an  intended  marriage  is  an  officer,  seaman,  or  marine  borne  on  the  books  of 
one  of  Ilis  Majesty’s  ships,  any  certificate  of  the  publication  or  proclamation 
of  banns  or  of  notice  of  marriage  issued  for  the  purpose  of  the  intended 
marriage  shall,  notwithstanding  anything  in  any  other  Act,  continue  to  be 
valid  for  twelve  months,  and  the  marriage  may  accordingly  be  lawfully 
solemnized  or  contracted  at  any  time  within  those  twelve  months. 

Soldiers'  and  Sailors^  Marriage  Ii:ences* 

During  the  period  of  the  War  the  fees  upon  an  ordinary  licence  granted 
to  a soldier  or  sailor  below  commissioned  rank  will  be  reduced  in  cases  where 
the  parties  are  in  poor  circumstances.  Each  case  will  be  dealt  with  on  its 
merits,  and  under  certain  conditions  the  reduction  will  be  to  a minimum  of  ioj-. 

Marriages  of  Foreigners  within  the  Diocese* 

The  Bishop  of  London  has  issued  this  order  with  regard  to  marriages  of 
foreigners  within  the  Diocese  : 

‘ Marriages  in  England  of  foreigners,  or  of  foreigners  with  British  subjects, 
are,  if  performed  in  accordance  with  the  requirements  of  English  Law,  valid 
throughout  the  British  Empire.  But  marriages  in  England  of  or  with 
foreigners  will  not  be  necessarily  valid  in  the  countries  to  which  they  belong 
unless  the  legal  requirements  of  the  countries  or  country  to  which  they  belong 
are  complied  with. 

‘ The  Secretary  of  State  for  Foreign  Affairs  has  made  international 
arrangements  with  the  Governments  of  PTance  and  Belgium  under  which  the 
Consul  of  France  and  the  Belgian  Minister  respectively  are  required,  on 
application,  to  ascertain,  in  the  case  of  a party  to  an  intended  marriage  being  of 
French  or  Belgian  nationality,  if  the  legal  requirements  of  their  country  have 
been  complied  with,  and  to  furnish  a certificate  to  that  effect.  No  such  arrange- 
ment has  as  yet  been  made  in  such  cases  with  other  foreign  Governments. 

‘ The  Bishop  therefore  directs  that  where  a foreigner,  being  of  French  or 
Belgian  nationality,  is  a party  to  a marriage  by  banns,  with  an  English  subject, 
in  the  Diocese  of  London,  that  the  clergyman  of  the  parish  shall  require, 
before  the  solemnisation  of  the  marriage,  the  production  of  a certificate  from 
the  Consul  of  the  country  to  which  the  foreigner  belongs,  that  all  the  legal 
requirements  necessary  to  the  validity  of  the  marriage  in  that  country  have 
been  complied  with. 

‘ The  Bishop  further  directs  that  where  both  parties  to  a marriage  in  the 
Diocese  of  London  are  foreigners,  or  where  one  of  the  parties  is  a foreigner 
belonging  to  any  country  except  France  or 'Belgium,  the  marriage  shall  be  by 
licence,  which  will  not  be  granted  unless  the  Chancellor  of  London  is  satisfied 
after  considering  the  law  of  the  foreign  country,  to  wdiich  either  belongs,  that 
the  grant  is  one  which  can  properly  be  made.’ 

Marriage  with  Foreigners  AcU  1906* 

The  Act  of  Parliament  entitled  ‘Marriage  with  Foreigners  Act,  1906’ 
(6  Edw.  VII.  c.  40),  enacts  (i)  Where  arrangements  have  been  made  to  the 
satisfaction  of  His  Majesty  with  any  foreign  country  for  the  issue  by  the  proper 
officers  of  that  country,  in  the  case  of  persons  subiect  to  the  marriage  law  of 
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that  country  proposing  to  marry  British  subjects  in  the  United  Kingdom,  of 
certificates  that  after  proper  notices  have  been  given  no  impediment  according 
to  the  law  of  that  country  has  been  shown  to  exist  to  the  marriage,  His 
Majesty  may,  by  Order  in  Council,  make  regulations  : [a)  requiring  any  person, 
subject  to  the  marriage  law  of  that  foreign  country,  who  is  to  be  married  to  a 
British  subject  in  the  United  Kingdom,  to  give  notice  of  the  fact  that  he  is 
subject  to  the  marriage  law  of  that  country  to  the  person  by  or  in  the  presence 
of  whom  the  marriage  is  to  be  solemnised  ; and  (^)  forbidding  any  person  to 
whom  such  a notice  is  given  to  solemnise  the  marriage  or  to  allow  it  to  be 
solemnised  until  such  a certificate  as  aforesaid  is  produced  to  him.  (2)  If  any 
person  knowingly  acts  in  contravention  of,  or  fails  to  comply  with,  any  such 
regulation,  he  shall  be  guilty  of  a misdemeanour,  and  shall  be  liable  to  a fine  not 
exceeding  one  hundred  pounds,  or  to  imprisonment  for  a term  not  exceeding 
one  year.

Religious  Service  in  Church  after  Marriage  by  Registrar* 

No  religious  service  may  be  used  at  a Registry  Office  of  any  district  at  any 
marriage  solemnised  therein  ; but,  if  persons  married  therein  desire  to  add  the 
Church  of  England  Service  to  the  marriage  so  contracted,  it  is  competent  for 
them  to  present  themselves  to  a clergyman,  having  previously  given  him 
notice  of  their  intention  so  to  do  ; and  upon  the  production  of  their  certificate 
of  marriage  before  the  Superintendent  Registrar,  and  upon  the  payment  of 
the  customary  fees  (if  any),  such  clergyman  ^ may,  if  he  shall  see  fit,'^  in  the 
church  whereof  he  is  the  regular  minister,  by  himself,  or  by  some  minister 
nominated  by  him,  read  the  Marriage  Service  of  the  Church  of  England  ; but 
such  reading  must  not  be  entered  as  a marriage  among  the  marriages  in  the 
parish  register.  (19  & 20  Viet.  c.  119,  s.  12.)

The  Upper  House  of  Canterbury  consists  of  the  Archbishop  of  Canterbury 
{President)  and  the  Bishops  within  the  Province. 

The  Lower  House  consists  of  the  Deans  and  Archdeacons,  who  are 
Members  ex-ojfficio,  and  of  Elected  Representatives. 

The  Upper  House  of  York  .consists  of  the  Archbishop  {President)  and 
the  Bishops  within  the  Province. 

The  Lower  House  consists  of  Deans  and  Archdeacons,  who  are  Members 
ex-officio,  and  of  Elected  Representatives. 

Houses  of  Laymen* 

Province  of  Canterbury.— Sydney  W.  Flamank,  Secretary. 

Province  of  York. — E.  P.  Charlewood,  Bolton-le-Sands,  Hon.  Sec. 

Members  are  elected  in  each  Diocese  in  the  Province,  by  the  I.ay 
Members  of  its  respective  Diocesan  Conference. 
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IRepresentatire  Cbutcb  Council. 

Presidents — The  Archbishops  of  Canterbury  and  York.

The  following  are  the  Regulations  : — 

The  Council  shall  be  called  the  Representative  Church  Council,  and  shall 
consist  of  three  Houses.  The  members  for  the  time  being  of  the  Upper 
Houses  of  the  Convocations  of  the  two  Provinces  of  Canterbury  and  York 
shall  constitute  the  first  House  or  House  of  Bishops ; the  members  for  the 
time  being  of  the  Lower  Houses  of  the  Convocations  of  the  two  Provinces 
shall  constitute  the  second  House  or  Plouse  of  Clergy  ; and  the  members  for 
the  time  being  of  the  Houses  of  Laymen  of  the  two  Provinces  shall  constitute 
the  third  or  Lay  House. 

Nothing  shall  be  deemed  to  be  passed  by  the  Council  which  has  not 
•received  the  assent  of  each  of  the  three  Houses,  sitting  together  or  separately ; 
except  in  the  case  of  a question  relating  only  to  the  conduct  of  business,  which 
shall  be  decided  by  a majority  of  the  whole  Council. 

The  assent  of  each  House  to  a proposition  shall  be  signified  by  a majority 
of  the  members  of  the  House  present  and  voting,  except  in  the  case  of  an 
alteration  in  or  addition  to  the  Constitution  of  the  Council. 

Nothing  in  this  Constitution  nor  in  any  proceeding  of  the  Council  shall 
interfere  with  the  exercise  by  the  Episcopate  of  the  powers  and  functions 
inherent  in  them,  or  with  the  several  powders  and  functions  of  the  Blouses  of 
Convocation  of  the  two  Provinces. 

It  does  not  belong  to  the  functions  of  the  Council  to  issue  any  statement 
purporting  to  declare  the  doctrine  of  the  Church  on  any  question  of  theology, 
and  no  such  statement  shall  be  issued  by  the  Council. 

Subject  to  the  provisions  of  the  last  two  preceding  clauses,  questions 
touching  doctrine  and  discipline  may  be  discussed  and  resolutions  relating 
thereto  may  be  passed  by  the  Council  in  like  manner  as  in  the  case  of  other 
questions  : Provided,  that  any  projected  legislative  measure  touching  doctrinal 
formulae  or  the  services  or  ceremonies  of  the  Church,  or  the  Administration  of 
the  Sacraments  and  sacred  rites  of  the  Church,  shall  be  initiated  in  the  House 
of  Bishops  and  shall  be  discussed  by  each  House  sitting  separately,  and  the 
Council  shall  either  accept  or  reject  the  measure  in  the  terms  in  which  it  is 
finally  proposed  by  the  House  of  Bishops,  after  that  House  has  received  and 
considered  the  reports  of  such  separate  discussions. 

Representation  of  the  Laity* 

Scheme  adopted  by  the  Council ^ gth  and  loth  July^  19 M- 

The  Laity  are  represented  (i)  in  Parochial  Church  Councils,  where  duly 
constituted  ; (ii)  in  Rural-decanal  Conferences  ; (iii)  in  Diocesan  Conferences 
and  (iv)  in  the  Provincial  Houses  of  Laymen,  the  members  of  which  also 
constitute  the  Lay  House  of  the  Representative  Church  Council. 

All  representatives,  to  whatever  assembly  they  are  elected,  must  be  actual 
lay  communicant  members  of  the  Church  of  England  above  twenty-one  years 
of  age,  but,  except  in  the  case  of  Parochial  Church  Councils,  need  not  belong  to 
the  body  of  electors,  or  reside  within  the  area,  by  or  for  which  they  are  elected. 
No  candidates  may  be  elected  at  any  election  who  have  not  previously  served, 
or  consented  to  serve,  in  the  capacity  for  which  they  are  candidates.  All 
representatives  must  be  of  the  male  sex,  except  that  the  representatives  on  a 
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Parochial  Church  Council  may  be  women.  Representatives  on  Parochial 
Church  Councils  must  belong  to  the  body  of  electors. 

Parochial  Organisation  and  Elections. 

In  these  rules  : ‘ Parish  ’ means  an  ecclesiastical  parish  or  district,  whether 
ancient  or  new,  the  minister  of  which  has  a separate  cure  of  souls  therein. 

‘ Group  of  parishes  ’ means  tw^o  or  more  parishes  situate  in  the  same  rural 
deanery  and  not  having  separate  Parochial  Church  Councils,  which  for  the 
time  being  have  been  grouped  together  by  the  Diocesan  Conference  for  the 
purpose  of  lay  representation. 

Qualified  electors  in  a parish  are  the  following  lay  members  of  the  Church 
of  England  : Persons  (and  therefore  women  as  w^ell  as  men)  above  tw-enty-one 
years  of  age  resident  in  the  parish  who  either  are  actual  communicants 
of  the  Church  of  England  ; or  have  been  baptised  and  confirmed  and  are 
admissible  to  Holy  Communion,  and  do  not  belong  to  any  religious  body 
which  is  not  in  communion  with  the  Church  of  England  ; and  have  signed  the 
declaration  set  forth  in  the  First  Schedule  to  these  rules. 

Non-resident  electors  who,  under  these  rules,  are  for  the  time  being  entered 
on  the  electoral  roll  of  the  parish. 

Restriction  as  to  Residence. 

No  person  can,  for  the  purpose  of  electing  parochial  lay  representatives, 
be  deemed  to  reside  at  the  same  time  in  more  than  one  parish  in  the  same 
diocese. 

Non-Resident  Electors. 

In  this  rule  ‘ parochial  authority  ’ means  the  secretary  of  the  Parochial 
Church  Council,  or,  if  none,  the  minister  and  churchwardens  (if  any)  of  the 
parish.  A qualified  elector  in  a parish  who  has  during  a period  of  one  year 
preceding  the  date  of  application  habitually  attended  public  worship  in  the  church 
of  another  parish  may  apply  to  the  parochial  authority  of  such  parish  to  become 
a qualified  elector  in  that  parish  instead  of  in  the  parish  in  which  he  or  she  resides. 
The  application  must  be  in  writing  in  the  form  set  forth  in  the  Second  Schedule 
to  these  rules,  and  must  be  signed  by  the  applicant,  and  contain  or  be  ac- 
companied by  a certificate  signed  by  the  parochial  authority  of  the  parish  in 
which  the  applicant  resides  that  the  application  has  been  noted  in  such  parish. 

Electoral  Roll. 

In  every  parish  the  Parochial  Church  Council  or,  if  none,  the  minister  and 
churchwardens  (if  any),  shall  form  a roll  of  electors  on  which  persons  claiming 
to  be  qualified  electors  in  the  parish  shall,  if  their  claim  is  allow'ed,  be  entered  ; 
and  they  shall  remain  on  the  roll  so  long  as  their  title  to  be  qualified  electors  in 
the  parish  continues. 

Parochial  Church  Meeting. 

In  every  parish  or  group  of  parishes  there  shall  be  held  annually  not  later  in 
the  year  than  Easter  w'eek,  or  in  the  following  week,  a Parochial  Church 
Meeting  of  qualified  electors  of  the  parish  or  group  of  parishes  ; For  electing 
to  the  Ruri-decanal  Conference  ; and  where  the  Diocesan  Conference  so 
determines,  to  the  Diocesan  Conference,  such  number  of  parochial  lay 
representatives  as  the  Diocesan  Conference,  in  the  case  of  each  Conference, 
appoints  for  the  parish  or  group  of  parishes  ; and  where  a Parochial  Church 
Council  is  formed,  parochial  lay  representatives  to  the  Church  Council  of

the  parish  or  group  of  parishes  ; and  for  the  consideration  and  transaction  of 
such  other  parochial  church  matters  as  may  be  brought  before  it. 

In  addition  to  the  qualified  electors  all  other  residents  in  the  parish,  or  group 
of  parishes,  who  have  been  baptised  and  confirmed,  and  are  admissible  to 
Holy  Communion,  and  do  not  belong  to  any  religious  body  which  is  not  in 
communion  with  the  Church  of  England,  but  are  not  entitled  to  take  part  in 
the  election  of  parochial  representatives,  may  attend  the  meeting,  if  above  the 
age  of  sixteen  years,  but  shall  not  have  the  power  of  voting. 

Elections. 

Candidates  must  either  previously  in  writing  or  at  the  meeting  be 
nominated  by  one  elector  and  seconded  by  another. 

If  more  candidates  are  nominated  than  there  are  seats  to  be  filled  tlie 
election  shall  take  place  at  the  meeting  unless  a poll  is  demanded. 

If  a poll  is  demanded  it  shall  be  conducted  by  means  of  voting  papers. 

At  every  election  each  elector  has  as  many  votes  as  there  are  persons  to  be 
elected,  but  cannot  give  more  than  Three  Votes  to  one  candidate. 

Where  an  equality  of  votes  renders  a casting  vote  necessary  to  decide  the 
election,  it  shall  be  given  by  the  person  presiding  over  the  election.

The  Church  Congress  was  inaugurated  at  Cambridge  in  1861  chiefly 
through  the  untiring  efforts  of  Archdeacon  Emery.  The  Church  Congress  met 
in  London  for  the  first  time  in  1899  under  the  presidency  of  the  late  Bishop 
Creighton. 

The  Congress  was  held  in  the  Royal  Albert  Hall  and  supplemental 
Meetings  were  arranged  in  the  Imperial  Institute,  the  Great  Elall  of  the  Church 
House,  and  Kensington  Town  Hall.  It  is  computed  that  75, 000  attended  the 
Congress  and  Public  Meetings  held  throughout  the  Congress  week. 

After  the  payment  of  all  expenses,  the  balance  in  hand  amounted  to 
9^-  which  was  allocated  by  the  President  as  follows  : ^686  14s.  gd. 
to  the  Bishop  of  London’s  Fund ; £22^  iSs.  '^d.  to  the  East  London  Church 
Fund;  £22^  i8j.  2>d.  to  the  Diocesan  Branch  of  the  Queen  Victoria  Clergy 
Fund  ; £22^  i8^.  3^/.  to  the  Poor  Schools  Fund.  The  City  Corporation  voted 
£^00  for  a Reception  of  Members  in  the  Guildhall.  The  late  Right  Hon. 
and  Right  Rev.  Mandell  Creighton,  D.D.,  Bishop  of  London,  was  President, 
and  the  Rev.  Prebendary  Glendinning  Nash,  M.A.,  served  as  Hon.  Secretary.

Members  of  Parliament  of  Parliamentary  Divisions  within  the  Diocese 
who  are  Members  of  the  Church  of  England  and  special  speakers  of  the 
Diocesan  Conference,  nominated  by  the  President. 

The  Chancellor  of  the  Diocese,  the  Vicar  General,  Official  Principals,  Regis- 
trars, the  Bishop’s  Legal  Secretaries,  the  Treasurer,  and  the  Hon.  Lay  Secretary. 

Standing  Orders. 

1.  Any  business  of  a routine  character,  and  any  special  business  intro- 
duced by  the  President,  or  with  his  consent,  may  be  brought  forward  without 
having  been  previously  entered  on  the  Agenda  Paper. 

2.  Amendments  to  motions  on  the  Agenda  sent  to  the  Clerical  Secretary 
not  later  than  five  days  before  any  session,  shall  be  printed  and  circulated 
among  the  members  at  the  opening  of  the  session,  and  shall  take  precedence 
of  all  other  amendments  except  motions  of  adjournment. 

3.  All  subsequent  motions  and  amendments  shall  be  reduced  to  writing  and 
handed  to  the  President.  Amendments  received  before  a debate  on  their 
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subjects  has  been  opened,  to  be  read  to  the  Conference.  Fifteen  minutes  shall 
be  allowed  to  the  proposer  of  any  motion,  and  subject  to  the  discretion  of  the 
President,  ten  minutes  to  every  other  speaker.  The  proposer  may  also  claim 
five  minutes  for  reply  at  the  close  of  the  discussion  to  which  such  motion  has 
given  rise,  but  this  liberty  does  not  extend  to  the  mover  of  an  amendment. 
Speeches,  unless  in  the  case  of  the  mover  and  seconder,  must  be  spoken  and  not 
read.  No  member  shall  speak  more  than  once  upon  the  same  motion  except 
by  way  of  personal  explanation  with  the  leave  of  the  President  or  by  way 
of  reply. 

4.  After  an  original  motion  has  been  duly  moved  and  seconded,  any  mem- 
ber may  move  an  amendment  thereto  ; which  arrendment,  being  duly  seconded 
and  discussed,  shall  be  put  before  the  original  motion.  Until  an  amendment 
has  been  disposed  of,  no  other  amendment  except  the  previous  question  shall 
be  proposed.  When  an  amendment  has  been  carried,  the  discussion  shall 
proceed  upon  the  amended  motion  as  a substantive  motion,  upon  which  further 
amendments  may  be  moved  as  before,  and  when  all  amendments  have  been 
disposed  of  the  original  mover  may  exercise  his  right  of  reply,  and  the  motion 
as  finally  amended  shall  be  put. 

5.  When  an  amendment  has  been  disposed  01  no  other  amendment  shall 
be  moved  which  in  the  opinion  of  the  President  is  virtually  a repetition 
thereof. 

6.  (a)  The  previous  question  or  that  the  question  be  not  now  put  shall  be 

moved  in  the  following  form,  ‘ That  the  Conference  do  proceed 
to  the  next  business.’ 

{h)  The  proposal  of  the  previous  question  shall  not  debar  a full  debate 
on  the  merits  or  demerits  of  the  subject  upon  which  the  previous' 
question  has  been  moved,  as  well  as  upon  the  expediency  of  the 
previous  question  itself.  Provided  that  when  the  previous 
question  has  been  carried  upon  an  amendment  the  previous 
question  may  immediately  afterwards  be  formally  moved  and 
seconded  as  an  amendment  to  the  original  motion,  and  in  that 
case  shall  be  forthwith  put  without  debate. 

7.  When  a division  is  called  for,  tellers  of  both  Orders  shall  be  appointed 
by  the  President,  and  the  votes  of  the  two  Orders  shall  be  taken  together, 
unless  before  the  division  ten  members  of  either  Order  shall  require  that  the 
votes  be  taken  separately,  in  which  case  they  shall  be  so  taken. 

8.  The  assent  of  the  President  and  of  a majority  of  the  members  present, 
or  of  the  members  of  each  Order  voting  separately,  as  the  case  may  be,  shall 
be  necessary  to  constitute  an  Act  of  the  Conference. 

9.  The  President  may  extend  the  discussion  of  any  important  subject  to 
the  next  sitting  of  the  Session,  and  also  decide  that  any  resolution  printed 
in  the  Agenda  be  moved  in  the  next  Session  instead  of  in  the  present  Session.

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Christ  Church,  Oxford.  — This 
Mission  was  commenced  in  1881  in 
a district  taken  from  S.  Michael, 
Bromley,  and  All  Hallows,  East  India 
Docks.  The  Church  of  S.  Frideswide 
of  Oxford  has  been  completed  at  a 
cost  of  ^7,000.  It  holds  670.  A 
new  organ  has  been  added  at  a cost 
of  ;^5oo.  Parish  hall  and  club-rooms 
have  been  built,  and  a house  has 
been  erected  at  a cost  of  ;,f4,ooo  for 
seven  residents. 

A spacious  building,  including 
Girls’  Club,  Sisters’  House,  Soup 
Kitchen,  coffee  - house  and  girls’ 
lodging-house,  has  been  built  by  a 
friend. 

In  1914  the  district  was  con- 
stituted a legal  Parish,  and  the 
Mission  was  transferred  to  the  poor 
and  populous  parish  of  Christ 
Church,  Netting  Hill,  of  which  the 
Head,  the  Rev.  J.  S.  Gibbs,  M.A., 
has  been  appointed  Vicar  by  the 
Bishop  of  London. 

The  clergy  are  assisted  by  Diocesan 
Deaconesses.  Many  services  are 
held  on  Sundays,  and  daily  Holy 
Communion,  Matins,  and  Evensong. 
There  are  Guilds  and  Bible  Classes 
for  men  and  women.  Other  agencies 
assist  the  more  directly  spiritual  work. 
Present  members  of  Christ  Church 
contribute  on  the  average  nearly 
;^300  annually ; general  subscribers 
about  ;^8oo. 

Magdalen  College  (Oxford)  Mis- 
sion, in  the  parish  of  S.  Mary,  Somers 
Town.  There  are  three  Boys’ 
Clubs  and  two  Men’s.  The  Settle- 
ment gives  ^150  for  the  stipend 
of  a Curate  at  S.  Mary’s.  An 
Assistant  Curate  is  also  on  the  staff 
of  the  Mission.  There  is  a Settle- 
ment house,  at  Oakley  Square, 


N.W.  I,  for  six  residents,  including 
the  Head.  (See  also  page  144.) 

Eton. — This  Mission  was  com- 
menced in  1880,  and  when  in  1893 
its  permanent  church  was  built  it  was 
formed  into  the  Parish  of  S.  Mary 
of  Eton,  with  a population  of  8,042. 
The  Missioner  is  assisted  by  three 
clergymen,  resident  organist,  four 
Mission  ladies,  a Mission  woman,  a 
nurse,  and  laymen. 

The  Mission  is  maintained  by 
systematic  collections  from  the  houses 
and  in  the  chapel  at  Eton,  and  large 
contributions  have  also  been  made  by 
the  past  and  present  members  of  the 
College,  for  the  working  expenses. 
The  Rev.  R.  L.  White,  M.A.,  is  Vicar 
and  Head  of  the  Mission. 

Harrow. — This  Mission  was  com- 
menced in  1883  in  a district  of  the 
parish  of  S.  Helen,  North  Kensing- 
ton. By  the  consecration  of  the 
church  in  1888  it  became  a separate 
parish,  named  Holy  Trinity,  Latimer 
Road,  W.,  containing  a population 
of  6,000.  The  Vicar  is  assisted  by 
two  clergymen,  a deaconess,  a nurse, 
and  a Mission  woman,  with  about 
eighty  voluntary  Church  workers. 
Many  old  Harrovians  give  up  their 
evenings  and  other  leisure  hours  to 
work  in  the  clubs  and  join  with  the 
men  in  their  recreations,  and  a Hostel, 
designed  by  Norman  Shaw,  Esq., 
R.A.,  intended  to  perpetuate  the 
memory  of  the  first  Harrow  Missioner, 
Rev.  W.  Law,  was  opened  iil  1897. 

About  ;^8oo  is  subscribed  annu- 
ally ; since  the  foundation  of  the 
Mission  nearly  ;,(^40,C)00  has  been  con- 
tributed for  the  church,  mission  hall, 
and  club  buildings,  and  other  wants  ot 
the  Mission.  The  Rev.  H.  S.  Pelham, 
M.  A.  jisVicar  and  Head  of  theMission. 

K 
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Brighton  College. — The  School  ] 
Mission  has  been  actively  engaged 
for  about  eight  years  in  the  parish 
of  S.  Augustine,  Stepney.  The 
parish  is  poor  and  densely  populated. 
The  College  supports  a Club  for  Boys, 
called  ‘ The  Brighton  College  Lads’ 
Club,’  and  pays  a considerable  portion 
of  the  Mission  Curate’s  stipend.  Offer- 
tories for  the  Mission  are  given  in  the 
College  Chapel,  and  a large  number 
of  Old  Boys  contribute  annually. 

Christ’s  Hospital. — An  ‘ Associa- 
tion of  Blues  for  work  among  the 
Poor  in  London,’  formed  in  1892,  is 
at  present  helping  in  the  district  of 
S.  John,  Islington.  The  Working 
Men’s  Club  is  held  at  Twyford  Hall, 
Twyford  Street,  N.  Men  and  money 
are  much  needed,  and  the  Com- 
mittee ask  for  at  least  100  a year 
to  meet  the  expenses  of  the  club  and 
other  needs  of  the  district. 

The  Highgate  School  assists  S. 
Mark,  Dalston,  and  subsidises  a 
curate.  The  School  contributes  £120 
per  annum.  Communications  should 
be  addressed  to  the  Hon.  Sec.  and 
Treasurer,  Mission  Society,  School- 
house,  Highgate,  N.  6. 

Marlborough.— This  Mission  was 
commenced  in  1882  in  Tottenham. 
A church  dedicated  to  S.  Mary  the 
Virgin  was  consecrated  in  1887,  and 
cost  £g^  500.  Sites  for  Sunday-schools 
and  Workmen’s  Club  were  purchased 
in  1889,  and  a vicarage  built  in  1890. 
In  1891  a mission  building  was  begun 
for  2,000  people  at  a distance  from 
the  church,  and  completed  in  1893 
at  a cost  of  ;^2,200,  and  another 
was  completed  in  1899  at  a cost  of 
;^5,ooo.  Since  the  parish  was  con- 
stituted and  endowed  with  ;i^290  the 
Marlborough  boys  and  masters  con- 
tribute/^ 120  per  annum  to  an  assist- 
ant Curate ; and  Old  Marlburians, 
with  the  help  of  the  A.C.S.,  now 
provide  a second  Curate  for  the 
increasing  population. 

Merchant  lay  lor  8’  SchoolMission, 


West  Hackney,  was  founded  in  1889, 
when  a Chapel  and  Mission  Buildings 
were  erected.  In  1910  a permanent 
church  dedicated  to  S.  Barnabas  was 
built  in  the  parish  of  West  Hackney 
at  a cost  of  over  /’5,ooo.  The  Mis- 
sion was  suggested  and  promoted  by 
the  late  Headmaster,  Dr.  Baker. 
The  present  Missioner  is  the  Rev.  E. 
Tritton,  S.  Barnabas’  Parsonage, 
West  Hackney.  There  is  a Ladies’ 
Settlement.  The  general  funds  are 
in  part  provided  by  past  and  present 
Merchant  Taylors’  scholars. 

Monkton  Combe  School  Mission, 
S.  Mary’s  Whitechapel.  — Income 
about  /"yo  per  annum.  President, 
Rev.  H.  R.  Norton,  B.A.,  S.  Mary’s 
Clergy  House,  Whitechapel,  E.  1. 

The  Shropshire  Mission  was 
founded  in  1884  to  provide  for  the 
spiritual  wants  of  a population  of 
over  7,500,  composed  of  City  clerks 
and  artisans,  residing  in  the  | Noel 
Park  Estate,  Wood  Green.  A parish 
church  dedicated  to  S.  Mark  was 
built  in  1889  at  a cost  of  over  /*7,ooo, 
and  in  1897  a mission  building  at  an 
expenditure  of  nearly  /‘3,ooo.  The 
Rev.  J.  T.  T.  Robinson,  M.A.,  is 
Vicar  and  Head. 

Tonbridge  School. — In  1883  Ton- 
bridge  School  began  to  assist  the 
district  which  is  now  the  Parish  of 
Holy  Cross,  S.  Pancras.  Since  then  a 
Parish  Church  has  been  erected,  partly 
paid  for  by  the  School,  which  also 
provides  £100  a year  towards  the 
stipend  of  an  assistant  Curate. 

Haileybury  College  and  Guild  has 
formed  a Club  in  Ben  Jonson  Road, 
Stepney  Green,  and  also  contributes 
to  the  Boys’  Club  in  the  Parish  of 
Holy  Trinity,  Lincoln’s  Inn  Fields. 

Ihe  Radley  College  Mission. — 
The  College  supports  by  voluntary 
terminal  subscription  a Boys’  Club  in 
S.  Peter  s parish,  London  Docks,  and 
boards  out  in  the  village  three  little 
East  London  boys.  The  Mission 
Buildings  are  in  Walmer  Road,  W. 
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The  Rugby  Mission. — The  Rugby 
School  Mission,  Rugby  House,  292 
Lancaster  Road,  of  which  the  Rev. 
C.  S.  Donald,  M.A. , is  Head,  is 
maintained  by  Rugby  School  and  old 
Rugbeians  in  the  potteries  district  of 


Notting  Dale.  There  are  five  Lay 
Residents.  Clubs  for  men,  boys,  and 
girls  are  run  on  the  Oxford  House 
system.  On  Sundays  there  is  a Club 
service  for  men  and  boys.  The  Mission 
Buildings  are  in  Notting  Hill  Dale.

The  Society  makes  grants  towards  the  support  of  Curates,  Lay  Agents, 
and  Women  Workers.  The  last  report  showed  that  726  parishes  were  aided, 
their  aggregate  population  being  nearly  six  millions.  The  Society  made  grants 
for  744  Curates,  148  Lay  Assistants,  and  209  Women  Workers  ; the  total 
amount  of  these  grants  being  ;^66, 149.  Associated  with  the  Society  are  a 
Board  of  Patronage  Trust,  an  Augmentation  of  Benefices  Fund,  and  a Fund 
for  helping  candidates  for  Holy  Orders,  a Ladies’  Home  Mission  Union,  and 
an  Organization  for  Children  known  as  ‘ The  Recruits  ’ branch. 


The  Additional  Curates  Society.

The  income  for  1917  was  ;,^’34,26o,  towards  which  the  branches  of  the 
Ladies’  Association  all  over  the  kingdom  contributed  1,375.  The  legacies 
amounted  to  ;^7,I30.  In  1918  ;^42,7oo  was  granted  towards  the  stipends 
of  938  curates  working  in  777  parishes.  Lojtdon  gave  in  1917  1,149, 

of  which  ;^6ii  came  from  the  Ladies’  Association.  Grants  were  made  in 
1918  amounting  to  ;^2,95o  towards  the  support  of  61  clergy  working  in  53 
parishes  in  the  Diocese. 

For  Improving  the  Status  of  the  Unbeneficed  Clergy. 

The  following  is  a summary  of  the  proposals  of  the  Association  : — 

1.  All  Priests  should  be  entitled  to  vote  for,  and  to  be  elected  as,  Mem- 
bers of  Convocation. 

2.  Every  Assistant  Curate  should  be  borne  on  the  roll  of  some  diocese, 
to  which  he  should  be  attached  until  formally  transferred  to  another.  The 
Bishop  alone  should  have  power  to  remove  a Curate  from  his  sphere  of  work. 
The  stipends  of  all  Assistant  Curates  should  be  paid  through  diocesan  funds. 

3.  The  unbeneficed  should  be  eligible  for  assistance  from  the  Q.V.C.F. , 
and,  so  far  as  is  possible,  from  the  funds  now  provided  by  the  Ecclesiastical 
Commissioners  for  the  benefit  of  the  poorly-endowed  Clergy.

This  Society,  founded  1698,  produces  annually  about  fourteen  millions  of 
Bibles,  Prayer-books,  Tracts,  &c.,  in  157  different  languages  ; free  grants  are 
made  to  the  extent  of  about  ;^io, 000  a year.  Grants  are  made  towards  the  re- 
ligious education  of  Elementary  and  Secondary  school  teachers,  the  building 
and  renting  of  Sunday  Schools,  and  scholarships  in  all  parts. 

The  Society  supports  the  College  for  Lay  Workers  in  Stepney.  [See  p.  140.) 

The  Society  has  helped  to  endow  75  dioceses;  it  gives  studentships 
to  candidates  for  the  colonial  and  native  ministry  and  to  those  preparing 
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to  be  medical  missionaries,  provides  chaplains  for  emigrants  at  the  ports  and 
on  the  boats,  and  supports  a Training  College  for  Lay  Workers. 

One  Guinea  is  the  minimum  annual  subscription  qualifying  for  member- 
ship, which  entitles  members  to  receive  each  month  the  Monthly  Report ; to 
vote  at  the  general  meetings  ; to  purchase  Bibles  and  Prayer-books  and 
other  publications  of  the  Society  at  25  per  cent,  discount. 

An  annual  subscription  of  Two  Guineas,  or  more,  entitles  the  member  to 
the  foregoing  privileges,  and  in  addition,  to  receive  a packet  containing  a copy 
of  every  publication  issued  by  the  Society  during  the  year  at  or  under.

Church  of  England  Scripture  Readers^  Association* 

Instituted  under  Episcopal  sanction  in  1844,  to  assist  metropolitan  parishes 
in  the  Dioceses  of  London,  Southwark,  and  Chelmsford,  by  the  employment  of 
lay  evangelists  approved  by  the  Clergy  under  whom  they  work,  but  appointed 
by  the  Committee  after  most  careful  examination  and  inquiry.  They  receive, 
if  approved.  Parochial  Licences  from  the  Bishop.  The  present  staff  consists 
of  45  men.

The  Society  sends  workers  to  all  parts  of  London,  generally  making  grants 
in  aid  towards  the  support  of  members  of  both  branches,  {jSee  p.  173.)

CHAPTER  XXX. 

Diocesan  anO  iparocbtal  IReaOers. 

The  office  of  Reader  was  officially  restored  to  the  Church  of  England 
in  1866  at  a meeting  of  Diocesan  Bishops  at  Lambeth  (on  Ascension  Day 
of  that  year),  when  the  Archbishops  and  Bishops  of  the  Anglican  Communion 
sanctioned  a form  of  commission  and  licence  respectively. 

On  May  8,  1869,  Bishop  Jackson  held  the  first  admission  of  Readers  in  the 
diocese  by  licensing  the  undermentioned  to  conduct  services  in  Schools  and 
Mission  Rooms  and  in  the  open  air,  and  to  render  aid  to  their  respective 
incumbents  in  all  ministrations  which  do  not  strictly  require  the  services  of 
a Minister  in  Holy  Orders  : — T.  Martin  to  S.  Mark,  Dalston  ; E.  Smith  to 
S.  John,  Hoxton ; and  A.  Davis  to  S.  John,  Fitzroy  Square. 

Bishop  Temple,  who  was  the  first  to  appoint  a Readers’  Board  for  the 
Diocese,  as  also  Bishop  Creighton  and  the  present  Bishop,  with  the  assistance 
of  the  Board,  have  been  instrumental  in  greatly  increasing  the  number  of 
Readers  and  the  scope  of  their  ministration.  In  1891  Diocesan  Readers  were 
first  commissioned  to  conduct  extra  services  and  to  give  addresses  in  conse- 
crated buildings,  including  the  usual  sermon  after  Evensong,  in  the  Diocese 
of  London. 

During  the  war  the  Bishop  of  London  has  agreed  that  the  Board  shall 
also  be  empowered  to  give  leave,  on  his  behalf,  to  Diocesan  Readers  to  preach 
after  Matins  when  it  is  not  followed  by  the  Holy  Communion.  There  must 
be  special  application  to  the  Be  ard,  through  the  Secretary,  in  each  instance. 

The  London  Readers’  Board  or  Lay  Reader  Headquarters  arranges 
and  superintends  every  year  a course  of  instruction  and  training  for  Readers 
throughout  the  country,  generally  at  Keble  College,  Oxford,  or  at  Selwyn 
College,  Cambridge.

There  are  more  than  100,000  persons  of  foreign  birth  within  Rural  Dean- 
eries in  the  Diocese  of  London. 

This  vast  foreign  population  may  be  viewed  in  relation  to  religion,  marriage, 
and  relief : 

(i)  The  clergy  are  earnestly  endeavouring,  by  visitation,  services,  classes, 
clubs  and  dispensaries  to  promote  the  temporal  and  spiritual  interests  of  their 
foreign  parishioners. 

(ii)  With  regard  to  the  marriage  of  foreigners,  or  of  foreigners  with  British 
female  subjects,  it  is  imperative  that  the  Bishop’s  order  should  be  observed,  for 
unless  the  marriage  law  of  the  Foreign  country  to  which  either  or  both  belong 
is  complied  with,  the  marriage  will  not  be  acknowledged  as  valid  beyond  the 
United  Kingdom.* 

(hi)  With  regard  to  charity,  it  is  expedient  that  application  should  be  made 
in  exceptional  distress  to  foreign  charities.

The  Diocesan  Board  of  Missions  is  in  close  touch  with  the  Central  Board 
of  Missions,  and  has  working  under  it  Missionary  Boards  or  Missionary 
Committees  in  all  but  two  of  the  twenty-seven  deaneries.  It  does  not 
collect  funds  for  Missions,  Its  objeets  are;  (i)  to  present  the  Church’s 
Work  Overseas  as  a work  belonging  to  the  Church  as  a whole;  (2)  to  bring 
home  to  all  Church  people  the  duty  of  supporting  that  work  by  sympathy, 
prayer,  almsgiving,  and  service  ; and  (3)  to  unite  them  in  their  support  in  such 
ways  as  will  not  interfere  with,  but  assist,  existing  organisations.  It  encourages 
the  arrangement  of  united  services  of  missionary  intercession,  united  meetings, 
missionary  exhibitions,  study  circles,  &c.  The  Annual  Missionary  Service  for 
the  Metropolis,  arranged  in  conjunction  with  the  Dioceses  of  Southwark  and 
Chelmsford,  is,  at  present,  in  abeyance.  It  endeavours  to  promote  the  observ- 
ance in  the  fullest  measure  possible  of  the  season  of  S.  Andrew’s-tide,  usually 
issuing  a scheme  of  subjects  for  Addresses  and  Intercession.  It  has  published 
a list  of  workers  abroad  who  have  previously  worked  or  resided  in  the  Diocese. 
A Summary  of  Parochial  Contributions  to  Missions  Overseas  is  issued 
annually.  The  average  amount  raised  in  the  Diocese  by  parochial  effort 
during  the  past  three  years  was  ;^52,o8o.  The  Budget  of  the  Central  Board 
for  1918  — excluding,  in  view  of  the  difficulties  of  the  times,  16,750 
estimated  for  reasonable  extensions — stated  ;^i,  109,121  as  the  minimum 
sum  required  during  the  year  from  the  Home  Church  for  the  work  abroad. 
The  Diocesan  Board  estimated  110,000  as  the  minimum  which,  even  in 
present  circumstances,  the  London  Diocese  ought  to  contribute — namely, 
;i^’40,ooo,  as  heretofore,  by  individual  subscriptions  sent  direct  to  Societies, 
and;,/ 70,000  to  be  raised  parochially.  This  latter  sum  it  apportioned  among 
the  Deaneries  ; and  in  several  Deaneries  there  has  been  a further  apportion -

The  War  and  the  Society.— 125,000  copies  of  ‘A  Call  to  Prayer’  were 
distriluited  at  a cost  of  ;^620.  About  ;fi,555  worth  of  literature  (including 
many  thousands  of  Prayer  and  Hymn  Books)  was  supplied  as  free  grants  in 
the  first  twelve  months  of  the  War  for  our  sailors  and  soldiers.  Numerous 
applications  for  similar  help  are  daily  being  received  from  the  Chaplains. 

Religious  Publications. — This  Society  produces  annually  about  fourteen 
million  Bibles,  Prayer-books,  Tracts,  &c.,  in  157  different  languages. 
Free  grants  of  these  are  made  to  the  Clergy  at  home  and  abroad  for  all 
sorts  of  purposes  to  the  extent  of  about  0,000  a year. 

Education  at  Home  and  Abroad. — Grants  are  made  towards  the  religious 
education  of  Elementary  and  Secondary  School  Teachers,  the  renting  of 
Sunday  Schools,  and  Scholarships. 

Colonial  and  Foreign. — The  Society  has  helped  to  endow  seventy-five 
Dioceses;  it  gives  Studentships  to  candidates  for  the  Colonial  and  Native 
Ministry  and  to  those  preparing  to  be  Medical  Missionaries.  Settlers  are 
helped  to  build  their  Churches  at  the  rate  of  th'ee  Chtirches  a week.  It 
provides  Chaplains  for  emigrants  at  the  ports  and  on  the  boats. 

General  Purposes. — By  the  width  of  its  Charter  the  Society  is  able  to 
direct  its  energies  into  new  channels  as  need  arises.  The  Society  is  thus  the 
Church’s  emergency  Society,  and  the  only  organization  to  which  the  Bishops 
can  look  for  help  at  periods  of  crisis  and  when  new  needs  arise.

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The  Bible  Society  exists  for  one  single  object — the  wider  circulation  of 
the  Holy  Scriptures  without  note  or  comment.”  In  this  enterprise  it  unites 
Christians  of  almost  every  communion. 

Thus  the  Society  co-operates  with  missionaries,  w^orking  in  connection 
with  almost  every  missionary  organization,  in  preparing  the  versions  which 
they  need.  It  prints  and  publishes  the  Scriptures  at  great  cost,  pays  the 
carriage  on  the  books  to  the  Mission  Stations,  and  bears  the  loss  involved  in 
the  sale  of  these  editions  at  reduced  prices. 

The  Society’s  list  of  versions  now  includes  the  names  of  511  distinct  forms 
of  speech.  The  S.P.G.  procures  the  Scriptures  from  the  Bible  Society  in  79 
languages;  the  C.M.S.  has  used  119  of  the  Society’s  versions;  while  the 
U.M.C.A.,  the  Anglican  New  Guinea  Mission,  the  Melanesian  Mission,  and 
the  South  American  Missionary  Society,  obtain  from  the  Bible  Society  most 
of  the  editions  of  the  Scriptures  which  they  need. 

It  may  not  be  generally  realized  that  the  Bible  Society  is  a missionary 
organization  in  a very  true  sense.  Its  responsible  agents  are  to  be  found  in 
all  parts  of  the  world  directing  the  operations  of  its  army  of  over  1,000 
colporteurs — native  Christians  who  travel  selling  cheap  copies  of  the 
vernacular  Scriptures  in  the  remotest  corners  of  the  earth.  Where  missions 
are  established,  these  colporteurs  work  in  co-operation  with  them. 

The  conquests  of  Christian  missions  involve  ever-increasing  demands  for 
the  Christian  Scriptures.  The  power  of  the  printed  page  is  increasing  every 
year.  Immense  and  imperious  new  claims  are  knocking  at  the  door  of  the 
Bible  House.  During  the  last  four  years  the  Society  has  issued  more  than 
40,000,000  copies  of  the  Scriptures. 

Since  the  war  began,  the  Society  has  provided  over  8,000,000  Testaments, 
Gospels,  and  Psalters  in  all  the  seventy-five  different  languages  spoken  by  the 
soldiers  and  sailors  now  fighting. 

Out  of  every  sovereign  w^hich  the  Bible  Society  spends  in  producing  and 
distributing  the  Scriptures,  less  than  yj.  ^d,  comes  back  to  it  from  the 
proceeds  of  sales  ; for  the  remainder  it  must  rely  simply  on  the  gifts  of 
Christian  people.

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Objects  of  the  Association* 

(i)  To  promote  the  education  of  children  in  the  Diocese  of  London,  who 
belong  to  the  Church  of  England,  in  the  principles  of  the  Church. 

(ii)  To  provide  for  the  inspection  of  the  Church  Schools  and  the 
examination  of  pupil- teachers  and  scholars  in  religious  knowledge,  with  the 
consent  of  the  Managers  and  under  the  direction  of  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese. 

(hi)  To  promote  the  religious  instruction  of  such  pupil-teachers  in  ‘ Pro- 
vided Schools  ’ as  may  be  desirous  of  entering  Church  Training  Colleges,  and 
to  arrange  (when  desired)  for  the  inspection  of  ‘ Provided  Schools  ’ and  the 
examination  of  the  scholars  in  religious  knowledge,  according  to  the  syllabus 
(if  any)  appointed  by  the  local  Education  Authority. 

(iv)  To  assist  the  Church  Schools — 

(a)  By  visiting  and  advising  in  cases  where  demands  are  made  for 
improvements  in  the  school  premises  by  the  Board  of  Education, 
or  by  the  local  Education  Authority  ; 

{d)  By  grants  of  money  in  cases  of  exceptional  need  ; 

(f)  By  inquiring  into,  and  reporting  to  the  Bishop  of  the  Diocese 
upon,  any  difficulty  arising  out  of  section  7,  clause  6,  of  the 
Education  Act  of  1902,  relating  to  religions  instruction  in  the 
‘ non-provided  ’ {i.e.  Voluntary)  Schools. 

(v)  To  render  assistance  generally  to  the  local  Education  Authorities  in 
the  Diocese  in  the  management  of  Church  Schools. 

Constitution. 

1.  The  Association  shall  include  all  the  Church  Schools  in  the  Diocese 
whose  Managers  express  their  willingness  to  join. 

2.  Every  third  year  the  Managers  of  each  Associated  School  shall  be 
summoned  to  meet  with  1 view  to  elect,  for  the  next  three  years,  one  delegate 
for  each  school  consisting  of  one  department,  or  for  each  department  where 
there  is  more  than  one. 

3.  The  Delegates  in  every  Rural  Deanery  shall  be  summoned  by  the 
Rural  Dean,  or,  in  his  default,  by  someone  appointed  by  the  Bishop,  to 
elect  representatives  for  the  Deanery  to  serve  for  three  years  upon  the 
Governing  Body  of  the  Association.  Every  Deanery  shall  have  at  least  one 
representative,  and,  when  there  are  more  than  fifteen  school  departments  in 
any  Deanery,  there  shall  be  one  representative  for  every  ten  or  major  fraction 
of  ten  departments.  When  a Deanery  has  to  elect  two  or  more  representa- 
tives, so  far  as  is  possible  one  half  shall  be  laymen.  In  the  case  of  a Deanery 
electing  only  one  representative,  such  representative  may  be  either  a clergyman 
or  a layman.  The  representatives  need  not  themselves  be  School  Managers. 

4.  The  President  of  the  Association  shall  be  the  Lord  Bishop  of  London, 
who  shall  have  power  to  appoint  a Deputy-President. 

5.  Vice-Presidents,  not  exceeding  seven,  shall  be  elected  by  the  Governing 
Body. 

6.  The  Governing  Body  of  the  Association  shall  consist  of — 

(a)  The  President,  the  Deputy-President,  the  Vice-Presidents,  and 
the  Diocesan  Inspector ; 
ib)  The  Rural  Deans  ; 

[c  The  representatives  of  the  Schools  elected  according  to  Rule  3 ; 

{(i)  Persons  nominated  by  the  President  or  Deputy-President,  or 
co-opted  by  the  Governing  Body,  due  regard  being  had  to  the 
adequate  representation  of  parishes  that  have  no  Church  Day 
Schools— such  persons  not  to  exceed  twenty  in  number. 
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All  vacancies  of  representative  members  in  the  Governing  Body  shall  be 
filled  up  by  election  by  the  delegates  in  the  Rural  Deaneries  in  which  the 
vacancies  occur. 

7.  The  Governing  Body  shall  elect  three  Trustees  in  whom  all  the 
property  of  the  Association  shall  be  vested,  an  Honorary  Treasurer,  and  an 
Honorary  Secretary,  who  shall  thereupon  become  members  of  the  Governing 
Body ; the  Governing  Body  shall  also  appoint  a paid  Secretary. 

8.  The  Governing  Body  may  act  notwithstanding  any  vacancies,  and  its 
proceedings  shall  not  be  invalidated  by  any  irregularity  in  the  election  of  any 
of  its  members. 

9.  The  Governing  Body  shall  prepare  and  submit  to  the  Board  of  Educa- 
tion a scheme  for  the  distribution  of  the  Special  Aid’  Grant  allocated  by  the 
Department  under  the  Voluntary  Schools  Act,  1897. 

10.  The  Governing  Body  shall  meet  at  least  once  in  every  year.  A 
meeting  of  the  Governing  Body  may  be  summoned  by  the  President  or 
Deputy- President,  or  upon  the  requisition  of  not  less  than  fifteen  members  of 
the  Governing  Body. 

11.  The  general  and  financial  work  of  the  Association  shall  be  entrusted 
to  an  Executive  Committee,  which  shall  consist  of : (a)  The  President,  the 
Deputy-President,  the  Vice-Presidents,  the  Honorary  Treasurer,  and  the 
Honorary  Secretary  ; (d)  One  representative  member  of  the  Governing  Body 
for  each  Rural  Deanery,  elected  by  the  Governing  Body  ; {c)  Twelve  members 
of  the  Governing  Body  nominated  by  the  President  or  Deputy- President. 

12.  The  Executive  Committee  may  appoint  sub-committees  for  such  pur- 
poses as  it  may,  from  time  to  time,  think  fit. 

13.  The  Governing  Body  shall  in  no  case  interfere  with  the  ordinary 
management  of  any  Associated  School,  but  it  may  exercise  any  powers  which 
may  be  specially  delegated  to  it  by  the  managers  of  a school. 

14.  Subject  to  the  provisions  of  the  constitution,  the  Governing  Body  shall 
conduct  and  regulate  all  the  affairs  of  the  Association,  and  may  make  by- 
laws in  relation  thereto  and  to  its  own  procedure. 

15.  The  Governing  Body  may  repeal,  alter,  or  add  to  the  constitution  of 
the  Association  by  a resolution  passed  at  one  meeting  by  a majority  of  three- 
fourths  of  the  members  present  and  voting,  and  confirmed  by  a like  majority 
at  the  next  subsequent  meeting,  the  proposed  resolution  having  been  in  each 
case  set  out  in  the  notice  convening  the  meeting. 

16.  A new  Governing  Body  shall  come  into  office  successively  every  third 
year,  on  April  i,  from  1903. 

17.  During  the  first  fortnight  of  the  previous  November,  the  Secretary  of 
the  Association  shall  summon  the  Managers  of  each  Associated  School  to 
elect  delegates  according  to  Rule  2,  and  to  send  their  names  and  addresses  to 
him  before  December  15.  He  shall  then  supply  to  each  Rural  Dean,  or  his 
deputy,  a list  of  the  names  and  addresses  of  all  the  delegates  in  his  Deanery, 
and  request  him  to  summon  them  to  elect  representatives  on  the  Governing 
Body,  before  the  end  of  January,  and  to  inform  the  Secretary  of  the  results  of 
this  election.

CHAPTER  XXXVI. 

IBattonal  Society?  anO  tTralnlna  Colleges. 

The  National  Society,  Great  S.  Peter  Street,  S.W,  i,  makes  grants 
for  National  Schools  in  England  and  Wales,  and  supports,  aided  by  Govern- 
ment Grants,  three  Training  Colleges  for  Teachers  within  the  Diocese  of 
London.  The  following  constitute  the  Diocesan  Board : Prebendaries 

Eardley-Wilmot,  Gurdon,  Perry,  Reynolds. 

With  a few  exceptions  the  Training  Colleges  for  Schoolmasters  and 
Mistresses  have  been  built  by  the  efforts  of  the  Church  of  England  at  the  cost 
of  about  one  million  sterling.

Almoner  may  consider  deserving  of  more  substantial  help  than  the  Gate  Alms, 
but  who  are  not  qualified  for  the  Maundy. 

4.  His  Majesty’s  Royal  Full  Maundy,  which  consists  of  sundry  Money 
Gifts,  amounting  to  about  Five  Pounds  sterling,  to  as  many  persons  of  each 
sex  as  the  King  is  years  old,  and  who  must  at  some  previous  time  have  been 
engaged  in  an  occupation  or  business  which  has  caused  them  to  be  the  means 
of  employment  of  others,  and  to  pay  rates  and  taxes.  These  Gifts  are  dis- 
tributed by  the  Lord  High  Almoner  on  the  Thursday  before  Easter  Day, 
during  a Service  held  in  Westminster  Abbey. 

5.  His  Majesty’s  Royal  Pensions  of  from  Five  to  Ten  Pounds  per  annum 
each  to  persons  who  have  formerly  been  in  a good  station  in  life,  and  who, 
from  no  fault  of  their  own,  are  in  necessitous  circumstances.  These  are  pay- 
able at  Christmas  and  Easter  in  the  same  manner  as  Classes  i and  2.

CHAPTER  XLIII. 


Ibospitals,  ‘Murses,  anb  Convalescent  Ibomes. 

Annually  nearly  a million  and  a half  patients  receive  out-  or  indoor  medical 
or  surgical  relief  at  the  London  Hospitals  and  Dispensaries.  There  are 
85  hospitals  and  50  dispensaries.  Of  the  former  1 1 are  devoted  to  the  treat- 
ment of  children,  and  14  to  women.  The  largest  institution  is  the  ‘ London,’ 
where  last  year  over  240,000  out-patients  and  over  14,700  in-patients  were  medi- 
cally treated.  Hospital  and  dispensary  work  involved  an  expenditure  of  about 
^970,000,  the  ordinary  income  amounting  to  only  ;^720, 000  (patients  contri- 
buting about  ;^66,ooo).  There  are  numerous  nursing  associations,  and  it  is 
estimated  that  they  expend  from  £20,000  to  ^30,000  annually.  There  are  also 
societies  for  the  supply  of  surgical  appliances,  with  an  income  of  about 
^25,000.  The  London  County  Council  is  responsible  for  the  care  and  treat- 
ment of  lunatics,  and  its  Asylums  Committee  has  in  seven  hospitals  15,000 
patients,  at  a cost  of  nearly  500,000.  The  Metropolitan  Asylums  Board  has 
eleven  hospitals  for  the  reception  of  fever  and  other  cases,  at  an  expenditure 
of  ;^8io,ooo.  The  cost  of  the  Infirmaries  and  outdoor  medical  relief  of 
paupers  amounted  to  a very  large  sum.

(i)  The  Council  unites  twenty-eight  different  Associations  for  Rescue  and 
Prevention  Work  in  the  Diocese.  These  embrace  either  a Rural  Deanery  or  a 
group  of  parishes  in  the  scope  of  their  operations,  and  the  whole  of  the  Diocese 
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i£  now  covered  in  this  way.  It  is  the  aim  of  the  Council  to  secure  that 
there  shall  be  no  district  in  London  where  the  Church  of  England  does  not 
offer  a helping  hand  to  any  friendless  girl,  and  an  open  door  to  any  of  the 
fallen  who  seek  refuge  and  protection.  There  are  about  fifty  Penitentiaries, 
Rescue  Homes,  etc.,  in  connection- with  the  Council. 

(2)  The  Council  has  a Ladies’  Committee,  which  deals  through  its  own 
workers  with  special  rescue  cases,  and  arranges  for  the  training  of  ladies 
who  wish  to  devote  themselves  to  the  work. 

(3)  The  Council  has  also  its  Men’s  Committee,  having  its  own  Agent,  who 
works  among  young  men  and  bo}^s  exposed  to  temptations  in  London,  the 
nature  and  strength  of  which  they  only  know  who  are  engaged  in  constant 
combat  with  them.  It  arranges  large  gatherings  of  men  throughout  London,  to 
form  a strong  public  opinion  and  uphold  higher  ideals  of  purity  and  chivalry.

The  fees  include  postages,  telegrams,  carriage,  and  transmission  of  docu- 
ments, office  expenses,  stationers’  charges,  and  all  other  similar  disbursements. 

The  net  annual  value  of  a Benefice  shall,  for  the  purposes  of  the  Scale 
of  Fees  in  respect  of  Collation,  Institution,  Induction,  and  Licence  to  a 
Perpetual  Curacy  be  computed  as  provided  by  the  Pluralities  Acts,  i & 2 Viet, 
cap.  106,  and  13  & 14  Viet.  cap.  98,  and  shall  be  the  gross  amount  of  the 
annual  value  of  such  Benefice  after  deducting  all  taxes,  rates,  tenths,  dues,  and 
permanent  charges  and  outgoings  to  which  such  Benefice  shall  be  subject,  but 
without  any  deduction  or  allowance  for  any  stipend  or  stipends  to  any 
stipendiary  Curate  or  Curates,  nor  for  such  taxes  or  rates  in  respect  of  the 
house  of  residence  of  the  Benefice  or  of  the  Glebe  Land  belonging  thereto  as 
are  usually  paid  by  tenants  or  occupiers,  nor  for  moneys  expended  in  the  repair 
or  improvement  of  the  house  or  residence  and  buildings  and  premises  belong- 
ing thereto.

The  Chancellor’s  fee  includes  the  approval  of  plans,  the  perusal  of  the 
petition  and  other  papers,  the  settling  the  sentence,  and  the  approval  of  the 
Draft  Act.  The  Registrar’s  fee  includes  the  perusal  of  the  deeds  of  convey- 
ance, the  drawing  and  engrossing  of  the  petition,  and  the  sentence  and  the 
notarial  Act,  the  necessary  attendance  at  the  Consecration,  and  the  registering 
the  deeds  and  the  Act  in  the  Register  Book  of  the  Diocese.  The  Secretary’s 
fee  includes  the  inspection  of  plans  and  correspondence  prior  to  the  papers 
being  sent  to  the  Registry.  The  Apparitor’s  fee  includes  all  necessary  citations 
and  attendance  on  the  Bishop  at  the  Consecration.

The  Chancellor’s  Fee  includes  the  perusal  of  the  petition,  the  order  for  the 
notice  of  citation,  as  the  case  may  be,  the  perusal  of  the  certificate  and  other 
papers,  and  making  the  decree.  The  Registrar’s  fee  includes  the  perusal  of 
the  minutes  of  the  vestry  and  the  petition,  the  drawing  of  the  notice  or  citation 
and  other  necessary  documents  and  attending  the  Chancellor  for  his  order,  the 
preparation  of  the  certificate  and  attendance  on  the  Chancellor  for  his  decree, 
and  the  drawing  and  signing  the  faculty. 

The  Apparitor’s  fee  includes  the  service  of  the  notice  or  citation,  but  is 
exclusive  of  one  shilling  a mile  for  travelling  expenses,  if  the  citation  is  to  be 
personally  served  in  the  country.

Visitation. 

The  Chancellor’s  fee  includes  the  attendance  of  the  Chancellor  or  his 
Surrogate,  the  examination  of  the  presentments  of  the  outgoing  churchwardens, 
and  the  admission  of  the  new  churchwardens  to  office.  The  Registrar’s  fee 
includes  the  drawing  and  issuing  of  the  inhibition  and  of  the  Mandate  for  the 
citation  of  the  clergy,  the  preparation  of  the  Visitation  books  and  of  the 
articles  of  inquiry,  and  the  presentment  papers,  the  attendance  at  the  Visita- 
tion, and  attesting  the  presentments  and  declarations  of  the  churchwardens, 
the  registering  the  papers  exhibited  by  the  clergy,  the  tabulating  in  the 
Registry  the  copies  of  the  Register  books  of  Baptism  and  Burials,  and  other 
papers  required  to  be  annually  transmitted.  The  Apparitor’s  fee  includes  the 
preparation  and  delivery  of  the  citations  to  the  clergy  and  churchwardens  and 
the  attendance  at  the  Visitation,

Explanatory  Memorandum  as  to  the  foregoing 
Table  of  Fees. 

By  desire  of  the  Meeting,  consisting  of  the  Bishop,  the  Chancellor,  the 
Archdeacons  and  the  Rural  Deans,  held  on  March  19,  1915,  in  accordance 
with  section  10  of  the  Ecclesiastical  Dilapidations  Act,  1871  (34  «&  35  Viet, 
cap.  43),  to  revise  the  fees  to  be  paid  to  the  Diocesan  Surveyors,  the  Bishop’s 
Secretary,  and  the  Diocesan  Registrar  for  work  done  in  pursuance  of  the  Act, 
this  Memorandum  has  been  prepared  by  the  Chancellor,  indicating  by  refer- 
ence to  the  provisions  of  the  sections  of  the  Act  referred  to  in  the  margin  of 
the  revised  Table  of  Fees  the  nature  of  the  work  to  be  performed  in  respect 
of  which  the  various  fees  are  payable.  The  Memorandum  deals  with  the 
various  items  in  the  order  in  which  they  occur  in  the  Table. 

Surveyors^  Fees* 

Sections  12  to  15  relate  to  cases  in  which  inspections  of  the  buildings,  &c., 
of  a benefice  have  to  be  made  at  other  times  than  when  the  benefice  is 
vacant : — 

(1)  When  a complaint  in  writing  is  made  to  the  bishop  by  the  arch- 
deacon, rural  dean,  or  patron  that  the  buildings,  &c.,  of  the 
benefice  are  dilapidated,  and  the  incumbent  is  not  protected  by  a 
five  years’  certificate. 

(2)  When  the  incumbent  himself  desires  an  inspection  of  the  buildings. 

(3)  When  the  benefice  is  under  sequestration  and  the  incumbent  is  not 
protected  by  a five  years’  certificate. 

In  these  cases  the  surveyor,  on  receiving  notice  from  the  bishop  (secs.  12, 
13),  has  to  inspect  the  buildings,  &c.,  or  the  benefice,  and  to  report  to  the 
bishop  (sec.  14),  stating  in  detail  what  works  are  needed  to  put  the  buildings 
into  repair,  what  will  be  the  probable  cost  of  the  works,  and  within  what 
time  they  should  be  executed  (sec.  1 5).  He  has  also  to  send  a copy  of  his 
report  to  the  incumbent,  and  the  sequestrator  (if  any).  (Sec.  14.) 

Sections  29  /t?  31  relate  to  cases  in  which  the  benefice  has  become  vacant, 
and  the  late  incumbent  was  not  protected  by  a five  years’  certificate.  In  these 
cases  the  surveyor,  on  receiving  the  bishop’s  direction,  has  to  make  inquiries 
as  to  the  extent  of  the  buildings  and  glebe  lands,  if  any,  and  where  the  latter 
are  situated,  also  whether  the  liability  of  the  incumbent  extends  to  the 
chancel  of  the  church.  When  this  information  has  been  obtained  the 
surveyor  has  the  same  duties  as  to  inspection  and  reporting  as  in  the  previous 
cases,  but  has  to  send  copies  of  his  report  both  to  the  new  incumbent  and  old 
incumbent,  his  executors  or  administrators  (sec.  30). 
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Section  22. — Where  a complaint  has  been  made  under  section  12,  this 
section  empowers  the  incumbent,  on  giving  proper  notice  to  the  bishop,  to 
repair  the  dilapidated  buildings,  &c.,  before  inspection  by  the  surveyor. 
The  bishop,  however,  has  power  to  direct  the  surveyor  to  inspect  what  has 
been,  or  is  being,  done,  and  to  report  to  him.  If  he  rejwrts  that  the  repairs 
are  insufficient,  the  bishop  is  emp>owered  to  proceed  as  if  the  incumbent  had 
not  given  notice  that  he  would  repair. 

Section  44. — Where  money  has  been  paid  to  Queen  Anne's  Bounty  to  the 
credit  of  the  dilapidation  account  of  an  incumbent  who  is  required  to  execute 
repairs,  the  money  is  to  be  paid  out  from  time  to  time  for  the  purpose  of 
payment  for  the  repairs  executed,  on  the  certificate  of  the  surveyor  that  so 
much  should  be  paid  out. 

Section  46. — This  provides  for  the  final  certificates  to  be  given  in  all  cases 
by  the  surveyor  when  the  repairs  have  been  completed  to  his  satisfaction. 
These  certificates  are  to  be  in  triplicate,  one  copy  is  to  be  sent  to  the  in- 
cumbent or  sequestrator,  one  to  be  registered  in  the  Diocese  Registry*,  and 
the  third  to  be  delivered  to  Queen  Anne’s  Bounty  Office. 

Sections  22,  44,  46,  and  50. — In  all  cases  of  certificates  under  section  44  for 
payments  on  account,  the  surveyor  has  to  make  inquiries  and  obtain  infor- 
mation as  to  the  value  of  the  work  already  executed,  to  satisfy  himself 
that  the  payment  may  be  made  without  an  inspection,  and  where  no  such 
inspection  is  needed  the  fee  is  to  be  ioj.  6^/.  In  cases  under  sections  22,  44, 
and  46,  where  inspection  is  needed,  the  fee  is  to  be  £2  2s.  For  each  copy  of  a 
certificate  given  under  section  46,  and  also  under  section  50  (see  lost),  a 
charge  of  2s.  6d.  is  to  be  made,  which  is  to  include  postage. 

Section  45. — This  section  provides  for  cases  where  the  benefice  is  seques- 
trated, or  the  incumbent  has  refused  or  neglected  to  execute  repairs  which 
have  been  ordered.  In  such  cases  the  repairs  are  to  be  executed  under  the 
direction  of  the  surveyor,  who  may  employ  any  builders  or  contractors  to 
execute  the  work.  The  Governors  of  Queen  Anne’s  Bounty  are  to  pay  the 
builders  or  contractors  on  certificates  of  the  surveyor  countersigned  by  the 
bishop. 

Sections  and  51. — These  deal  with  cases  in  which  an  incumbent,  who  is 
liable  to  execute  repairs,  with  the  consent  of  the  bishop  and  patron,  alters  or 
remodels  any  part  of  the  buildings  instead  of  executing  the  repiairs  of  that 
part.  In  such  cases  the  surveyor  has  to  give  a special  certificate  in  triplicate, 
in  lieu  of  that  specified  in  section  46. 

Section  52. — If  the  amount  for  which  the  incumbent  is  liable  in  respect  of 
dilapidations  has  been  paid  to  Queen  Anne’s  Bounty,  the  works  may  be  post- 
poned if  the  sur\*eyor  certifies  that  the  postponement  may  safely  be  allowed, 
and  the  bishop,  w ith  the  consent  of  the  patron,  authorises  it.  But  the  bishop 
may  order  the  incumbent  to  pay  such  further  sum,  annually  or  in  gross,  as  the 
surveyor  may  certify  to  be  proper,  to  meet  any  further  probable  dilapidations 
arising  during  the  period  of  postponement. 

Section  57. — This  provides  for  cases  in  which  any  building  of  a benefice  is 
destroyed  or  damaged  by  fire,  and  the  amount  of  insurance  is  not  sufficient  to 
reinstate  it.  The  surveyor  has  to  give  to  the  bishop  a certificate,  in  tripli- 
cate, specifying  the  sum  in  excess  of  the  insurance  money  w’hich  will  be 
needed  for  the  reinstatement. 

Section  58. — This  section  enacts  that  the  provisions  of  the  Act  with  regard 
to  buildings  standing  on  the  lands  belonging  to  any  benefice  shall  not  be 
applicable  to  buildings  which  shall  be  comprised  in  any  lease  for  years  or 
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lives,  for  the  time  being  subsisting,  so  long  as  such  lease  is  subsisting,  except 
in  so  far  as  the  lessee  shall  not  by  virtue  of  the  lease  be  liable  to  insure,  re- 
build, or  repair  the  buildings.  But  the  surveyor  may  inspect  the  buildings 
comprised  in  lease. 

Section  59. — Every  incumbent  or  lessee  who  alleges  that  buildings  are 
exempt  under  section  58  must  produce  to  the  surveyor  for  his  perusal  the 
counterpart  of  the  lease  or  the  lease,  unless  such  counterpart  has  been  already 
deposited  at  the  Diocesan  Registry,  or  with  the  Ecclesiastical  Commissioners. 

Section  70. — This  section  relates  to  buildings  pulled  down  by  an  incum- 
bent without  authority  before  the  passing  of  the  Act,  for  which  new  buildings 
of  equal  or  greater  value  have  been  substituted.  If  the  bishop  consents,  and 
the  new  buildings  have  been  insured,  the  incumbent  is  freed  from  liability  in 
respect  of  the  buildings  improperly  pulled  down.  Where  the  bishop’s  consent 
is  required  under  this  and  the  following  section,  before  he  gives  the  same  he 
may  find  it  necessary  to  obtain  the  advice  of  the  surveyor,  or  to  ascertain  from 
him  w'hether  the  amount  of  insurance  is  sufficient. 

Section  71. — This  empowers  the  bishop,  upon  the  application  of  an 
incumbent  with  the  consent  of  the  patron,  to  authorise  the  renewal  of  any 
unnecessary  buildings  belonging  to  or  forming  part  of  any  house  of  residence 
[see  sec,  70), 

Secretary's  Fees* 

Sections  12,  13,  14,  16,  and  22. — These  all  relate  to  the  proceedings  in 
cases  other  than  those  in  which  a benefice  is  vacant.  {See  ante^  Surveyor's 
FeeSy  secs,  12  to  i^,)  In  the  case  of  proceedings,  when  the  benefice  is  under 
sequestration,  or  at  incumbent’s  request,  the  bishop’s  secretary  has  to  prepare 
the  bishop’s  direction  to  inspect,  to  obtain  his  signature  thereto,  and  send 
same  to  the  surveyor,  to  receive  the  surveyor’s  report,  to  receive  and  peruse 
the  objections  (if  any)  of  the  incumbent  or  sequestrator,  and  if  necessary  to 
correspond  with  him  and  the  surveyor  as  to  them,  to  advise  the  bishop  as  to 
the  validity  of  the  objections  and  as  to  his  decision,  to  prepare  and  obtain  the 
bishop’s  signature  to  his  decision,  and  to  send  the  same  to  the  sequestrator  or 
incumbent.  In  the  case  of  proceedings  on  complaint,  the  bishop’s  secretary 
has  to  send  a copy  of  the  complaint  to  the  incumbent,  and  then  to  see  that  all 
the  procedure  set  out  in  sec.  22  {see  antCy  Surveyors  FeeSy  sec.  22)  is  strictly 
complied  with. 

Sections  29  to  35. — These  sections  relate  to  cases  of  vacancy  {see  antCy 
Surveyor's  FeeSy  secs.  29  to  31).  In  these  cases  the  bishop’s  secretary  has 
first  to  satisfy  himself  that  the  benefice  is  not  protected,  and  then  to  prepare 
the  bishop’s  direction  to  the  surveyor  to  inspect  and  report,  obtain  his 
signature  thereto  and  to  send  it  to  the  surveyor,  to  receive  the  report  and  the 
certificate  of  the  surveyor  that  it  has  been  sent  to  the  new  incumbent  and  the 
late  incumbent  or  his  executors  or  administrators,  to  receive  their  objections 
{if  any)  and  consider  them,  if  necessary  to  correspond  with  the  objectors  and 
the  surveyor  with  regard  to  the  objections,  to  advise  the  bishop  as  to  their 
validity,  and  as  to  his  decision  thereon,  to  make  all  necessary  arrangements 
for  a second  survey,  if  ordered,  and  to  prepare  case  for  the  opinion  of  Counsel,, 
if  necessary,  to  draw  up  the  bishop’s  order  in  triplicate  and  to  obtain  his 
.signature,  to  send  copies  to  the  new  incumbent  and  the  late  incumbent  or  his 
executors  or  administrators,  and  to  the  registrar  of  the  diocese. 

Sections  23,  43,  and  57. — If  an  incumbent  refuses  or  neglects  to  execute 
prescribed  repairs  (secs.  23  and  57),  or  does  not  pay  to  the  Governors  of 
Queen  Anne’s  Bounty  moneys  payable  under  the  Att  (secs.  43  and  57), 
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the  bishop  may  sequestrate  the  benefice.  The  secretary  has  to  inform  him- 
self as  to  the  circumstances  of  the  case  and  to  instruct  the  bishop  thereon,  and 
obtain  his  fiat  for  the  issue  of  the  sequestration. 

Stctiom  17,  38,  45. — These  deal  with  loans  to  incumbents  by  the 
Governors  of  Queen  Anne’s  Bounty  for  the  purpose  of  effecting  repairs  under 
the  Act : for  these  loans  the  consents  of  the  bishop  and  patron  are  necessary. 
The  necessary  correspondence  and  the  obtaining  of  the  bishop’s  consent  has 
to  be  undertaken  by  the  secretary. 

Sections  19,  41,  52. — Section  19  empowers  the  bishop  to  extend  the  time 
for  executing  repairs  in  the  case  of  a benefice  which  is  vacant  or  not  under 
sequestration.  Section  4,  relating  to  cases  of  vacant  benefices,  empowers  the 
bishop  to  enlarge  the  time  within  which  the  new  incumbent  must  pay  the  sum 
needed  for  repairs  to  the  Governors  of  Queen  Anne’s  Bounty.  As  to  section  52 
{^see  ante^  Surveyor's  Fees),  the  fee  is  for  necessary  correspondence,  preparing 
authority  embodying  surveyor’s  certificate,  obtaining  signature  of  bishop  and 
patron  thereto,  and  sending  same  to  the  incumbent. 

Sections  21,  42,  50. — Section  21  deals  with  repairs  executed  under  a 
sequestration,  the  bishop  being  empowered  to  consent  to  their  execution 
being  deferred.  Section  42  relates  to  cases  of  vacancy,  and  enables  the  new 
incumbent,  with  the  consent  of  bishop  and  patron,  to  rebuild  the  premises  in 
lieu  of  executing  the  specified  repairs.  As  to  section  50  {^see  ante,  Sttrveyor's 
Fees,  sec.  50),  the  fee  is  for  the  necessary  correspondence,  preparing  authority, 
and  obtaining  signatures  of  bishop  and  patron  thereto,  and  sending  same  to 
incumbent. 

Section  57.  — This  section  relates  to  the  procedure  to  be  followed  where  any 
building  of  a benefice  is  destroyed  or  damaged  by  fire.  {See  ante.  Surveyor's 
Fees,  sec.  57.) 

Section  70. — The  Table  of  Fees  sufficiently  indicates  the  nature  of  the 
work  in  respect  of  which  the  fee  is  charged.  {See  also  ante.  Surveyors'  Fees, 
sec.  70.) 

Section  71. — See  the  preceding  paragraph,  and  also  ante,  Surveyor’s  Fees, 
sec.  71.  The  fee  is  for  necessary  correspondence,  preparing  authority,  obtain- 
ing signatures  of  bishop  and  patron  thereto,  and  sending  same  to  incumbent. 


Registrar's  Fees* 

Section  23. — If  an  incumbent  fails  to  execute  prescribed  repairs,  the  bishop 
can  sequestrate  the  benefice.  The  preparation  of  the  instrument  of  sequestra- 
tion and  the  service  thereof,  and  the  registration  of  the  sequestrator,  are  duties 
of  the  registrar. 

Section  27. —This  refers  to  procedure  in  the  case  of  houses  of  residence  of 
bishops  and  cathedral  dignitaries. 

Section  35. — This  deals  with  the  filing  of  the  bishop’s  order,  which  specifies 
the  work  to  be  done  and  the  cost  in  the  case  of  vacant  benefices.  It  also 
requires  the  registrar  to  send  a copy  to  Queen  Anne’s  Bounty. 

Section  43. — Where  a new  incumbent  fails  to  pay  moneys  payable  under 
the  Act  in  respect  of  dilapidations  to  Queen  Anne’s  Bounty,  the  bishop  can 
sequestrate  the  benefice.  {See  ante,  sec.  23. ) 

Section  46. — The  ordinary  five  years’  certificate  has  to  be  filed  in  the 
registry. 

Section  50. — Also  the  special  certificates  under  this  section.  ante. 

Surveyor's  Fees,  sec,  50. ) 
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Section  55. — By  section  54  every  incumbent  is  bound  to  insure  the 
buildings  of  his  benefice,  and  section  55  requires  him  to  exhibit  the  receipt 
for  the  premium  at  the  first  visitation  of  the  bishop  or  archdeacon  next 
ensuing.  The  receipt  is  examined  by  the  registrar. 

Section  57  {see  ante,  Surveyor's  Fees,  sec,  57). — The  certificate  there 
referred  to  has  to  be  filed  in  the  registry. 


It  may  be  added  that  in  a number  of  cases,  besides  the  necessary  formal 
steps,  there  is  a considerable  amount  of  correspondence  between  the  diocesan 
surveyor  and  the  bishop’s  secretary,  and  between  them  and  the  incumbent, 
sequestrator,  and  other  parties,  for  which  no  separate  charge  is  made.  No 
charge  is  made  by  the  secretary  for  correspondence  and  obtaining  the  counter- 
signature  to  surveyor’s  certificates  under  section  44,  and  sending  the  same 
to  Queen  Anne’s  Bounty.

The  Bishop  of  Kensington  visited  the  Grand  Fleet  twice  and  the 
Military  Headquarters  in  France,  and  addressed  the  troops  and  held 
confirmations  for  the  men  at  home  and  abroad. 

The  Bishop  of  Stepney  stayed  with  our  wounded  soldiers  stationed 
n Switzerland  and  administered  confirmation  and  gave  addresses. 

Bishop  Bury  has  addressed  our  men  at  the  Front  and  visited 
those  interned  and  held  confirmations  for  the  men  in  France  and 
England.
